Gertlemen  of  the  Common  Council, 

It  becomes  my  duty,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Citj 
Charter,  to  communicate  to  you  a  general  statement  ci  the 
condition  of  the  City,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  in  re- 
lation to  the  improvement  of  its  government  and  finances,  at 
may  seem  to  be  called  for  by  a  due  regard  to  the  public  wel- 


In  the  discharge  of  this  portion  of  my  public  duties,  I  cannot 
allow  the  occasion  to  pass  without  an  expression  of  my  grate- 
ful acknowledgments  to  the  citizens  of  New- York,  for  the  re- 
newed evidence  which  they  have  recently  given  me  of  their 
partiality  and  confidence. 
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In  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Common  Council  ftth 
der  date  of  the  30th  of  June  last,  I  recommended  to  their  con* 
fideration  certain  changes  in  some  of  the  departments  of  the 
City  Government.  Several  of  the  suggestions  have  beeD 
adopted,  and  from  the  improvements  in  progress,  the  most  be- 
neficial results  may  be  anticipated. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Comptroller  will  exhibit  to  you  a 
comprehensive  view  of  the  finances  of  the  City.  The  funded 
debt  remaining  unredeemed  on  the  31st  of  December  last,  wae 
$416,500 — and  the  amount  due  for  temporary  loans  in  aatiei* 
pation  of  the  annual  revenue  from  taxes,  deducting  the  sum  in 
the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  was  $326,534  62,  making  the  total  amount  of  the  city 
debt  $745,034  62.  This  statement  exhibits  a  reduction  firom 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year  of  $91,30^  OT. 

A  very  considerable  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  monied 
transactioBs  of  the  Treasury,  is  apparent  from  the  Comptroller's 
report.  This  has  arisen,  not  from  any  material  increase  io 
the  expenses  of  the  City  Government,  but  from  the  augmenta- 
tion of  the  business  of  this  department  The  total  amount  of 
warrants  on  the  Treasury,  for  all  the  purposes  of  government, 
Ihe  support  of  the  poor,  payments  on  account  of  the  public  debt, 
Ac.  was  $1,015,638  41. 

With  the  increase  consequent  upon  the  prosecution  of  the 
water  project,  it  may  be  expected  the  disbursements  during 
Ihe  present  year,  will  not  be  much  less  than  three  millions  of 
dollars*  In  presenting  this  important  fact  to  your  notice,  I  feel 
liisured  that  you  will  realise  the  necessity  of  a  rigid  supervi'- 
sion  of  interests  embracing  expenditures  of  such  magnitude. 
'  That  portion  of  the  city  debt  which  is  funded,  bears  an  in- 
terest of  five  per  cent,  and  is  not  redeemable  until  the  year  1850. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  now  at  their 
ffitposal  about  $130,000,  and  are  desirous  of  appropriating 
Aat  Sinn  to  the  purchase  of  the  City  Stock.  They  have  of- 
fered an  advance  of  ten  per  cent,  on  the  par  value,  without  at 
yet  having  been  enabled  to  effect  a  purchase.  This  rate  of 
premium  on  a  stock  redeemable  in  1850,  is  equivalent  to  an 
advance  of  $16  66  on  a  stock  irredeemable  before  I860. 
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Hq  instrnction,  are  managed  by  Trustees,  qualified  in  erery 
respect  for  the  safe  and  efficient  administration  of  the  impcnrtant 
duties  entrusted  to  them.  This  institution  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  that  can  occupy  our  attention,  and  it  cannot  but  be 
a  source  of  sincere  gratification,  to  all  who  regard  the  welfare  of 
the  rising  generation,  that  the  means  of  mental  cultivation  are 
provided  for  every  child  that  shall  be  presented  for  instruction. 
Believing  that  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people,  as 
^irell  as  the  safety  and  permanence  of  our  republican  institu- 
tioDS,  depend  essentially  on  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  edu» 
cation,  I  trust  that  our  system  of  general  instruction  will,  at  all 
times,  receive  your  fostering  care. 

A  proposition  was  presented  to  the  Common  Council,  and 
fineely  discussed,  in  relation  to  a  subscription  on  the  part  of  the 
City  to  the  stock  of  the  New- York  and  Erie  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany. The  measure  referred  to  not  having  received  the  con- 
stitutional sanction,  has  not  been  presented  to  me  for  my  ofHcial 
opinion.  The  subject,  however,  is  one  in  which  a  deep  interest 
is  felt  by  our  citizens  generally,  and  a  reference  to  it,  therefore, 
may  not  be  inappropriate  at  the  present  time. 

I  attribute  much  of  the  prosperity  that  has  of  late  years  at- 
tended the  business  operations  of  our  citizens,  to  the  successful 
prosecution  of  those  great  works  of  internal  improvement, 
which  have  given  to  the  State  of  New-York  so  enviable  a  cha- 
racter for  enterprise  and  public  spirit.  Whatever  measures 
tend  to  open  new  channels  of  communication,  to  facilitate  social 
and  commercial  intercourse,  between  the  seaboard  and  the  in- 
terior, must  inevitably  confer  valuable  and  lasting  benedts  on 
the  Atlantic  cities.  Nature  has  given  to  the  City  of  New- York 
snrpassing  advantages  of  location  and  climate.  The  course  of 
trade,  if  properly  and  discreetly  encouraged,  must  spread  its 
vast  riches  among  her  citizens.  In  looking  to  future  events, 
ooonected  with  our  commercial  and  domestic  prospects,  we 
must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact,  that  our  sister  cities  of  other 
States  are  entering  into  the  competition  with  a  zeal  and  enter- 
prise which  renders  them  formidable,  but  not  unworthy  rivals. 

jniiladelphia  and  Baltimore,  by  the  completion  of  their  va- 
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rious  works  of  internal  communication,  are  already  attracting 
ar  considerable  portion  of  the  valuable  trade  of  the  west;  and  it 
may  well  become  us  to  consider  what  steps  are  necessary  to 
secure  our  position,  upon  an  equality  with  those  enterprising 
cities. 

The  proposed  route  of  the  Erie  Rail  Road  passesthrough  an 
ioteresting  section  of  country,  abounding  in  natural  resources, 
rich  in  the  elements  of  future  prosperity.  The  inhabitants  of 
this  sequestered  region  will  derive  great  advantages  from  the 
construction  of  the  contemplated  road,  and  it  is  apparent  that 
the  interest  of  our  own  citizens  will  be  materially  promoted 
thereby.  It  would  be  gratifying  to  give  my  official  sanction 
to  measures  which  promise  to  facilitate  the  completion  of  this 
great  work,  if  I  were  satisfied  that  they  were  warranted  by 
the  legal  and  constitutional  powers  conferred  on  the  Corpora- 
tion. Serious  doubts,  however,  are  entertained  both  as  to  the 
authority  of  the  Corporation  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  a  pri- 
vate company,  and  to  the  expediency  of  the  exercise  of  such 
power,  if  possessed,  in  the  instance  under  notice.  The  ques- 
tions embraced  in  this  topic  arc  of  grave  importance,  as  well 
in  reference  to  the  contemplated  work,  as  to  the  principles  in- 
volved, and  deserve  the  deliberate  investigation^of  the  Common 
Council. 

Among  the  last  acts  of  the  late  Common  Council,  was  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  granting  the  application  for  a  South 
Ferry,  upon  fair  and  equitable  terms.  The  question  of  the 
nature  and  extent  of  our  privileges  under  the  City  Charter,  in 
irdation  to  establishing  and  regulating  ferries,  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  elaborate  discussion  during  the  recent  session  of  the 
L^slature,  and  much  feeling  has,  in  consequence,  been  ex- 
cited among  our  own  citizens  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  neigh- 
bouring counties.  Questions  which  involve  the  chartered 
rights  of  the  Corporation,  must  be  deemed  of  sufficient  import- 
ance at  all  times  to  demand  our  serious  attention.  By  the 
terms  of  the  original  charter,  the  power  is  expressly  granted  to 
the  City,  of  establishing  and  regulating  ferries  around  this 
There  was  no  reservation  in  the  grant,  and  the  power 
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« 

of  tho  Corparatkm  in  the  exercise  ot  this  prerogative,  is  only 
io  fiur  restricted  that  its  exercise  must  be  for  the  ^  good  govem- 
meiit  of  the  City."  I  amfireeto  admitt  that  the  city  authorities 
are  bound  to  exercise  their  privileges  with  a  liberal  and  accom- 
modatmg  spirit,  and  with  the  view  to  afford  all  necessary  and 
reasonable  facilities  to  the  inhabitants  of  Long  Island  and  else- 
where, in  their  communications  with  the  city.  With  this  dis- 
tinct understanding  of  the  duty  of  the  Corporation,  I  feel  bound 
to  assert  my  belief  that  it  has  not,  in  any  instance,  abused  its 
trust ;  but  that  its  power  over  the  subject  in  question  has  beasi 
exercised  discreetly,  and  for  the  public  good. 

The  rights  claimed  by  the  Corporation,  are  derived  finom 
die  grants  c^  the  British  Crown,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
Constituitution,  and  have  been  subsequently  confirmed,  reoog^ 
niied  and  sanctioned  under  our  State  Grovemment  These 
grants  were  positive  and  unconditional,  and  no  power  is  vested 
in  the  legislative  authorities  to  restrict,  modify  or  annul  thenu 

While  I  claim  for  the  Corporation  this  oontrod  over  the 
fisrry  firanchise,  I  would  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Coimnoo 
Coimcfl,  that  no  application  be  refused,  where  the  additional 
accommodation  stuJl  appear  to  be  required  for  the  public  con- 
venience* In  all  cases  where  doubts  exist,  my  opinion  is,  that 
it  would  be  the  better  course  to  err  in  granting  more  &cilities 
of  approach  to  the  city  than  are  really  required  to  answer  the 
existing  demand.  It  will  at  all  times,  however,  be  the  duty  of 
^Corporation  to  guard  the  rights  which  have  previously 
been  conferred  on  persons  er  associations,  even  though  tempo* 
rary  injury  should  be  sustained  by  the  fulfilment  of  the  con- 
tract   This  is  required  of  us,  by  good  faith  and  fair  dealing. 

Much  of  the  difficulty  and  excitement  growing  out  of  this 
question  has  arisen  from  a  condition  in  some  of  the  ferry  leases, 
by  which  the  Corporation  restricted  itself  from  establishing 
additional  ferries  within  certain  limits.  There  were  peculiar 
eircuoistances  connected  with  the  lease  to  Messrs.  Fulton  and 
Cutting  which  can  never  again  arise.  The  lessees  were  about 
to  make  an  important  experiment,  in  the  success  of  which  the 
public  were  deeply  interested.    The  practical  introduction  of 
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tfteam  navigation  upon  our  ferries,  created  an  era  in  our  inter* 
course  with  the  neighbouring  shores ;  and  this  is  one  of  tha 
many  enduring  benefits  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  the 
genius  of  Fulton* 

The  Ciorporation  which  granted  the  lease  to  the  Fulton 
Company,  and  the  Legislature  which  sanctioned  it,  and  authoi' 
rized  the  present  rate  of  tolls,  were  doubtless  as  honest  and  ai 
attentive  to  the  interests  of  their  constituents  as  any  which  havo 
succeeded  them.  But  experience  has  taught  us  the  inexpe^ 
diency,  as  well  as  the  injustice  of  so  exercising  a  delegated 
power,  as  to  place  it  beyond  the  controul  of  the  sovereign 
people.  No  authority  rightfully  exists  in  the  representatives 
to  controul  the  action  of  their  successors  on  questions  inv(dvii]|g 
popular  rights. 

The  ferry  leases  should  be  granted  on  liberal  terms,  without 
restrictions  on  the  part  of  the  lessors ;  and  this  franchise  I  aan 
satisfied  should  not  be  exercised  by  the  corporation  with  a 
view  to  pecuniary  emolument,  but  mainly  for  the  good  ruie 
and  government  of  the  city,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  its 
inhabitants.  The  rates  of  ferriage  should  be  established  ai 
low  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  imposition  of  such  rents 
merdy,  as  will  secure  a  reasonable  income  for  the  use  of  the 
wharves  and  slips,  or  legal  interest  for  the  public  property  ^ 
propriated  for  the  purpose.  It  should  be  the  desire  of  the  Cor- 
poration to  exercise  the  ferry  privilege  under  our  charts,  in 
such  manner  as  will  ensure  the  approbation  and  support  of 
ov  fellow  citizens.  Considerations  of  policy  and  justice  re- 
quire that  we  should  manifest  a  disposition  to  exercise  this 
power  in  a  liberal  and  honest  spirit  The  people  of  th^  Stale 
at  large  will  then  feel  that  so  far  as  this  question  is  conqemadf 
their  interests  are  identified  with  those  of  the  City ;  and  we 
may  then  rest  assured  that  no  disposition  will  be  evinced  on 
the  part  of  the  State  Authorities  to  wrest  from  us,^privil^gQ8 
granted  by  charter  and  secured  by  law. 

Arrangements  were  completed  during  the  past  year  for  tli^ 
erection  of  buildings  on  the  site  of  the  public  yards  fronting  op 
Elm  and  Centre  streets,  for  a  House  of  Detention  of  persons 
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accused  of  crime,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  oar 
Criminal  and  Police  Departments. 

The  want  of  such  a  building  with  convenient  arrangements 
for  prisoners,  has  long  been  a  prominent  defect  in  our  system 
of  police.  The  contemplated  establishment  will  furmsb  ac- 
commodation for  several  departments  of  the  public  8ervioe» 
and  will  be  so  constructed  as  to  combine  economy  in  the  use 
of  the  public  means,  utility  in  the  arrangements,  and  beauty  in 
the  style  of  architecture.  The  appropriation  of  the  new  build- 
ing, which  is  to  be  denominated  the  ''  Halls  of  Justice,''  to  the 
purposes  indicated,  will  relieve  the  Alms  House  at  Bellevue» 
of  a  considerable  proportion  of  its  inmates.  A  further  reduction 
of  the  tenants  of  this  establishment  will  take  place  upon  the 
completion  of  the  ^  Asylum  for  Lunatics,"  the  foundation  of 
which  has  recently  been  laid  on  Blackwell's  Island.  These 
public  works  are  creditable  in  a  high  degree,  to  the  energy  and 
enterprise  of  the  projectors,  and  I  feel  assured  that  their  com* 
pletion  will  be  regarded  with  favor  by  our  citizens  generally. 

There  is  one  suggestion  in  relation  to  the  further  improve- 
ments of  our  public  buildings,  which  I  consider  it  a  duty  to  re- 
commend to  your  consideration.  The  Alms  House  will  shortly 
be  relieved  of  all  but  those  who  derive  their  support  fix>m  the 
public  bounty.  The  property  at  Bellevue  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing in  value,  and  the  interest  on  the  estimated  amount  of  the 
investment,  renders  it  an  expensive  establishment  for  the  city* 
The  public  grounds  still  unappropriated  on  Blackwell's  Island, 
are  spacious,  convenient,  and  easy  of  access.  Twice  the 
space  now  occupied  by  the  Alms  House  could  be  applied  to 
that  purpose  on  the  Island,  without  interfering  with  the  con- 
venient arrangement  of  the  other  departments. 

I  submit,  therefore,  to  the  Common  Council,  the  propriety  of 
erecting  an  Alms  House,  with  the  necessary  appendages,  on 
Blackwell's  Island ;  with  the  view  to  dispose  of  the  public  pro- 
perty at  Bellevue,  or  to  apply  it  to  such  other  purposes  as 
may  be  considered  calculated  to  advance  the  public  interests. 
I  entertain  little  doubt  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  this 
property  would  be  nearly  sufficient  to  defray  tlie  expenses  of 
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the  erection  of  the  contemplated  works  on  the  Island,  and  of 
the  Halls  of  Justice.  The  present  means  necessary  for  these 
expenditures  could  readily  be  obtained  on  loan  at  a  moderate 
rate  of  interest,  in  anticipation  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  re- 
commended* Believing  this  to  be  a  subject  intimately  con- 
nected with  various  public  interests,  I  respectfully  commend 
it  to  your  consideration. 

There  are  several  other  suggestions  which  I  consider  de- 
serving your  attention,  but  they  can  be  more  appropriately 
presented  from  time  to  time  in  special  communications,  or 
through  the  medium  of  Committees  acting  under  your  authority. 

The  various  and  manifold  interests  committed  to  the  charge 
of  our  mumcipal  authorities,  require  at  your  hands  the  unre- 
mitted exercise  of  intelligence,  cUscretion  and  industry.  With 
so  many  natural  advantages  of  location,  soil  and  climate ;  so 
much  enterprise  and  industry  in  the  population ;  and  so  vast 
an  increase  annually  in  the  wealth  and  resources  of  the  com- 
munity, it  may  well  become  us  to  take  a  liberal  and  enlarged 
view,  of  whatever  measures  may  be  proposed  for  the  perma* 
nent  improvement  and  government  of  ocrr  local  institutions. 
The  evidences  are  before  us  of  a  prosperity  unparalleled  in  the 
history  of  commercial  communities ;  and  we  cannot  better 
evince  our  just  appreciation  of  the  advantages  and  blessings  we 
enjoy  as  a  people,  than  by  adopting  a  system  of  public  policy 
in  accordance  with  the  enlightened  and  philanthropic  spirit 
of  the  age.

The  Street  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  back  a 
report  on  the  widening  of  Wallnstreet,  between  the  Ex- 
change and  Pearl-street,  made  by  the  Street  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen^  which  is  hereunto  appended^ 
bearing  date  July  21,  1834,  and  which  will  be  found 
in  the  printed  documents,  being  No.  18  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  and  to  which  they  b^  leave  to  refer ;  And 
also,  the  various  applications  which  have  been   recently 
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made  to  the  Commoa  Council  in  ikvour  of  the  same  measuie, 
and  on  all  which  they  beg  leave  respectfully  to 

REPORT : 

That  having  very  fiilly  examined  the  proposition  for 
widening  Wall-street,  as  now  stated  by  the  applicants,  the 
line  for  which  differs  in  some  small  degree  from  the  former 
proposed  line,  arising  from  the  erection  of  two  new  build- 
ings ;  and  having,  with  deliberate  and  patient  attention, 
considered  all  the  representations  made  both  by  its  advocates 
and  opponents. 

They  are  very  folly  confirmed  in  the  views  taken  by 
them  during  the  last  year  on  this  subject,  and  which  are 
detailed  in  the  report  above  spoken  of,  and  to  which  they 
beg  to  ask  the  attention  of  the  board,  believing  that  the  facts 
therein  set  forth,  are  folly  sufficient  to  justify  the  conclusions 
of  the  Committee,  that  this  widening  is  loudly  called  for  by 
every  consideration  of  public  policy,  connected  with  the 
convenience  of  the  citizens. 

The  Committee,  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that  inasmuch 
as  all  the  buildings  to  be  affected  by  this  alteration  (excepting 
one  only  at  the  comer  of  Pearl  and  Wall-street,)  have  re- 
cently been  taken  down  for  the  purposes  of  re-building  on 
the  lots,  the  present  time  is  most  emphatically  proper  for  the 
determination  of  the  Common  Council  on  this  subject,  as  if 
the  present  favourable  circumstances  be  passed  by  unim- 
proved, and  this  opportunity  lost,  a  very  large  additional 
expense  must  hereafter  be  incurred,  which  may  now  be 
wholly  avoided. 

Under  whatever  aspect  this  question  may  be  viewed, 
your  Committee  are  impressed  with  a  strong  conviction  of 
the  extremely  beneficial  results  which  would  follow  its 
adoption  ;  and  they  therefore  again  recommend  to  the  board 
its  passage,  with  the  necessary  alterations  in  the  line,  arising 
from  the  construction  of  the  two  buildings  before  spoken  of. 

The  following  resolution  is  offered : 

Resolved^  That  Wall-street  be  widened  on  the  southwest- 
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erly  side  thereof,  by  a  line  commencing  on  the  northwesterly 
comer  of  the  house  situated  on  the  southerly  comer  of  Pearl- 
street  and  Coffee  House  sUp,  and  mnning  thence  northwest- 
erly in  such  direction  through  the  lands  and  buildings 
now  fronting  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Wall-street,  as  to 
touch  the  southeasterly  comer  of  the  building  recently 
erected  by  Gulian  C.  Verplanck,  and  thence  to  be  continued 
in  a  straight  line  imtil  it  intersect  the  present  line  of  Wall- 
street,  as  the  same  is  laid  down  on  the  map  accompanying 
this  report,  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  is  hereby 
directed  to  take  the  necessary  legal  measures  to  carry  the 
same  into  effebt.

The  Street  Cotnmittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  accom- 
panying papers,  being  petitions  for  widening  and  improving 
New-street,  from  Beaver-street  to  Exchange  Place ;  and 
also  for  continuing  the  widening  of  the  same  street  from 
Exchange  Place  to  Wall-street,  together  with  maps  and 
plans,  shewing  the  lines  on  which  the  memorialists  propose 
to  have  the  street  altered^  and  various  remonstrances  sent 
in  by  different  persons,  not  objecting  to  the  general  project 
of  widening  the  street,  but  proposing  other  lines,  varying 
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from  thcbe  which  are  delineated  on  the  maps  of  the  first 
petitioners ;  and  on  all  which  the  Committee  beg  leave  to 

REPORT  : 

They  have  had  this  subject  before  them  a  considerable 
time,  the  first  petition  in  relation  thereto,  being  presented  on 
the  4th  February  last,  and  on  various  occasions  since  that 
period ;  the  Committee  have  invited  all  the  parties  in  inter- 
est to  meet  with  them,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  this 
subject,  and  that  they  might  become  possessed  of  all  its  bear- 
ings as  presented  by  the  difierent  persons  whose  property 
would  be  affected  by  its  completion. 

The  result  of  these  enquiries  has  very  satisfactorily 
shewn  to  the  Committee  that,  the  expediency  of  widening 
the  street  fix)m  Beaver-street  to  Wall-street,  and  the  very 
beneficial  results  which  would  be  produced  thereby,  has 
become  very  generally,  perhaps  almost  universally  enter- 
tained, and  the  only  question  which  occasioned  a  variation 
of  opinion  was,  the  particular  direction  of  the  lines. 

The  Committee  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that  on  this 
branch  of  the  subject,  they  have  paid  particular  attention ; 
and  in  their  best  judgment,  the  full  black  lines  drawn  on  the 
accompanying  map,  will  be  found  most  beneficial  for  widen- 
ing the  street ;  and  also  possess  the  advantage  of  uniting  in 
their  &vour  a  very  large  majority  of  the  property  holders 
on  the  street.  Their  effect  will  be  to  increase  the  present 
width  of  the  street :  at  Beaver  street  and  Exchange  Place, 
from  about  twenty-six  feet  to  forty  feet,  and  from  thence  to 
Wall-street,  its  width  will  be  about  thirty-seven  feet. 

This  diminution  of  three  feet  at  Wall-street,  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Conunittee,  as  a  means  of  reducing  the  quan- 
tity taken  from  the  lot  fronting  on  Wall-street,  and  there- 
by avoiding  a  very  large  increase  of  the  cost  arising  not  only 
fcom  the  extreme  value  of  land  on  Wall-street,  but  also  from 
the  much  more  favourable  circumstances  in  which  the  re- 
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mainder  of  the  lot  will  be  left,  than  would  be  the  case  if 
these  three  feet  were  cut  off  from  it. 

The  extremely  fiivourable  results  following  on  the  adop- 
tion of  various  alterations  in  the  streets  in  the  city,  and  more 
especially  in  the  lower  parts,  by  which  the  circumjacent  pro- 
perty has  been  vastly  enhanced  in  value,  gives  to  your 
Committee  great  confidence  in  recommending  this  measure 
to  the  Board ;  and  they  very  fully  believe  that  in  this  case  * 
the  improvement  will  be  found  so  advantageous,  as  to  justify 
the  assessment  of  the  whole  cost  on  the  contiguous  lots, 
without  any  charge  on  the  public  treasury — they  therefore 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutibn : 

Resolved,  That  New-street  be  widened   firom  Beaver- 
street  to  Wall-street,  according  to  the  black  lines  drawn  on 
the  annexed  map,  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  is 
hereby  directed  to  take  the  necessary  legal  measures  for  that 
purpose.

The  Committee  on  Streets  fo  whom  was  referred  the  an- 
nexed papers,  being  a  petition  of  sundry  persons  asking  the 
Common  Council  to  take  the  proper  legal  measures  for  shut- 
ting up  Art-street,  between  Broadway  and  the  Bowery  ;  and 
also  five  several  remonstrances  against  the  said  measure,  and 
on  all  which  the  Conmiittee  respectfully 

REPORT  : 

They  have  invited  the  parties  to  meet  before  them,  both 
the  petitioners  and  the  objectors,  and  have  diligently  attend- 
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ed  to  and  carefully  weighed  all  the  allegations  made  by  the 
parties  respectively,  both  for  and  against  this  measure.    Oix 
the  part  of  the  petitioners  it  is  averred,  that  the  use  of  Art- 
street,  as  a  thoroughfeLre,  is  no  longer  required  between 
Broadway  and  the  Bowery,  having  been  superseded  by  the 
opening  of  8th  street,  (which  is  but  a  short  distance  above  it,) 
and  that  its  diagonal  direction  destroys  the  regularity  of  the 
lots,  prevents  their  being  improved,  and  impairs  their  value 
and  generally  that  it  would  add  much  to  the  beauty  of  the 
circumjaoent  property  if  the  street  were  closed,  and  the 
ground  it  now  occupies  taken  in  by  and  added  to  the  adjoin* 
ing  lots. 

(It  is  here  proper  to  remark,  that  although  the  petition  ia 
numerously  signed,  yet  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  but  one 
of  the  signers  is  the  owner  of  any  property  on  the  street^ 
which  they  propose  to  have  closed  up,  although  many  of 
them  are  proprietors  of  houses  and  lots  fronting  on  other 
streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Art-street.) 

On  the  part  of  the  remonstrants  it  is  urged,  that  the  closing 
'  up  of  this  street  will  utterly  destroy  several  very  valuable  lots 
of  groimd  fronting  on  this  street,  wliich  cannot  from  their 
peculiar  position  obtain  fronts  on  any  other  street,  and  that 
the  closing  of  it  up  would  in  fact  amount  to  a  confiscation  of 
their  property.  It  is  likewise  very  strongly  urged,  that 
shutting  up  the  street  would  deprive  two  exceedingly  valua- 
ble lots  on  Broadway  of  their  distinctive  character  of  comer 
lots ;  and  especially  the  lot  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Art- 
street  and  Broadway,  on  which  has  just  been  erected  a  very 
C09tly  three  story  brick  building,  with  other  buildings  on  ttie 
Art-street  front  of  the  lot,  and  all  which  have  been  expressly 
calculated  for  the  purposes  of  trade,  for  which  corner  lota  are 
so  particularly  valuable  ;  and  the  owner  of  these  improve- 
ments very  strongly  sets  forth  the  extreme  disadvantage 
which  would  inevitably  result  to  him  from  closing  up  the 
street,  as  the  buildings  on  which  he  has  just  expended  sever- 
al thousand  dollars  as  places  oi  trade  and  business,  would 
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Under  these  views  the  Committee  offer  the  following  reso-  - 
lution : 

Resolved,  The  prayer  of  the  petitioners  for  closing  Art- 
street,  from  Broadway  to  the  Bowery,  be  not  granted.

The  Report  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aissistants  was  as 
follows  : 

That  as  it  is  a  matter  of  public  complaint,  that  the  Wharves 
and  Piers  are  not  sufficient  for  the  convenient  accommodation 
of  the  vessels  employed  in  the  exterior  and  interior  com- 
merce of  the  State,  a  duty  is  necessarily  enforced  upon  the 
Corporation  of  providing  as  extensive  accommodations  as 
may  be  practicable.  The  waters  to  the  south  of  the  site  of  the 
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purposed  Pier,  are  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  City  Go- 
yemment,  and  comprise  a  sufficient  area  to  enable  vessels 
to  lay  at  the  projected  Wharf  in  such  mode  as  to  discharge 
and  receive  cargoes  over  the  forward  quarter— ^a  mode,  in 
which  your  Committee  are  informed,  vesssels  are  compelled 
to  lay  in  some  of  the  neighboring  cities — this  will  give 
double  the  number  of  wliat  are  known  and  paid  for  as 
wharf,  or  inside  births,  to  that  rendered  by  the  present  mode. 
For  want  of  space  it  cannot  be  adopted  at  tlie  Piers  now 
existing  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city.  And  it  is  peculiarly 
adapted  to  Steam  Boats  and  to  Tow  Boats,  by  which  our  im- 
mediate coasting  and  our  interior  trade  is  very  nearly  ex- 
clusively conducted.  It  will  provide  an  extensive  accom- 
modation for  this  class  of  vessels,  which  being  so  provided 
for  will  releivc  the  other  piers  and  wharves,  and  thus  apply 
them  to  vessels  engaged  in  the  foreign,  and  distant  coasting 
trade. 

With  this  view  your  Committee  would  recommend  a  Pier 
to  be  built  into  the  North  River  as  a  continuation  of  Battery 
Place,  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred  feet  from  the  present 
bulk  head.  Of  this  Pier,  should  West-street  l)c  extended  to 
it,  the  half  or  250  feet  would  be  required  for  the  formation 
of  that  street,  and  should  thus  be  built  solid. 

Upon  the  second  point,  that  of  "  its  being  of  advantage  to 
the  Revenue  of  the  Corporation,"  the  Committee  have  not 
the  correct  estimates  for  the  cost  of  the  projected  Pier,  to 
enable  them  to  speak  with  certainty.  Assuming  it  however 
as  a  fact,  that  the  Pier  will  not  cost  an  amount  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  revenue  accnieing  at  the 
rates  of  wharfage  fixed  by  the  statute  would  not  be  less 
than  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  But  should  the 
Common  Council  lease  the  Pier  for  the  especial  accommoda- 
tion of  any  particular  trade,  this  revenue  would  not  be  less 
than  nine  thousand  dollars.  At  this  rate  and  so  to  be  ap- 
propriated, your  Committee  feel  confident  that  it  would  im- 
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mediately  be  leased.  Believing  as  your  Committee  do,  that 
it  18  both  "expedient"  and  "  of  advantage  to  the  Revenue  of 
the  Corporation,^  that  the  Pier  should  be  built  they  beg  leave 
to  offer  the  following  Resolutions  :  . 

Resolved,  That  a  Pier  be  built  at  the  foot  of  Battery 
Place  to  extend  in  a  direct  line  westwardly  in  the  North 
River  a  distance  of  five  hundred  feet,  and  with  a  continued 
width  of  fifty  feet,  such  width  to  be  estimated  from  the 
northerly  line  of  Battery  Place. 

Resolved,  That  such  Pier  when  completed  be  appropria* 
ted  to  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  the  vessels  employed  in 
such  trade  as  may  offer  the  greatest  price  for  such  use. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ITiat  having  fully  considered  the  reasons  stated  in  the 
above  mentioned  report,  they  deem  them  entirely  conclusive 
as  to  the  propriety  of  executing  the  work  mentioned  therein, 
and  do  not  doubt  the  investment  will  result  profitably  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  city.     The  very  immerous  applications 
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which  are  constantly  heing  made  to  the  public  authorities 
for  commercial  accommoe^ations,  render  it  quite  certain,  that 
the  water  adjacent  to  this  Pier  will  be  eagerly  sought  after, 
at  such  rates  as  will  yield  a  handsome  income  on  the

The  Committee  on  Wharves,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
ticicompanying  Memorial  of  a  large  number  of  persons  inter- 
ested in  the  river  trade,  praying  the  Common  Council  to 
take  the  proi)er  measures  for  deepening  the  water  in  the 
Slips  between  Robinson  and  Warren  streets,  respectfully 

REPORT, 

That  experience  for  years  past  has  shown  the  inconveni- 
ence and  difficulties  experienced  in  the  Slips  on  the  borders 
of  the  City,  for  want  of  a  sufficient  depth  of  water,  to  keep 
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the  vessels  afloat,  which  use  those  Slips  for  the  purpose  of 
landing  their  produce  brought  from  the  adjacent  parts — and 
this  had  increased  to  such  an  extent,  as  to  make  it  necessary 
for  the  Common  Council  to  resort  to  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  for  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  would  provide  the 
proper  authority  for  restoring  the  requisite  depth  of  water 
in  these  Docks  and  Slips. 

The  laws  which  have  been  enacted  in  relation  thereto, 
now  furnishing  the  necessary  authority  to  the  Common 
Council  for  executing  this  work,  no  reason  appears  to  exist 
why  it  should  be  delayed  any  longer ;  as  it  continually  hap- 
pens that  the  river  crafl  after  having  sold  and  delivered  the 
country  produce  brought  by  them  to  the  city,  are  compelled 
to  wait  several  hours  for  the  rising  of  the  tide  before  there  is 
sufficient  water  for  them  to  float,  so  that  they  may  haul  out 
and  make  room  for  others,  who  are  waiting  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  along  side  the  wharves  to  imload. 

Any  further  attempt  to  show  the  propriety  of  removing 
these  difficulties,  your  Committee  deem  wholly  superfluous, 
and  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  be  grant- 
ed, and  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  water  in  the  Slips  on  the  North  Riv- 
er, between  Warren  and  Robinson  streets,  be  deepened  by 
excavating  therefrom,  the  mud,  dirt,  or  other  materials,  so 
that  there  shall  be  not  less  than  eight  feet  water  in  any  part 
tliereof  at  low  tide,  and  the  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby

The  Street  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  amiexed 
Petition  of  Edmund  Wilkes  and  others,  asking  the  Common 
Council  to  take  the  measures  necessary  for  opening  the 
Sixth  Avenue,  as  far  northwardly  as  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-ninth  street,  respectfully 

REPORT  : 

The  Sixth  Avenue  is  at  present,  and  has  for  some  years 
past  been  opened,  as  far  up  as  to  the  intersection  of  the  Bloom- 
ingdale  Road  at  Thirty-fourth  street,  is  worked,  and  gravelled 
(beyond  the  pavements)  as  far  as  it  is  now  open,  and  has  be- 
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come  a  very  considerable  tliorouglifare,  and  tlie  memorialists 
now  ask  for  a  continuation  of  the  opening  up  to  Harlsem  at 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  street. 

The  whole  of  the  land  fronting  on  the  Sixth  Avenue,  and 
adjacent  thereto,  has  nearly  if  not  quite  all,  been  laid  out  and 
subdivided  into  town  lots ;  and  in  a  great  measure,  disposed 
of  in  small  parcels,  and  tlie  owners  thereof  are  deprived  of 
the  means  of  access  to  tlieir  property^  by  reason  of  the  Avenue 
Uot  being  opened. 

This  your  Committee  are  credibly  informed,  is  true  to  a 
very  considerable  extent,  and  is  the  means  of  producing  in- 
jury to  persons  thus  situated,  who  call  upon  the  Common 
Council  to  exercise  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  law,  so 
that  they  may  be  placed  in  a  situation  to  reap  the  benefit  of 
their  property. 

Of  the  propriety  of  tliis  request  your  Committee  cannot 
entertain  any  doubt. 

It  is  beyond  all  question  the  duty  of  the  public  authorities 
to  provide  all  such  reasonable  facilities  to  the  citizens,  as  will 
enable  tlicni  to  have  access  to,  and  possession  of  their  pro- 
perty, by  taking  the  necessary  legal  measures  for  oi>ening 
the  avenues  and  streets,  according  to  the  regular  plan  of  tho 
city,  from  time  to  time  as  the  public  exigencies  may  require. 

Having  well  considered  this  matter,  your  Committee  are  of 
opinion,  that  it  is  expedient  as  promotive  of  the  public  wel- 
fare, to  direct  the  opening  of  the  Avenue  in  question,  accord- 
ing to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  and  offer  the  following 
Resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Sixth  Avenue  be  opened  from  Thirty- 
fourth  street  where  it  intersects  the  Bloomingdale  Road  to 
One  Hundred  and  Tweuty-ninth  street,  and  the  Coxmsel  ta 
the  Corporation  is  hereby  directed  to  take  the  necessary  legal 
XQieami:es  for  that  purpose.

REPORT : 

That  your  Committeee   caused   tlie   proposition  above 
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named  to  be  duly  advertised,  and  that  Mr.  Wynkoopi  the 
owner  in  fee  of  all  the  ground  required  for  the  fmprovement, 
and  Mr.  Nones,  lessee  of  one  house  and  lot  remonstrated 
against  the  rame. 

The  Committee  have  had  before  them  both  the  petitioners 
and  the  remonstrants,  and  attentively  heard  the  arguments 
made  use  of  for  and  against  the  proposed  opening. 

The  Market  about  being  erected  at  the  jimetion  of  North 
and  Second-street,  is  bounded  westerly  by  the  house  and  lot 
of  which  the  said  Mr.  Nones  is  lessee,  and  the  Petitioners 
state,  that  by  opening  Sheriff-street  in  a  direct  line  through 
from  North  to  Second-street,  greater  facilities  would  not  only 
be  afforded  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  section  of  the  city, 
whose  wants  will  lead  them  to  this  Market,  but  the  improve- 
ment would  be  attended  with  much  benefit  to  the  Market 
House,  by  increasing  the  ventilation  thereof. 

Mr.  Wynkoop  the  owner  of  the  ground  required,  objects 
to  the  proposition  on  the  grounds  that  he  has  leased  this 
property  for  a  short  term  of  years,  at  the  expiration  of  wh\ch 
he  expects  the  enhanced  value  of  the  same,  will  be  greater  « 
than  would  probably  be  awarded  by  the  Commissioners  for 
taking  the  same. 

Mr.  Nones  the  lessee  as  before  stated,  bases  his  objections 
on  the  supposition,  that  he  would  not  be  fully  remunerated 
for  the  interest  he  has  in  the  property  required  for  this  im- 
provement. But  your  Committee  firom  experience  are  fully 
satisfied,  that  Commissioners  appointed  to  assess  the  value 
of  property  taken  for  improvements,  in  all  cases  liberally 
oompensate  the  owners  and  parties  interested. 

The  Petitioners,  some  of  whom  are  owners,  and  others 
lessees  of  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  contemplated  im- 
provement, stated  to  the  Committee  that  they  are  willing, 
and  expect  to  be  assessed  their  proportion  of  the  expense  of 
carrying  the  same  into  effect. 

The  Committee  after  having  duly  considered  the  merits  of 
the  proposed  improv^ment|  are  fully  persuaded  that  if  the 
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same  be  carried  in  effect,  it  would  be  greatly  beneficial  to  that 
section  of  the  city,  and  as  the  property  required  to  be  taken

pectfully 

REPORT : 

They  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  lay  before  the  Bo&idany 
general  reasoning  or  arguments  in  favour  of  setting  apart  or 
lajring  out  Public  Squares  or  Places.  Their  existence  is  so 
universally  acknowledged,  as  eminently  conducive  to  the 
continuance  and  j)reservation  of  general  health,  and  it  has 
so  much  become  the  settled  policy  of  the  Common  Council, 
to  adopt  them  in  all  proper  situations,  that  the  only  points 
which  require  discussion  in  the  applications  to  lay  out  Pub- 
Uc  Places,  are  in  reference  to  their  proper  location  and  adap- 
tation, in  regard  to  size  and  figure,  with  the  beneficial  pur- 
poses intended. 

With  respect  to  the  application  now  under  consideration 
and  the  propriety  of  laying  out  a  PubUc  Place  as  applied  for 
by  the  Memorialists,  the  Committee  ask  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  following  facts.  Nearly  in  tlie  centre  of 
die  plain  of  Harlaem,  directly  on  the  line  of  the  6th 
Avenue,  and  between  120th  and  124th  streets,  arises  a  high 
and  bold  eminence,  elevated  about  seventy  feet  above  the 
adjacent  table  land,  crowned  with  various  kinds  of  forest 
trees,  many  of  them  of  great  antiquity,  and  possessing  alto- 
gether a  very  peculiar  and  distinctive  character. 

Excavations  which  have  been  made  at  the  bottom  of  this 
elevation,  shew  clearly,  that  under  the  soil  with  which  it  is 
covered,  the  internal  part  is  solid  rock,  so  that  any  attempt 
to  cut  down  the  hill  (consisting  of  several  acres)  to  the  level 
of  the  adjacent  plain,  and  thus  render  it  suitable  for  building 
lots,  would  be  attended  v(iih  an  immense  cost,  greater,  mucl^ 
greater  than  the  value  of  the  land,  could  possibly  justify — 
thus  cutting  it  off  from  improvement  in  the  usual  and  ordi- 
nary way. 

This  particular  fact,  so  forbidding  in  its  aspect,  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  land  by  the  conmion  mode,  still  however^ 
renders  it  peculiarly  applicable  for  the  purposes  proposed  by

The  Ferry  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  As- 
sistant Aldermen,  who  presented  a  Report  in  relation  to  the 
South  Ferry,  Docmnent  No.  58  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
and  which  was  adopted,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

ITiat  in  connexion  with  the  subject,  your  Committees  take 
leave  to  state,  that  a  part  of  the  first  Resolution  in  said  Re- 
port, enjoins  the  Comptroller  to  fix  an  equitable  rent  for  such 
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portion  of  Whitehall  Slip,  as  shall  be  occupied  by  said  Fenyi 
the  annual  value  of  which  has  been  estimated  by  him  as 
follows : — lor  the  first  year,  $2000 ;  for  the  second  y^ar, 
$2500 ;  for  the  third  year,  $3000,  and  for  the  fourth  and 
last  year  of  the  lease,  §3500.  The  Comptroller  has  made 
this  calculation  and  arrived  at  the  above  conclusion,  on  the 
supposition  that  this,  or  a  greater  sum  could  be  obtained  for 
the  Slip,  by  granting  an  exclusive  occupancy  of  it  to  Steam 
Boats  or  other  Vessels.  On  this  principle  your  Committee 
are  convinced  of  the  just  estimate  made  by  the  Comptroller, 
and  that  the  rent  is  reasonable  if  applied  to  such  exclusive 
purposes. 

Your  Committees  are,  however,  of  opinion  that  the  estima- 
ted value  of  said  Slip  should  be  nothing  more  than  its  fair 
proportion  to  that  paid  this  Corporation  by  the  Lessee  of 
public  Docks  and  Slips,  and  which  would  amoimt,  accor- 
ding to  the  best  infor^lation  your  Committees  can  obtain  to 
about  $1000. 

Ferries  are  considered  by  your  Committees  as  a  continua- 
tion of  public  highways,  connecting  one  place  with  another 
for  public  accommodation  and  convenience,  and  ought  not 
to  be  considered  as  exclusive  privileges  ;  they  are  establish- 
ed for  the  public  good,  and  every  facility  should  be  granted 
to  them  by  the  public  authorities,  witli  no  view  to  pecuniary 
gain  or  emolument. 

Your  Committee  have  had  part  of  the  Lessees  before  them 
on  the  subject  of  the  rent  of  AVhitehall  Slip,  who  state,  that 
they  are  about  establishing  the  Ferry  under  a  very  heavy 
rent,  having  to  pay  $4000  a  year  to  Lessees  of  Fulton  Ferry, 
7  per  cent,  on  disbursements  of  Corporation,  and  an  im- 
mense capital  to  be  expended  in  Boats,  Docks^  &c.  Your 
Committee  therefore  recommend,  that  $1000  be  the  annual 
rent  of  Whitehall  Slip,  and  oflfer  the  following  resolution:

REPORT  I 

The  Memorialists  set  forth,  that  the  Slip  on  the  South 
side  of  Stanton  street  has  become  a  nuisance  to  the  neighbor- 
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hood,  being  partially  filW  up  from  the  offfloofiriiigt  of  the 
fptreets,  so  as  to  be  dry  at  low  water,  for  about  one  hundred 
^t  out  from  the  present  Etqlkhead,  at  Mapgin  street 

The  representations  made  by  the  above  petitionersi  your 
Committee  find  to  be  true,  and  the  necessity  of  applying  a 
remedy  is  apparent. 

This  may  beeftcted  in  two  modes.  The  one  by  eiDcava- 
ting  and  removing  the  mud  now  on  the  bottom  of  the  Slip, 
^d  in  this  manner  procure  the  proper  depth  of  water  to  le- 
(^ve  Teaselsy  and  the  ottieti  by  building  ths  Bulkhead  aiicl  fill- 
ipg  up  the  intermediate  space,  as  applied  for  by  the  peti- 
tioners. 

With  respect  to  the  fint  mentioned  mode,  i|  is  to  be  ob- 
served, that  removing  the  mud  by  the  use  of  the  dredging 
boat,  is  very  costly,  it  being  necessary  to  use  powerful  ma- 
chinery for  that  purpose,  imd  probably  the  expense  of  otottk 
|ng  out  the  Slip,  would  amount  to  more  than  hali^  periuqit 
two-thirds  of  the  (x»t  of  building  a  naif  bulkhead ;  bendeSi 
the  position  of  the  present  bulkhead  is  not  out  to  the  perma* 
n^t  exterior  line,  according  to  the  plan  of  the  city,  being  on 
Mangin-btreet  two  hundred  feet  inside  the  line  of  Tompkins^ 
street,  which  last  mentioned  street  is  the  outer  line  of  the 
pity  in  that  section,  anc^  which  the  niemorialists  now  apply 
\p,  have  made. 

From  a  view  of  all  the  facts  an4  circumstances  copnacsle^ 
with  this  applicatioui  your  Committee  are  of  opinioUi  thai 
sound  policy,  and  a  proper  regarfl  for  the  public  in^ereil^ 
landers  it  expedient  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  thf  lAa^ 
mprialists  and  to  direct  the  building  of  th^  Bulkhead  on  tba 
permanent  line  of  Tpmpkins-8t|eet,  and  fil^g  up  tbfit  pov-t 
tipn  of  the  slip.

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council* 

I  enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  a  publication  made  on  Friday 
last,  calling  the  attention  of  Citizens  to  the  laws  prohibiting 
the  frequenting  of  Tipling  Houses  and  the  selling  or  dis- 
posing of  intoxicating  liquors  on  Sunday,  and  avowing  the 
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determination  of  the  Magistrates  to  enforce  the  laws  relating 
to  this  subject 

In  also  enclose  a  communication  received  this  morning 
from  .the  Coroner  relating  to  the  death  of  Doctor  William 
McCaffrey. 

You  are  aware  gentlemen  of  the  outrages  committed  on 
Sunday,  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings  of  last  week,  but 
when  you  last  met  it  was  not  known  that  death  had  in  any 
instance  resulted  from  these  disorders. 

Doctor  William  McCaffrey,  while  engaged  in  the  peaceful 
exercise  of  his  profession,  was  assaulted  and  beaten  in  the 
public  streets,  and  died  on  Friday  the  26th  inst.  of  wounds 
received  from  some  person  or  persons  unknown. 

Believing  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  municipal  authorities  to 
take  all  proper  measures  to  detect  and  punish  all  outrages 
on  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens,  I  submit  to  the  Com^ 
mon  Council  the  propriety  of  offering  a  reward  for  the  dis- 
covery of  this  atrocious  outrage. 

Whether  the  public  good  requires  that  extraordinary  mea- 
sures should  be  resorted  to  for  the  detection  of  those  who 
committed  the  various  other  acts  of  violence  alluded  to ;  or 
whether  it  is  expedient  to  authorise  the  Mayor  to  issue  a 
Proclamation  and  offer  a  reward  in  any  future  cases  which 
may  occur  of  interruptions  of  the  public  peace  ;  I  submit  for 
your  consideration.

My  Dear  Sir — Agreeably  to  your  request  I  transmit  a 
statement  of  the  principal  facts  connected  with  the  outrage 
'  committed  on  the  person  of  Dr.  William  McCaffrey,  which 
has  unfortunately  resulted  in  his  death. 
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The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  certificate  rendered 
to  me  by  Drs.  William  J.  Macniven,  Hugh  Sweeney,  and 
JDavid  L.  Rogers,  the  Physicians  who  made  the  post  mortem 
examination  of  the  deceased — "  As  the  result  of  this  exami- 
f<  nation  the  undersigned  are  of  opinion  that  the  late  Dr. 
"  McCaffrey  came  by  his  death  in  consequence  of  the 
"  wounds  of  his  head  and  chest." 

.  From  the  circumstances  detailed  in  the  evidence  taken 
before  me  it  appears,  that  on  Sunday  evening  the  21st 
instant,  the  deceased  left  the  house  of  Mr.  Charles  Macgun- 
nigal,  No.  Ill  Anthony-street,  between  8  and  9  o'clock,  to 
visit  a  patient  at  No.  108,  nearly  opposite — a  short  distance 
from  the  door  he  was  knocked  down  by  a  stone  or  brickbat, 
on  attempting  to  rise  he  was  furiously  assailed  and  beaten 
with  clubs.  The  deceased  stated  in  conversation  with  his 
brother,  that  he  was  attacked  by  a  number  of  persons,  none 
of  whom  could  he  identify,  and  that  he  was  entirely  igno- 
rant of  the  cause  of  the  assault.  He  died  about  10  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  Friday  the  26th  instant. 

The  verdict  of  the  jury  was — "  That  the  deceased  came 
'^  to  his  death  bv  reason  of  blows  inflicted  on  his  head  and 
"  chest  by  some  persons  unknown  to  the  jurors."

The  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Public  Lands  and 
Places,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  Petition  of  Peter 
Schermerhom,  and  Stephen  Whitney,  asking  permission  of 
the  Common  Coimcil  to  fill  up  the  Slip  on  the  southwesterly 
side  of  Rector-street,  and  to  build  a  Bulkhead  on  the  outer 
line  of  West-street,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

The  Petitioners  are  proprietors  of  water  grants,  at  and 
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adjoining  Rector-street,  but  which  water  grants  do  not  ex^ 
tend  out  as  far  as  the  estabUsheii  Hne  of  West-street. 

The  state  of  the  basin  at  that  place  is  such,  having  become 
filled  up  with  wash  from  the  streets,  as  to  be  exceedingly  of- 
fensive, and  particularly  so  at  low  tides,  so  that  no  reasona- 
ble doubt  can  exist  as  to  the  propriety  of  filling  it  up  and 
building  the  Bulkhead  on  the  line  of  West-street ;  the  only 
point  of  difficulty  is  upon  what  terms  the  additional  grants 
shall  issue  from  the  Corporation  to  these  proprietors  so  as  to 
perfect  out  tlicir  title  to  the  intermediate  land  lying  between 
their  present  grants  and  the  line  of  West-ctreet,  mid  in  order 
satisfactorily  to  adjust  this  question,  some  time  must  neces- 
sarily elapse.  Meanwhile  tlie  preservation  of  the  public 
health  calls  for  some  inunediate  action  to  abate  the  existing 
nuisance,  which  can  only  be  efiected  by  filling  up  with 
clean  earth  the  slip  in  question  ;  and  in  order  to  this  end  the 
Committee  would  propose  to  the  Board  the  expediency  of 
permitting  the  Petitioners  to  construct  the  necessary  Bulk- 
head and  to  fill  up  at  their  own  cost,  so  as  to  remedy  the  ex- 
isting evil,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  Cor- 
poration, leaving  the  question  of  the  terms  on  which  the 
water  grants  shall  hereafter  be  issued  for  future  settlement 
The  case  is  an  urgent  one,  demanding  immediate  attention, 
and  the  Committee  are  not  aware  that  any  evil  can  arise 
from  permitting  it  to  take  this  course.  The  following  Re- 
solution is  offered  : 

Resolved^  That  the  proprietors  of  the  water  grants  front- 
ing on  the  slip  next  immediately  adjoining  to  and  on  the 
southwesterly  side  of  Rector-street,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorised  at  their  own  cost  and  charge,  to  build  a  Bulk- 
head across  the  said  sUp,  on  the  westerly  line  of  West-street, 
and  to  fill  up  the  intermediate  space  with  good  and  whole- 
some earth  ;  the  said  work  to  be  commenced  forthwith, 
and  prosecuted  with  all  reasonable  speed. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  this  permission  shall  not  be 
construed  as  coiQmitting  in  any  manner  or  form  the  rights 
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of  the  Corporation  in  the  premises,  but  they  shall  remain  as 
fiilland  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  this  permission 
had  not  been  granted.

A  LAW 

Relating  to  Onagers  in  the  City  of  New-  Ycrk^ 

TITLE  I.  . 

Of  the  Appointment  of  Onagers  and  their  Duties. 

The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of 
New-York,  in  Common  Comicil  convened,  do  ordain  as 
follows  : — 

§  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Coim- 
t:il  competent  and  proper  persons  to  be  known 

as  and  called  Guagers  in  and  for  the  city  of  New- York, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
«aid  Common  Council. 
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ideasure  of  the  said-  Common  Council,  and  shall  be 
considered  amenable  to  all  the  proTisions  of  this  Law. 


TITLE  n. 

§  1.  The  Guagers  in  and  for  the  city  of  New- York, 
shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  for  their  services 
the  following  fees,  namely, — 

For  Guaging  and  Ullaging  Standing  Casks 

UUaging 

Guaging  Lying  Casks 

Guaging  Quarter  Casks 

fiarrels  or  Half  Barrels 

UUaging    do. 

§  2.  In  all  cases  the  fees  of  the  Guagers  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  shall  be  paid  the  one  half  by  the  buyer  and 
the  other  half  by  the  seller,  but  the  employer  shall  be 
liable  for  the  payment  thereof  in  the  first  instance. 


It  is  su^;ested  whether  it  will  not  be  proper  to  insert 
a  clause  requiring  the  several  Guagers  to  keep  an  ac- 
count of  all  their  fees,  and  that  an  equal  distribution  of 
the  same  be  made  once  a  month — this  will  operate  upon 
all  equally  and  prevent  a  monopoly  of  the  business  by 
two  or  three  Guagers,  as  is  said  to  be  the  case  now.

REPORT : 

Hat  your  Committee  consider  the  subject  as  a  very  im* 
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poitantone,  and  they  have  taken  pains  to  examine  thepiemf- 
sea,  and  collected  such  facts  in  relation  to  it,  as  they  deem  ne- 
cessary to  communicate  to  the  Board  for  their  informatioD 
and  upon  which  information,  they  can  act  accordingly  upon 
the  subject.  It  will  be  recollected,  that  in  the  year  1831|  the 
Corporation  purchased  the  Long  Island  farms,  containing 
about  230  acres,  at  an  expense  of  $27,000,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  locating  our  poor  children  upon  them,  many  o{ 
whom  at  that  time  were  afflicted  with  the  disease,  called  op- 
ihalmia ;  that  subsequently  three  large  buildings  have  been 
erected  to  accommodate  the  children ;  these  buildings,  with 
other  improvements,  have  cost  the  city  about  $18,000 ;  thai 
owing  to  an  increase  of  children,  our  predecessors  deemed  it 
right,  and  proper,  to  erect  those  additional  buildings,  (now  in 
question)  of  a  sufficient  size,  so  as  to  provide  not  only  for 
(their  and)  our  immediate  wants;  but  to  answer  the  objects 
intended  for  years  to  come,  and  which  from  their  capacity^ 
they  no  doubt  will 

Proposals  for  building  these  houses,  were  issued  by  the- 
former  Commissioners  of  the  Alms  House,  and  an  agreement 
or  contract  entered  into  by  them  on  the  part  of  the  Corpora- 
ration,  with  Messrs.  Topping  &  Wetmore,  to  erect  a  frame 
building  85  feet  front,  by  45  feet  deep,  with  a  rear  building 
100  hundred  feet  by  35  feet,  according  to  the  plan  and  speci- 
cifications,  annexed  to  the  agreement  The  said  Topping  & 
Wetmore  to  do  all  the  work  andto  find  all  the  material,  (save 
€0)^  except,  laying  the  foundation  wall,  and  providing  the 
stone  for  the  same,  which  the  Commissioners  agreed  to  dcv) 
for  the  sum  of  $8,900,  to  be  paid  by  the  Commissioners  in 
three  equal  payments ;  one  third  part  when  the  buildings 
are  framed ;  one  third  part  when  the  buildings  are  enclosedi 
and  the  residue  or  third  part^  when  the  buildings  shall  be  en* 
tirely  completed  according  to  contract.  The  said  Topping 
and  Wetmore  to  erect  and  finish  the  buildings  in  three 
months  after  the  foundation  is  built,  and  ready  for  the  frames^

The  Conumttee  on  Public  Lands  and  Places,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  annexed  Memorial  of  sundry  persons, 
proprietors  of  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  contemplated 
square,  at  Murray's  Hill,  asking  the  Comfhon  Council  to 
take  the  necessary  measures  for  laying  out  the  same,  re- 
spectfully 

REPORT : 

That  on  the  30th  of  April,  1833,  an  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  was  passed,  directing  the  appropriation 
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persons,  owners  of  land  comprised  vithin  the  above  men- 
tioned limits,  have  examined  the  line  of  graduation  as  deli- 
neated on  the  plan,  and  have  very  generally  expressed  them- 
selves as  being  satisfied  with  the  proposed  arrangements  for 
the  resrulations  tis  laid  down. 

In  two  instances  only  have  the  proprietors  expressed  any 
dissatisfaction  in  respect  to  the  proposed  changes  of  the  sur- 
&ce,  and  in  1)oth  tliose  cases  alterations  have  been  made  to 
meet  the  views  expressed  by  those  parties,  so  that  it  is  now 
understood  to  meet  with  entire  approbation. 

The  main  leading  feature  in  the  proposed  plan  as  exhibi- 
ted therein,  is  so  to  arrange  the  regulations  as  to  involve  the 
least  possible  change  of  the  surface,  consistent  with  provid- 
ing the  projx^r  means  of  drainage,  so  as  to  furnish  dry  and 
commodious  sites  for  building,  and  also  to  be  promotive  of 
the  general  health.  Your  (Jommittee  are  induced  to  believe 
that  in  respect  of  these  points,  the  plan  promises  all  reasona- 
ble assurance  of  success. 

It  is  here  proper  to  remark,  that  the  plan  also  proposes 
an  exterior  line  on  the  margin  of  the  Harlacm  River,  as  the 
line  to  which  it  will  be  proper  to  issue  the  water  grants,  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  be  applied  for  by  the  owners  of 
the  next  adjacent  upland. 

This  line  in  a  great  measure  follows  the  channel  of  the 
river,  and  in  this  manner  will  provide  for  a  proper  depth  of 
water  at  tlie  wharves  as  tliey  may  from  time  to  time  be 
erected. 

Advantage  has  also  been  taken  of  the  natural  make  of  the 
land,  to  direct  the  flow  of  a  considerable  part  of  the  water 
immediately  to  river,  while  on  the  southwestern  side  of  the 
plain  it  has  been  directed  towards  a  natural  depression  of 
the  land,  extending  from  the  east  to  the  west  side  of  the  isl- 
and, where  it  may  ultimately  be  conveyed  either  by  an  open 
passage  or  a  covered  sewer,  as  may  hereafter  be  foimd  ad- 
visable, and  either  of  these  modes  may  be  adopted  at  the

proper  time  without  in  the  smallest  degree  interfering  with . 
the  proposed  elevations  of  the  streets. 

Having  to  their  full  satisfaction  investigated  this  matter, 
the  Committee  are  of  opinion  the  proposed  plan  is  a  judicious 
one,  and  in  this  view  they  are  sustained  by  the  almost 
unanimous  expression  of  the  parties  concerned.  They 
therefore  offer  to  the  Board  the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  plan  presented  by  the  Street  Commis-

The  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Public  Lands  and  Pla- 
tes, to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  memorial  of  sundry 
persons,  owners  of  land,  in  the  vicinity  of  Union  Place,  ask- 
ing the  CTommon  Council  to  carry  into  immediate  effect,  the 
ordinance  for  enclosing  and  embellishing  the  said  place,  re- 
spectfully 

REPORT: 

That   shortly  after  the  above  mentioned  ordinance  was 
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passed,  plans  were  drawn  under  the  direction  of  the  Street 
Commissioner,  exhibiting  various  modes  of  construction  far 
a  granite  stone  coping,  witli  suitable  columns  >and  ornamen- 
tal iron  railing,  to  enclose  Union  Place,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the  Street  Com- 
missioner was  instructed  to  advertise  for  estimates  for  exe- 
cuting the  work. 

Owing  to  the  very  great  increased  demand  for  cut  stone 
work,  and  cspocially  for  the  better  and  more  durable  kinds 
of  granite,  but  two  offers  could  be  procured,  even  after 
much  pains  was  taken  to  procure  them,  and  both  these 
were>ery  far  above,  any  price  that  had  been  anticipated,  so 
much  so,  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  forming  any  con- 
tract, based  on  them,  inasmuch,  as  the  sum  which  had  been 
appropriated  by  the  Common  Council  to  defray  the  charges 
consequent  on  this  work,  viz  : — $15,000,  was  found  to  be 
wholly  insufficient,  and  this  had  been  produced  from  the 
very  sudden  and  unexpected  rise  in  the  article  of  cut 
granite. 

Attempts  have  been  made  a  second  time,  by  a  new  adver- 
tisment,  addressed  to  the  various  stone  dealers  in  New  York, 
and  elsewhere,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  offers  to  execute 
this  work  on  such  terms  as  would  come  within  the  amount 
of  the  appropriation. 

On  this  renewed  advertisement,  but  three  offers  have  been 
received,  and  these  are  without  any  diminution  of  the  prices 
as  stated  in  the  first  offerings. 

Hence,  although  the  sum  appropriated,  will  be  sufficient  to 
procure  the  stone  coping  and  gate  pillars,  yet  a  further  sum 
will  be  necessary  to  furnish  the  iron  railing,  and  to  defray 
the  charges  of  the  graduation  and  pavement,  of  those  parts 
of  Union  Place,  which  will  fall  on  the  public. 

The  Committee  regret  exceedingly,  the  delays  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  still  injust- 
ice to  themselves,  they  are  compelled  to  say,  they  have  an- 
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sen  from  a  very  unexpected  state  of  things,  and  which  has 
been  produced  by  causes  wholly  beyond  their  control. 

Under  these  embarassing  circumstances,  and  witli  an  en- 
tire conviction  of  the  indispensible  necessity  of  proceeding 
with  this  great  work,  so  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  that 
section  of  the  city,  the  Committee  find  it  necessary  to  ask  for 
a  further  appropriation  of  money,  that  they  may  be  enabled 
to  have  the  contracts  closed,  and  the  work  put  in  train  of 
execution,  and  with  this  view,  they  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution. 

Resolved  J  That  a  further  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars, 
be  appropriated  to  complete  the  necessary  expenditure  for 
granite  coping,  iron  railing,  and  otherwise  improving  Union 
Race.

REPORT : 

Thttlfaa  laM  ad  leiateaezprai^  to  that  part  of  the  city 
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which  lies  between  13th  street  and  23d  stie^  the  FiiH 
Avenue  and  the  East  River,  and  gives  power  to  the  Corpo- 
ration to  adopt  such  plan  as  they  may  deem  most  ezpedioH 
for  the  regulation  thereofl  It  also  authorises  them  to  desig- 
nate where  the  permanent  exterior  line  or  street  to  the  east- 
ward of  that  part  of  the  city  shall  be,  in  place  of  so  much  oC 
Tompkins-street  as  is  now  laid  oat  to  the  eastward  thaieof 
on  the  map  of  the  city. 

The  application  to  the  L^^lature  for  the  passage  of  this 
act  originated  in  certain  proceedings  which  took  phiee  htn- 
tofore  in  the  Common  Council  in  reference  to  the  permaneot 
regulation  of  that  part  of  the  city.  The  Committee  have 
deemed  it  advisable  to  give  tlie  following  statement  of  those 
proceedings  to  enable  the  present  members  of  the  Common 
Council  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  subject 

In  the  year  1832  a  Resolution  was  offered  in  the  Board  of 
Assistants  by  Mr.  Bmen,  then  the  Assistant  Alderman  firom 
the  15th  Ward,  requiring  the  Street  Commissioner  to  devne 
and  report  to  the  Common  Council  a  plan  for  the  perma- 
nent regulation  of  that  part  of  the  city  lying  between  I4th 
street  and  23d  street,  the  Third  Avenue  and  the  E!ast  River. 
This  Resolution  having  been  adopted,  the  then  StreetCom- 
missioner,  Judge  Wright,  presented  a  Report  on  the  12th 
November  1832,  accompanied  with  a  plan  or  map  of  that 
section  of  the  city,  and  containing  his  views  as  to  the  best 
mode  of  r^ulating  the  same ;  also  suggesting  the  adoption 
of  a  new  exterior  line  much  nearer  the  natural  shore  of  the 
river  than  Tompkins-street. 

This  Report  together  with  the  lithographic  copy  of  the 
map  referred  to  in  it,  will  be  found  as  Document  No.  SI, 
under  date  of  November  12th,  1832,  in  the  printed  doca- 
ments;  a  copy  of  it  is  also  annexed  hereto,  to  which  die 
Committee  beg  leave  to  refer  for  the  particulars  of  the  plan 
so  proposed. 

It  is  proper  here  to  state  that  the  Corporation  had  in  the 
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yiear  1825  issued  a  grant  for  the  land  under  water  laying  be- 
tween hi^  water  mark  and  the  proposed  line  of  Tompkin»- 
street  and  extending  from  14th  to  23d  street,  and  as  this 
water  grant  had  been  predicated  upon  the  old  plan  of  that 
part  of  the  city,  and  had  given  rights  to  the  grantees  and 
their  assigns,  extending  out  to  Tompkins-street,  and  there- 
ibre  inconsistent  with  the  new  plan  as  suggested  by  the 
Street  Commissioner,  it  became  necessary  in  adopting  such 
new  {dan,  to  guard  against  the  embarrassments  which 
might  otherwise  arise  from  the  terms  and  extent  of  such  ' 
grant  Accordingly  it  will  be  found  that  when  the  plan 
proposed  by  Judge  Wright  was  referred  to  the  Street  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  (having  been  previously 
adopted  in  the  Board  of  Assistants,)  that  Committee  after 
recommending  in  strong  terms  the  merits  of  the  said  plan^ 
offered  a  Resolution  that  the  same  should  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  whenever  the  parties  holding  the  water 
grants  between  15th  and  23d  streets  should  enter  into  such 
legal  covenants  in  relation  to  surrendering  their  said  grants 
bounded  by  Tompkins-street,  and  taking  out  new  ones 
bounded  by  the  new  line  proposed  to  be  adopted  as  the  ex- 
terior line  of  that  part  of  the  city,  and  making  provision  for 
an  exterior  street  therein,  as  should  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Common  Council,  and  should  deposit  the  same  in  the  Street 
Conmiissioner's  office.  The  said  Report  of  the  Street  Com- 
mittee will  be  found  among  the  printed  documents  as  No.  65, 
under  date  of  January  7th,  1833,  a  copy  of  it  is  also  hereunto 
annexed. 

On  the  8th  of  February,  1833,  the  said  Report  and  Reso- 
lution were  finally  adopted  by  the  Common  Council,  who 
thereby,  so  far  as  they  had  the  power,  ratified  and  approved 
of  the  plan  proposed  by  Judge  Wright,  and  assented  to  such 
measures  as  might  be  necessary  to  carry  it  into  efiect, 
whenever  the  parties  owning  or  interested  in  the  above  men- 
tioned water  grant  should  execute  the  necessary  covenants. 
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An  act  of  the  Legidatnie  was  however  leqniafts  U 
this  change  in  the  plan  of  the  city,  Tompkins-itreet 
aheady  by  law  the  exterior  line  or  street,  and  the  sewal 
streets  from  14th  to  23d  sdreet  inclusive,  being  extended 
thereto  on  the  map  or  plan  of  the  city.  This  act  however 
could  not  be  applied  for  until  the  proper  covenants  had  been 
prepared  and  executed  by  the  proper  parties  having  an  in* 
terest  in  the  water  grant  above  mentioned.  The  said  grant 
was  made  originally  to  Jolm  Flack  and  Nicholas  Gouvw-> 
neur,  but  had  become  the  property  of  Alexander  M.  Bruen, 
aubject  a  to  mortgage thcreonhcldby  Matthias  Bruen — a  draft 
of  the  covenants  to  be  executed  by  those  gentlemen  prior  to 
making  application  to  the  Legislature,  was  prepared  fay  the 
Counsel  and  submitted  to  the  Common  Council  for  their 
approval,  and  a  Resolution  was  passed  on  the  4th  of  Mudi 
last  approving  thereof  On  the  9th  of  April  last  another  Ba- 
solution  was  passed  directing  the  Counsel  to  prepare  a  La;w 
to  alter  the  said  exterior  line  in  conformity  with  the  above 
mentioned  plan,  and  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  in  the  usual 
mode  for  the  passage  thereof,  whenever  the  Messrs.  Bruen 
should  have  executed  the  said  covenant,  and  on  the  11th 
day  of  April  last  the  instrument  as  prepared  by  the  Counsel 
was  duly  executed  by  those  genXlemen. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  Beport  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner in  1832,  would  have  been  specifically  adhered  to  in 
the  aj^lication  to  the  Legislature,  if  another  Resolution  had 
not  been  passed  in  Common  Council  before  such  appUcati<m 
could  be  made.  On  the  13th  of  April  last,  Mr.  Bruen,  de- 
sirous that  the  Common  Council  should  not  be  tied  down  to 
that  precise  plan  in  regulating  that  portion  of  the  city,  in- 
troduced a  Resolution  directing  an  application  to  be  made  to 
the  Legislature  to  grant  authority  to  the  Common  Council  to 
arrange,  regulate  and  dter  in  such  manner  as  they  might 
thereafter  direct  the  map  of  the  city  between  Thirteenth-^treet 
And  Twenty-third  street,  the  First  Avenue  and  the  East 
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monalty,  bearii^  date  die  lltb  day  of  April,  1836,  and  ds- 
poBited  in  the  Street  Commiasioner'a  office.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Petition  of 
John  L  Morgan  and  others,  contesting  the  late  Charter  Elec*- 
tion  of  the  16th  Ward,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

That  they  have  made  a  fiill  and  thorough  investigation  of 
the  all^ations  in  the  said  Petition,  that  they  caused  notice  to 
be  given  to  the  petitioners  and  the  parties  interested,  that  a 
great  number  of  witnesses  in  iavor  of  and  against  the  peti- 
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8 wore  me.  I  also  swore  Prink,  supposing  him  to  be  an  lor 
spector  appointed  the  evening  before  at  the  joint  ballot|  the 
Assistant  Alderman  having  agreed  to  appoint  him  in  (he 
place  of  Mr.  Blatchford.  I  had  the  charter  box  in  the  cen- 
tre, Ireland  was  on  the  right,  behind  the  water  box,  Prink 
was  on  the  left,  behind  the  Mayor's  box.  1  received  all  the 
votes  while  Prink  was  there,  took  tlie  names  of  the  electors 
and  examined  them  when  necessary.  I  do  not  remember 
that  Prink  questioned  the  electors  at  all.  I  do  not  think  he 
did.  When  we  were  satisfied  a  vote  ought  to  go  in,  I  distri- 
buted the  tickets.  I  put  in  the  charter  tickets  myself,  Prink 
the  Mayor  tickets,  and  Ireland  the  water  tickets. 

By  JACOB  PRINK— I  was  called  upon  on  Saturday  pre- 
vious to  the  election  by  two  gentlemen  to  act  as  Inspector,  I 
declined  doing  it.  They  asked  me  to  go  to  Riley's,  and  I 
went.  They  urged  me  to  serve,  and  after  much  persuasion' 
I  consented  to  serve  as  Inspector.  I  thought  Mr.  Bruen  had 
power  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  that  therefore  I  was  legaHy 
appointed  by  them.  I  went  to  the  poll  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, the  boxes  were  brought  in  by  Ferris,  and  the  law  was 
taken  out  of  them.  After  a  few  minutes  the  person  present 
said  it  was  time  the  poll  was  open.  Mr.  Ireland  and  my- 
self undertook  to  officiate,  and  Ireland  administered  the  oath 
to  me  and  I  to  him.  After  a  few  minutes  Mason  came  in, 
before  we  took  any  tickets.  What  Mr.  Mason  has  stated  as 
to  opening  the  poll  is  correct.  I  remained  there  till  about 
1-4  past  10  o'clock.  I  was  assailed  by  some  man  now  pre- 
sent. 

At  Riley's  there  was  present,  Mr.  Bruen,  Glenthworth, 
Mason ;  about  10  or  15  were  present.  It  was  put  to  vote 
and  carried  there  that  I  should  be  Lispector.  So  far  as  I 
was  able  to  judge,  they  were  all  Whigs  present.  I  supposed 
that  these  persons  would  recommend  me  to  the  Alderman 
and  Assistant,  and  that  they  would  have  me  appointed.  John 
L.  Ireland  and  J.  B.  Lester  called  on  me  to  go  to  the  meet^ 
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ingi  Ireland  was  chosen  Assessor,  and  Lester  Collector.    I 
did  not  take  any  charter  tickets  while  I  acted." 

The  following  comprises  all  the  evidence  before  the  Com- 
mittee in  relation  to  this  part  of  the  subject. 

Tonr  Committee  in  closing  their  Report^  miite  in  exonera- 
ting the  Inspectors  from  any  charge  of  intentional  miscon- 
dnety  and  they  belieye  that  whatever  errors  they  may  have 
committed,  they  hove  throughout  acted  in  good  &ith. 

With  a  view  to  bring  this  matter  to  a  speedy  decision, 
yonr  Committee  recommend  that  this  Board  hear  the  peti- 
timiers  and  others  on  the  question  herewith  submitted,  and 
irar  that  pnrpose  offer  the  following  Resolution  : 

jBesWved,  That  this  Board  will  hear  the  petitioners  and 
others  interested  in  the  late  charter  election  of  the  15th 
Ward,  and  either  by  Counsel  or  otherwise,  on  Wednesday 
the  fifth  day  of  August,  at  6  o'clock,  ^.  M.  on  the  question 
before  this  Board,  whether  the  third  specification  contained 
in  the  saidpetitioni  if  proved,  is  sufficient  to  render  the  elec- 
tion Toid^

The  Finanoe  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  cAove 
Resolution  relative  to  furnishing  Indexes  for  the  Regis- 
ters Office f  presented  the  following  Report. 


The  Finance  Ck>mmitt^  to   whom  was  referred  the 
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annexed  Resolution  relative  to  furnishing  the  Registers  Of- 
fice with  Indexes  for  Conveyances, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT  : 

That  they  find  on  inquiry  that  it  has  been  the  practice  of 
the  incumbents  of  that  office,  to  furnish  at  their  own  pri- 
vate expense,  books  for  the  recording  of  Conveyances  and 
Mortgages,  and  also  cdl  the  stationary  for  the  use  of  said  of- 
fice. 

The  only  reason  for  this  that  your  Committee  are  aware 
of  is,  the  very  liberal  income  derived  from  the  office,  for  in 
strictness,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  every  book  and 
paper  placed  in  that  office,  belongs  to  the  public,  and  ou^to 
be  paid  for  by  the  public,  there  being  no  obligation  in^iOBed 
by  law  on  the  R^^ister  to  provide  them. 

The  only  duty  imposed  on  him  is,  to  do  certain  specific 
services,  for  which  he  receives  a  certain  specific  compensa- 
tion. 

It  will  at  once  be  perceived  that  the  fact  of  the  income  of 
tlie  office  being  very  large,  forms  no  reason  why  the  mcum- 
l^nt  should  be  subjected  to  expenses  not  imiK)sed  on  him  by 
law,  though  it  may  be  a  good  ground  for  Legislative  inter- 
ference, by  reducing  the  fees,  dividing  the  office,  making  a 
Register  of  Deeds,  and  also  a  Register  of  Mortgagees,  mak- 
ing it  a  salary  office,  or  by  any  other  mode  which  may  be 
deemed  more  advisable ;  tliis,  however,  is  a  matter  with 
which  your  Committee  have  little  to  do. 

The  present  incumbent  Mr.  Bunn,  expresses  his  entire 
willingness  to  take  upon  himself  all  the  expenses  which  hare 
been  borne  by  his  predecessors,  such  as  purchasing  Books 
for  recording  of  Conveyances,  Stationary,  (kc.  but  as  the 
Indexes  for  Conveyances  are  an  item  of  considerable  ex- 
pense, and  are  to  last  probably  from  one  to  two  hundred  years? 
he  is  unwilling  to  assume  the  expense,  as  but  a  small  portion 
of  them  can  come  into  use  during  his  term  of  office.  In  this 
your. Committee  fully  concur  with  Mr.  Bunn.    Indeed  they 
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cannot  refrain  from  expressing  an  opinion  of  the  impropriety 
of  permitting  books  in  which  deeds  and  mortgagee  are  re- 
corded to  be  provided  by  andat  the  expense  of  the  incumbent, 
forthe  reason  that  they  are  intended  to  last  for  centuries,  and 
therefore  ought  to  be  of  the  best  workmanship  and  the  best 
of  materials,  and  it  is  surely  not  the  interest  of  the  officer  to 
provide  such.  Your  Committee  however  know  not,  but  in 
point  of  fact,  they  have  done  so,  not  having  looked  into  the 
subject. 

As  the  immediate  procurement  of  these  Indexes  are  very 
important  to  the  interests  of  that  office,  your  Committee  do 
not  see  any  mode  preferable  to  that  of  referring  to  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  of  both  Boards  with  potoer,  as  proposed  in 
the  original  resolution.  They  therefore  recommend  its 
adoption.

The  Committee  on  Laws,  &c.  to  whom  was  referred  the 
amiexed  Petition  of  Job  Haskell,  Charles  Mahan,  Jedediah 
B.  Hull,  and  Francis  Esquirol,  praying  reUef  from  certain 
abuses  therein  specified,  relating  to  the  measuring  and  vend- 
ing of  Charcoal, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT  : 

• 

That  after  an  investigation  and  inquiry  into  the  subject, 
your  Committee  are  satisfied,  that  the  business  of  carting  and 
measuring  Charcoal  is  monopolized  by  a  few  of  the  measur* 
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ers,  to  the  manifest  oppression  and  injury  of  all  the  ran- 
due. 

This  monopoly  from  its  very  nature  leads  to  improper  and 
unjust  practices,  various  instances  of  which  have  ahready 
occurred,  as  your  Committee  are  credibly  informed  and  be- 
lieve. 

For  the  purpose  therefore  of  putting  an  end  to  these  un« 
just  and  in^roper  practices,  and  securing  as  far  forth  as  may 
be  practicable,  justice  to  the  public,  and  equality  among  the 
measurers,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  Ordinance. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Reg^ulating  the  Measuring  of  Charcoal  in  the  cUy  of 

New-  York. 

1st.  The  Common  Council  shall  appoint  a  Measurer  Gren- 
eral,  and  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  twenty-seven 
Measurers  of  Charcoal,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Common  Council. 

2nd.  If  any  dispute  shall  arise  between  the  purchaser  and 
seller,  or  between  either  of  them  and  the  measurer,  respect- 
ing the  measure  of  any  charcoal,  such  dispute  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Measurer  General,  whose  determination  shall 
be  final. 

3rd.  The  Measurer  General  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  superintend  the  measurers  appointed  under  this 
Ordinance,  and  to  allot  to  each,  as  equitable  a  portion  of  the 
measuring  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  admit ;  and  the  said 
measurers  are  required  to  follow  such  instructions  or  direc- 
tions, as  they  or  either  of  them,  may,  from  time  to  time  re- 
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ceive  from  the  Measurer  General,  in  relation  to  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them  by  law. 

4th.  The  fees  for  measuring  Charcoal  shall  be,  and  con- 
tinue at  the  preseut  rate  established  by  law,  namely,  one 
cent  a  bushel,  to  be  paid  one  half  by  the  buyer  and  one  half 
by  the  seller ;  but  shall  be  paid  by  the  employer  in  the  first 
instance,  and  shall  be  divided  equally  among  the  measurers, 
including  the  Measurer  General,  appointed  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

6th.  The  weighers  shall  account  to,  or  pay  over  to  the 
Measurer  General,  on  Saturday  of  each  week,  the  fees  re- 
ceived by  them  respectively ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Measurer  General  immediately  to  make  a  &ir  and  equal  ad- 
justment and  distribution  of  the  fees  so  received,  between 
himself  and  the  said  measurers. 

6th.  The  present  Measurers  of  Charcoal  shall  continue  to 
hold  and  exercise  their  offices,  until  the  appointments  are 
made  under  this  Ordinance,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
Common  Council. 

7th.  Any  person  attempting  to  exercise  the  duties  of  Mear 
surer  of  Charcoal,  without  being  duly  appointed  and  author- 
ized by  the  Common  Council,  and  having  taken  upon  him- 
self the  oath  of  office,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  offence, 
Fifty  Dollars.

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT  : 

That  your  Committee  regret  that  any  class  of  our  fellow  citi- 
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zens,  should  so  far  lose  sight  of  their  own  interest,  as  to  rise 
in  opposition  to  any  existing  law  of  the  land ;  but  your 
Committee  are  informed  and  beUeve  that  the  practice  of 
weighing  goods,, wares  and  merchandize,  by  unappointed 
and  unauthorised  perspns.does  exist,  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, and  that  therefore  sDnv  actton  -ircftUed  for  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  for  consideralioii 
the  foUowiiig. Ordwaiii», to- wit ;  ' ..\j  z^^ 

1st.  No  person  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Wei^moaster, 
by  weighing  any  article  for  any  private  person  or  persons, 
without  having  received  on  appointment  from  the  Common 
Council,  or  the  Governor  and  Senate  of  this  state,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  offence. 

2nd.  Every  person  making  a  return  ofarticles  weighed  by 
him,  who  is  not  a  legally  appointed  Weighmaster^*i|CcordiDg 
to  the  preceding  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  of* 
fence  the  sum  of  onehundred  dollars.  .

The  Committee  on  Laws,  &c.,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  amiexed  Resolution,  directing  them  to  enquire  and 
report  the  name  of  the  person  now  legally  entitled  to 
hold  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Upper  Police,  and  the  best 
course  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  any  other  from  interfere 
ing  in  the  duties  thereof. 

BEG  LEAVE  TO  REPO  RT : 

That  they  have  carehilly  examined  the  subjectMfer* 
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red  to  them  by  the  said  Resolution,  and  find  the  follow- 
ing &cts. 

Prior  to  the  year  1832,  there  was  but  one  Police 
office  in  this  city ;  nor  was  there  any  provision  by  law 
for  more  than  one.    The  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  re- 

l*'^<iW8)  duce  several  laws  relating  particularly  to  the  City  of 
New  York,  into  one  Act,"  passed  April  9th  1813,  recog- 
nized such  police  office  and  provided  for  the  appoint- 

Bmad  8.  ment  of  a  clerk  thereof.  The  first  section  of  Title 
1st,  Chafner  6th  of  the  1st  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
also  declared  that  there  should  be  appointed  a  Clerk 
of  the  Police  office  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

iwi  of  1882,  On  the  26th  of  March,  1832,  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
was  passed  making  it  lawful  for  the  Common  Council 
to  establish  an  office  as  a  branch  of  the  Police  office 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  in  any  part  of  the  city  north 
of  Grand  street,  and  declaring  that  the  same  when  es- 
established,  should  for  all  l^al  purposes  be  deemed  a 
Police  office  of  said  city. 

No  provision  was  made  by  the  last  mentioned  Act 
for  the  appintment  of  a  clerk  of  such  branch  on  addi- 
tional Police  office,  but  the  Common  Council  from  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  made  or  assumed  lo  make  such  an 
appointment,  when  such  additional  Police  office  was  es- 
tablished ;  and  on  the  27th  of  June,  1832,  a  Resolu- 
tion was  passed  to  appoint  Joshua  h.  Pell  such  Clerk. 

It  would  seem  that  the  validity  of  this  appointment 
as  one  creating  an  officer  known  to  the  law,  was  doubt- 
ed by  the  Common  Council ;  for  in  the  early  part  of  the 
next  session,  an  application  was  made  to  the  liCgislature 

iwt  of  1883,  for  the  passage  of  "  an  act  relative  to  the  [wwers  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  Po- 
lice and  Criminal  Courts  of  the  said  city,"  in  which  act 
as  applied  for  and  passed  by  the  Legislature  on  the  23d 
of  January,  1833,  there  is  a  section  authorizing  the

ter Commissioners  on  the  subject  of  locating  Sites  for 
Reservoirs^  and  referred  to  the  Street  Committee.

To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 

Netih  York. 

The  Water  Commissioners  beg  leave  respectfiilly  to  re- 
present, that  in  prosecuting  the  plan  for  supplying  the  city 
with  pare  and  wholeseme  water,  they  have  deemed  it  expe- 
dient to  locate  in  the  Twelfth  Ward  the  several  Reservoirs 
that  may  be  requisite  for  the  purpose. 

The  rapid  extension  of  the  city  limits,  and  the  prevailing 
wish,  as  manifested  by  the  applications  to  your  honorable 
body,  to  have  the  streets  and  avenues  in  the  Twelfth  Ward 
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thrown  open,  has  been  a  principal  inducement  with  the 
Commissioners  to  hasten  to  a  conclusion  on  the  subject  of 
locating  the  Reservoirs,  before  the  streets  and  avenues  nm- 
ning  through  the  land  proper  for  sites,  shall  be  opened  and 
declared  public  highways. 

In  making  the  necessary  examinations  (with  a  view  to  the 
aforesaid  object,)  of  the  several  pieces  oflaud  sufficiently  ele  • 
vated  to  preserve  a  height  of  water  from  100  to  120  feet 
above  tide,  the  Commissioners  have  deemed  it  a  fortu- 
nate circumstance,  that  property  belonging  to  the  Goipora- 
tion  has  been  found  possessing  all  the  necessary  requisites, 
both  as  to  situation  and  height  for  the  purpose. 

The  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use,  unless  by 
the  free  consent  of  the  owner,  is  at  all  times  unpleasant,  and 
when  it  can  be  avoided  without  injury  to  the  main  object,  as 
in  the  present  case,  the  Commissioners  think  it  ought  to  be 
done,  and  they  have  no  doubt  your  honorable  body  will  so 
decide.  The  project  too  of  supplying  this  city  with  pore 
and  wholesome  water,  being  one  in  which  every  citizen  and 
member  of  the  Corporation  is  deeply  interested,  not  only  in 
its  successful  termination  by  which  their  health  and  comfort 
may  be  promoted,  but  in  the  large  debt  which  must  neces- 
sarily accrue,  and  for  the  security  of  which  the  property  of 
the  whole  city  is  a  guarantee.  The  fee  of  most  of  the  land 
required  as  sites  for  reservoirs  being  vested  in  ihe  Corpora- 
tion, or  citizens  generally,  and  the  money  required  ta  com- 
plete the  project  of  supplying  the  city  with  water,  constitut- 
ing a  debt,  for  the  payment  of  which,  the  property  of  the 
Corporation  and  citizens  must  be  bound,  it  would  seem  to  be 
a  matter  of  course,  that  the  land  owned  by  the  Corporation, 
adapted  to  the  purpose,  should  be  applied  in  furtherance  of 
the  project  for  which  the  debt  must  be  created,  in  preference 
to  purchasing  property  of  the  same  description  from  private 
owners. 

The  sites  for  the  Reservoirs  alluded  to  above,  and  which 
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For  a  more  perticnlar  designation  of  the  several  sites,  the 
Commissioners  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  maps  accompanying 
this  communication,  the  nombere  on  whichy  correspond  with 
those  above  stated. 

The  land  belonging  to  the  Corporation  that  will  be  requi- 
red for  this  great  work,  is  now  in  the  use  and  occupation  of 
the  Almshouse  Department,  and  will  not  be  wanted  for  the 
erection  of  the  reservoirs  for  several  years,  or  perhaps  not 
before  the  Almshouse  shall  be  removed  to  some  other  loca- 
tion than  the  present.  It  is  nevertheless  very  important  Aat 
the  land  required  for  these  reservoirs,  should  be  placed  in  a 
condition  that  will  prevent  it  from  being  appropriated  to  oth* 
er  purposes;  and  in  order  to  effect  this  object,  the  Commis- 
sioners respectfully  request  that  the  Common  Council  will 
pass  an  ordinance,  reserving  so  much  of  the  land,  the  fee  of 
which  is  in  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  as  is  included  in  the  above  named  limits^ 
and  designated  on  the  accompanying  maps ;  and  also  grant- 
ing the  Water  Commissioners  authority  to  erect  on  the  said 
sites  the  necessary  reservoirs,  whenever  the  work  shall  have 
so  fiu:  progressed  as  to  require  their  use  and  occupation.

The  Ferry  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  petition 
fiom  the  Lessees  of  Pulton  Ferry  on  the  subject  of  making 
fcrflier  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers 
crossing  at  said  Ferry, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT  : 

That  the  accommodation  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gOB  at  Pulton  Ferry  has  long  been  a  source  of  general  com- 
plaint   The  intercourse  between  this  city  and  the  city  of 
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Brooklyn  has  increased  to  such  a  degree,  that  the  boats  now 
used  on  said  Ferry  are  insufficient,  and  not  adapted  for  the 
comfbrt  and  convenience  of  the  numerous  persons  who  are 
in  the  habit  of  crossing  there.  Your  Committee  have  had 
several  interviews  with  the  proprietors  of  said  Ferry,  who  are 
willing  and  desirous  of  adding  two  more  good  and  sufficient 
steamboats  at  said  Ferry  for  the  accommodation  of  passen- 
gers only,  provided  this  Corporation  will  furnish  the  neces- 
sary accommodation  at  Fulton  slip,  by  granting  to  them  the 
berth  now  occupied  by  Fulton  Steamboat  Company  on  the 
westerlysideof  pier  No.  21,  adjoining  the  present  Ferry. — 
This  arrangement  can  be  made  without  interfering  with  the 
rights  or  privileges  of  any  person. 

It  will  be  necessary  also  to  extend  the  northeasterly  pier  on 
the  Brooklyn  side,  about  forty  feet  into  the  river,  which  will 
give  sufficient  room  there  for  these  additional  boats.  The 
depth  of  water  including  the  mud  is  from  25  to  30  feet  to 
high  water  mark,  and  it  is  proposed  to  sink  a  block  20  by  30 
feet,  and  to  build  a  bridge  of  the  same  dimensions,  the  cost  of 
which  will  be  about  81400 :  this  is  an  expenditure  which 
the  Corporatiou  arc  bound  to  make  under  the  present  lease 
to  this  Company.  In  said  lease  it  is  also  provided  that  they 
furnish  by  a  certain  day  two  steamboats,  to  be  constantly 
employed  in  the  transportation  of  passengers,  &c.  and  a  sub- 
sequent provision  is  made  for  the  payment  by  appraisement 
of  such  boats  as  may  be  in  actual  use  on  said  Ferry  at  the 
expiration  of  the  term,  the  lessees  tliink  this  last  clause  rather 
ambiguous,  and  might  lead  to  litigation.  According  to  the 
lease  two  steamboats  only  are  mentioned,  consequently  the 
Corporation  might  object  to  the  appraisement  of  a  greater 
number,  although  actually  used  and  employed  on  the  ferry 
at  the  expiration  of  the  term.  To  avoid  any  difficulty  of 
this  nature,  your  Committee  recommend  that  these  two  ad- 
ditional boats  be  appraised  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
Fulton  Ferry  Lease.  We  therefore  offer  the  following  Re- 
90lutioiis: 
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Resolved^  That  thfe  Pulton  Ferry  Company  are  hereby 
authorised  to  furnish  two  good  and  substantial  steam  ferry 
boats,  adapted  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  only,  and 
to  be  kept  constantly  employed  for  that  purpose  ;  said  boats 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  Ferry  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  westerly  side  of  pier  No.  21  be  and  it 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Fulton  Ferry  Com- 
pany at  a  rent  of  $1500  a  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  northeasterly  pier  of  the  Fulton  Fer- 
ry Company  at  Brooklyn,  be  extended  forty  feet,  by  sinking 
a  block  20  feet  by  30,  and  building  a  bridge  of  the  same  di- 
mensions, and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  advertise  for 
proposals,  and  make  a  contract  for  the  completion  of  said 
vork.  that  $1400  be  and  it  is  hereby  appropriated  and  for 
that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  these  two  additional  boats  be  appraised 
in  the  same  manner  as  specified  in  the  Fulton  Ferry  Lease. 

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  of  the  Board  prepare  a  con- 
tract in  conformity  with  the  foregoing  Report  and  Resolu-

The  Joint  Committee  on  Markets 

BEG  LEAVE  TO  REPORT  : 

That  in  consequence  of  the  increasing  evil  of  unlicensed 
fantchers  selling  meat  at  shops  in  various  parts  of  the  city  in 
open  violation  of  the  law,  they  have  had  under  consideration 
the  subject  of  introducing  into  the  Markets  a  class  of  butch- 
oi  who  should  be  authorised  to  sell  meats  by  thcf  quarter  on 
terms  similar  to  those  granted  to  persons  bringing  meat  from 
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die  country.  As  the  evil  which  they  desire  to  remedy^  opn* 
cems  deeply  the  interests  of  the  licensed  butchers  vho  oe- 
cupy  stalls  in  the  markets,  they  have  had  several  confamoes 
with  a  committee  duly  appointed  at  a  general  meeting  of 
butchers  relative  to  this  subject 

The  sense  of  the  said  licensed  butchers  having  been  taken 
as  to  the  expediency  of  the  proposed  meaflniei  a  majority  of 
one  hundred  and  forty-eight  appeared  to  be  in  fitvor  of  it, 
and  their  executive  committee  have,  after  due  enquiry  as- 
certained and. informed  the  Maiket  Commitlnei . Ihgt  74 
butchers  of  the  proposed  class  might  under  good  and  whole- 
some ^trictions,  be  thus  permitted  and  be  distribated 
among  (he  various  markets  in  certain  proportions  which  they 
have  advised.  This  it  is  thought  would  include  all  those 
persons  now  keeping  shops  who  are  qualified  and  eligiblei , 
as  well  as  others  who  have  been  brought  up  to  the  business 
of  a  butcher  and  who  are  ^tesirous  of  following  it 

Your  Committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  this  mea- 
sure should  be  tried.  It  has  been  found  almost  impossible 
to  enforce  the  law  against  the  persons  selling  meat  at  shops, 
and  many  of  those  against  whom  judgment  have  been  ob- 
tained, have  been  discharged  from  the  penalty  by  the  Com* 
iiion  Council.  It  is  also  very  desirable  to  provide  some 
mode  in  which  young  men  who  have  served  regular  appren- 
ticeships to  their  business  and  can  follow  no  other,  and  who 
have  not  the  means  to  procure  stalls,  may  pursue  their  oc- 
cupation without  violating  the  law. 

The  plan  now  proposed  will  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee obviate  many  objections  which  have  been  made 
against  the  present  system  of  regulating  the  butchers  of  this 
city,  and  silence  the  complaints  of  those  who  have  hitherto 
been  necessarily  excluded  from  the  markets,  and  have  urged 
that  fact  in  justification  of  their  infringements  of  the  law. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  they  should  be 
authorised  to  grant  permits  to  such  persons  as  they  may 
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^iti  well  qualified  to  sell  meat  by  the  quarter  in  the  several 
"^kets,  assigning  to  each  one  his  proper  stand  ;  and  that 
^his  class  of  butchers  should  be  known  as  permit  butchers 
*o  distinguish  them  from  the  licence  butchers  who  occupy 
'Wis.    For  this  purpose  an  Ordinance  of  the  Common 
^'OUDcil  is  necessary,  inasmuch  as  the  Market  Committee, 
dithongh  they  have  the  entire  controul,  direction  and  regu- 
'ation  of  the  Markets  and  Market  Places^  have  no  power 
^0  alter  the  existing  law  with  respect  to  butchers,  which  ex- 
pressly prohibits  any  person  Irom  exercising  the  trade  of  a 
butcher  within  this  city  without  being  licenced  for  that  pur- 
pose.    They  have  therefore  caused  an  Ordinance  for  this 
purpose  to  be  prepared,  which  is  herewith  submitted,  and 
they  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Law  to  amend  the  Law  to  regulate 
Public  Markets,  a  draught  whereof  is  hereunto  annexed,  be 
f)assed.

A  LAW 


To  amend  the  Law  to  regvlcUe  Public  Markets, 


The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  Nev 
York  in  Common  Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Market  Committee  are  hereby  aulhorifi- 
ed  to  grant  permits  in  writing  to  such  and  so  many  persons 
as  they  may  think  properly  qualified,  to  sell  meat  by  the 
quarter  in  such  parts  of  the  several  markets  respectively  as 
they  may  designate  for  tliat  purpose  ;  and  to  recall  and  annnl 
such  permits  at  pleasure.  But  no  such  permit  shall  he 
granted  to  any  person  who  may  at  the  same  time  hold  a 
license  from  the  Mayor,  to  exercise  the  trade  or  business  ot 
a  butcher. 

§  2.  All  persons  havinc]^  r^coived  such  permits  shall  be 
known  and  desiirnated  its  pfrmlt  hatchers^  and  shall  be  au- 
thorised to  exercise  and  carry  on  the  trade  and  business  of  a 
huicher,  and  to  sell  moat  by  the  quarter  at  such  stands  or 
[ilacesas  may  l)o  assiiifned  to  thorn  for  that  purpose  respec- 
tively by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Market  Committee, 
but  not  elsowiierc.

The  Committee  on  Wharves,  &c.  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  James  P.  Allaire  and  others,  in  relation  to 
deepening  the  water  in  the  slip  between  Cherry  and  Water- 
street,  at  the  point  of  Corlear's  Hook, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT  : 

The  petitioners  state  that  this  slip  has  become  so  much 
filled  up  with  mud  and  dirt,  being  the  oflscourings  of  the 
adjacent  streets,  as  to  cause  vessels  lying  therein  to  take 
the  groi)Dd  even  before  low  water,  to  their  very  great  dan- 
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ger,  as  by  the  forward  part  of  the  vessel  resting  en  the . 
bottom  while  the  stem  is  afloat,  they  are  liable  to  serious  ac- 
cidents by  reason  of  uneqnal  pressure. 

The  Committee  have  made  personal  examination  into  this 
matter,  and  find  the  representations  made  by  the  petitioners 
to  be  entirely  correct  The  slip  in  question  is  the  property 
of  the  <<  Gardner  Estate,"  the  agents  for  which  (it  cann<lt  be 
doubted)  receive  sndi  compensatioii  for  the  use  of  their  pro- 
perty by  way  of  war&ge  as  the  laws  of  the  state  prescribe, 
and  this  is  paid  by  the  owners  of  vessels  Ijring  there.  Hence 
it  is  manifestly  their  duty  to  maintain  and  keep  up  fhe  pro- 
per and  requisite  depth  of  water  for  the  accommodation  of 
tlie  vessels,  from  the  owners  of  which  they  receive  pay,  and 
in  case  of  their  fiuling  to  do  so,  (as  in  the  present  case,)  the 
Committee  are  of  opinion  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  as  the  conservators  of  the  rights  of  all  classes  of 
the  citizens,  to  apply  the  necessary  corrective  as  pointed  out 
by  the  existing  laws,  so  that  the  owner  of  the  vessel  who 

pa3rs  to  the  proprietor  of  the  wharf  the  rates  of  wharfiige 

« 

which  may  be  demanded  from  him,  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  enabled  to  have  his  vessel  kept  with  such  reasonable  de- 
grc^e  of  safety  as  he  is  entitled  to  expect.  The  Committee 
beleive  this  to  be  a  case  requiring  immediate  attention,  and 
ofier  the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  prepare  and  present  the  necessary  Ordi- 
nance for  cleaning  the  mud  and  dirt  from  Gardner^s  sUpj 
(so  colled,)  lying  in  the  East  river,  between  Cherry  and 
Water-streets,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  assessed  on  the  own- 
ers of  the  water  grants  in  which  the  said  slip  lies.

That  agreeable  to  the  above  resolution  your  Committee 
have  held  several  conferences  with  the  applicants  fer  said 
Ferry,  and  now  submit  the  result  to  this  Board. 

The  applicants  are  Messrs.  John  Leveridge,  Philip  Har- 
mon and  David  Lyon,  who  propose  taking  a  Lease  of  the 
Ferry  from  the  foot  of  13th  street  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
to  North  Fifth-street  at  Williamsburgh,  on  the  following 
terms  and  conditions,  to  wit :  For  a  term  of  fourteen  yesas 
at  the  foltowiug  rents,  the  first  seven  years  at  a  rent  of  $100 
ayear,  and  for  the  last  seven  years  an  annual  rent  of  $400. 
They  agree  to  furnish  two  good  steam  ferry  boats  adqited

That  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  an  Ordinance  of  the 
Common  Council,  entitled  "  A  Law  to  instruct  the  Water 
"  Commissioners  to  proceed  in  the  work  of  suppl3ring  the 
"  city  of  New- York  with  water,  and  to  create  a  public  fiind 
"  or  stock,  to  be  called  "  the  Water  Stock  of  the  city  of 
"  New- York,"  for  the  expenses  of  said  work."  Passed  May 
7th,  1835.  He  advertised  for  proposals  to  be  received  at 
any  time  previous  to  the  25th  day  ol  May  (then  instant)  and 
not  to  be  opened  imtil  that  day,  for  the  loan  of  one  million 
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of  dollany  payable  in  BKmtfaly  inatalmenfs  of  twoity-five  pv 
cent  on  the  10th  days  of  June,  July,  August  and  September 
then  next  ensuing:  thestocktobe  issued  for  such  loan,  to 
bear  an  interest  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  commencing 
witfi  the  date  of  each  payment,  to  be  paid  up  to  the  1st  day 
of  November  next,  and  from  tfiat  date  quarter  yearly.  That 
sundry  proposals  at  various  rates  ^were  received  for  the 
whole  loan,  and  also  for  portions  of  the  same ;  the  odbn 
amounting  in  the  aggregate,  to  the  sum  of  $3,646,000.

The  Bank  for  Savings  in  the  city  of  New- York,  for  400,000 
And  George  Newbold,  for  400,000 

At  rates,  averaging  eleven  and  ninety  three  hundreths  per 
cent  premium,  or  one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  ninety 
three  cents  per  share  for  every  hundred  dollars  of  stock. 

The  Comptroller  further  reports  that  the  aforesaid  ptinci* 
pal  sum  together  with  the  premium  thereon,  amounting  to 
one  million,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  and  three 
himdred  dollars  (1,119,300,)  has  since  been  received  by  him, 
and  that  certificates  of  stock  have  been  issued  accordin^y  to 
the  amount  of  one  million  of  dollars. 

In  order  that  the  fimds  so  received  by  him  should  not  re- 
main idle  and  unemployed,  but  be  earning  sufficient  to  pre* 
serve  the  premium  whole,  as  a  provision  for  the  payment  of

The  Third  Section  of  Title  First,  of  tlie  Law  to  Regulate 
tlie  City  Watch,  requires  the  Captain  of  thu  Watch,  to  visit 
each  fixed  station  of  the  Watchmen  under  his  command  at 
least  once  every  night,  which  will  be  perceived  is  utterly  im- 
possible for  him  to  comply  with,  if  he  should  devote  the 
whole  night  for  that  purpose,  and  neglect  every  other  duty; 
another  evil  exists  iu  having  about  one  third  of  tlie  men 
placed  under  the  charge  of  one  of  the  Assistant  Captains, 
who  is  responsable  only  to  the  Captain  of  the  District,  and 
who  cannot  fi*om  the  nature  of  the  case,  maintain  that  order 
and  good  government  which  is  necessary  for  such  an  estab- 
lishment ;  the  paying  of  the  meu>  ig'^also  attended  with  con- 
siderable difficulty,  OS  it  must  be  performed  by  the  Captain, 
Ac,  alone,  is  responsable  for  the,  moneys  placed  in  his  hand 
for  that  purpose ;  this  duty  generally  occupies  the  greater 
part  of  the  night,  for  after  paying  the  men  at  the  Lower 
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House,  which  takes  some  two  or  three  hours,  he  must  repair 
tathe  Sub  Watch  House  to  pay  the  men  there,  which  neces- 
sarily takes  at  least  two  tours  of  duty,  on  account  of  one 
half  of  the  men  being  on  duty,  thus  the  Captain  for  the  night 
is  deprived  of  sleep  entirely ;  there  is  yet  another  difficulty 
existing,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  is  alone 
sufficient  for  making  another  Watch  District;  it  is  this,  if  a 
prisoner  be  arrested  in  any  part  of  the  Watch  District,  for 
instance,  at  the  New  Bull's  Head  on  the  Third  Avenue,  or  at 
the  foot  of  21st-street,  he  must  be  conveyed  by  the  person 
arresting  him,  to  the  main  Watch  House,  at  the  corner  of 
Prince  and  Wooster  streets,  which  will  occupy  at  least  one 
hour  and  a  half;  during  which  time,  the  post  from  which  the 
prisoner  was  taken,  remains  unprotected ;  from  the  above 
consideration,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  Resolution : 

Resolvedj  That  a  Fourth  Watch  District  be  established, 
comprising  all  that  part  of  the  City  described  in  the  Third 
Watch  District,  lying  North  of  Christopher  and  Eighth- 
street,  to  21st-street.

In  pazsaance  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Common  Council 
adopted  in  Febraary,  1835.  The  Society  for  the  promo- 
tion of  Knowledge  and  Industry,  b^  leave  to  make  the 
following  Semi-^nual  Report  of  "the  number  of  persons 
who  have  procured  employment  through  the  medium  of 
their  Intelligence  Office,  whether  native  or  emigrants,  and 
discriminating  between  such  as  have  been  employed  in  the 
city  and  those  sent  from  it,  and  as  nearly  as  they  can  to 
what  places  they  have  been  sent"    Previous,  however,  to 
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muring  these  letarns,  the  Society  would  reipectfiilly  oOer 
a  few  remarks  oa  the  nature  and  'Usefulness  of  their  said 
Office.    The  very  great  influx  of  foreigners  into  the  Uni- 
ted States,  by  fiur  the  larger  portion  of  whom  find  their 
way  to  this  city,  and  many  of  whom  have  but  little  meaoa 
of  support,  has  often  produced  great  inconveniences  to  the 
community,  and  caused  a  very  great  increase  of  expense. 
Strangers  arriving  among  us,  who  leave  their  own  coun- 
try on  account  of  the  density  of  its  population,  and  tfae 
difficulty  of  procuring  work,  resort  hither  prindpaliy  with 
the  view  of  obtaining  employment    It  may  be  safe  to  say 
that  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  of  such  persons  who  come  to 
this  city,  bring  with  them  little  else  than  a  scanty  supply 
of  clothing,  and  thus,  if  they  do  not  soon  procure  8(»Qe- 
thing  to  do,  they  are  in  the  way  of  temptation  to  erimet 
or  they  must  find  their  relief  in  our  poor  houses.    A  re- 
ference to  the  records  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Alms 
house  will  show  to  what  extent  this  latter  evil  has  existed- 
It  often  happens  that  they  are  met  on  board  of  the  vessels 
in  which  they  arrive,  by  persons  who  entice  them  to  tip- 
pling shops  and  other  disorderly  residences,  where  they 
soon  expend  what  little  means  they  have,  and  when  they  no 
longer  yield  profits  to  the  landlords,  they  are  turned  adrift  to 
procure  sustenance  in  whatever  manner  they  can  obtain  it 
The  Intelligence  Office  of  this  Society  was  opened  on  the 
20th  of  March,  1834,  and  has  been  in  active  employment 
and  increasing  operation  ever  since;   its  object  being  as 
much  as  possible  to  prevent  the  evils  above,  enumerated. 
The  statements  herewith  submitted  in  compliance  with 
the  resolution  of  the  Common  Council,  (through  whose  libe- 
ral aid  the  benefits  of  the  office  have  been  much  extended,) 
as  before  stated,  includes  but  a  period  of  six  months,  and  it  is 
believed  that  instead  of  any  prospective  falling  oflf,  there  is 
every  reason  from  past  experience  to  anticipate  the  numbers 
will  gradually  increase.

The  Street  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  amiexed 
papers,  being  a  petition  for,  and  a  remonstrance,  against  wi- 
dening and  otherwise  iminroving  Grove-street,  from  Bleecker- 
street^  and  Waverly  Place: 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

The  petitioners  state  in  their  application  on  this  subject, 
that,  a  strip  of  kind  £)rnied  by  the  junction  of  Chiistop&er 
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moDStrate  against  the  prayer  of  the  said  Petitioners  being 
granted,  for  the  following  reasons,  viz : 

Firstly.  Because  tliat  part  of  Grove-street,  proposed  to  be 
widened,  is  not,  and  cannot  be  considered  a  principal  and 
leading  part  of  the  street ;  and  is  at  present  of  sufficient 
width,  to  answer  fully  all  tlie  purposes  and  conTeniencief 
of  the  inhabitants  residing  in  it,  and  its  vicinity. 

Secondly.  Because  (Christopher-street  is  now,  and  aver 
will  be  the  principal  leading  Avenue  to  the  Hudson  River, 
£rom  all  the  principal  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Grove- 
etreet. 

Thirdly.  Because  the  present  contemplated  and  pre- 
tended improvoincnt,  has  l)een  got  up,  and  set  on  foot,  by  a 
few  individuals,  some  of  whom,  arc  only  desirous  of  improv- 
ing the  appearances  of  their  own  property,  at  the  expense  of 
others,  and  others,  again,  have  undertaken  it,  with  a  view 
to  speculation,  having  recently  made  considerable  purchases 
of  property  in  Grove-street  and  its  vicinity. 

Fourthly.  Because  the  owners  of  property  in  Grove  and 
Christopher-streets,  arc  still  laboring  under  the  burthen  of 
the  Assessments  for  opening,  widening,  paving  and  curbing 
Barrow  and  Fourth-street,  and  unable  to  sustain  the  imme- 
diate pressure  of  further  burdens,  several  of  them  having 
been  obliged  to  sell  out  a  portion  of  their  property,  to  specu- 
lators, at  a  reduced  price,  to  relieve  themselves,  from  the 
burdens  recently  imposed  upon  them,  by  the  former  Corpo- 
ration.

The  undersigned  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  Ninth 
Ward,  respectfully  represent — that  a  gore  or  strip  of  land 
situated  at  the  junction  of  Christopher  and  Grove  streets, 
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extending  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  on  each  of 
the  above  streets,  and  about  thirty-nine  feet  in  widtli  itt  dne 
end,  and  terminating  at  a  point  four  feet  in  width  at  the 
other,  as  more  paiticularly  designated  on  a  map  hereunto 
annexed,  has  been  for  a  considerable  time  so  occupied  as  to 
render  it  a  public  nuisance,  and  very  great  annoyance  to  the 
citizens  residing  in  its  immediate  vicinity.  The  buildings 
on  the  ground  referred  to  were  destroyed  by  fird  on  the 
morning  of  the  16th  instant,  and  although  containing  a 
superficial  surface  equal  only  to  about  a  lot  and  an  eighth, 
afforded,  previous  to  the  fire,  a  receptacle  (such  as  it  was) 
for  forty- one  families,  about  the  usual  number  that  were 
crowded  together  on  tlie  premises.  That  the  whole  ground 
was  occupied  with  one  continued  building,  without  yard  in 
front  or  rear,  or  intenrening  space  of  any  kind ;  with  privies 
and  pantries — cispools  andbcd-rooms — ^kitchensand  pot  holes 
— all  in  common  or  interchanging  use. 

And  that,  as  might  be  expected  from  such  accumulated 
filth,  sickness,  disease  and  death  has  not  only  been  visited 
upon  the  miserable  inmates  ot  the  loathsome  dwellings,  but 
the  surrounding  neighborhood  have  also  had  their  full  share 
of  sufferings. 

:  And  the  undersigned  would  further  represent,  that  during 
the  cholera,  no  section  of  the  ward  was  so  severely  afiiicted 
by  that  dreadful  scourge  as  the  place  above  referred  to;  and 
it  was  believed  to  be  at  the  time,  and  still  is,  mainly  attribu- 
table to  the  nuisance  complained  of;  and  further,  that  much 
of  the  local  sickness  and  distress  of  the  neighborhood  is 
derived  from  the  same  source,  as  by  reference  to  the  accom- 
panying statement  of  the  Resident  Physician  of  the  North- 
ern Dispensary  will  fully  and  satisfactorily  appear. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  respectfully  but  earnestly  re- 
quest your  honorable  body  to  adopt  such  immediate  mea- 
sures as  will  prevent  any  rebuilding  upon  the  premises,  and 
that  the  ground  be  thrown  open  for  the  health  and  benefit  of 
the  public.

up  Id,  and  including  42nd-street 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 
Tiiey  htfte  given  to  the  sulgect  embiaced  by  this  Recolu** 
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tioD,  that  careful  consideration  which  its  importance  de* 
manded,  and  have  arrived  at  the  same  conclusion  i!s  is  con- 
tained in  the  Report  made  by  the  Street  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Assistant  Aldermen,  viz.:  Ttiat  tlieyare  decidedly 
in  favor  ol  the  general  propositon,  as  contained  in  the  Reso- 
lution, yet  they  still  think  that  existing  circumstances  ren- 
der it  proper  to  make  some  exceptions  from  its  operations, 
and  these  relate  to  tlie  establishnient  at  Bellevue,  for  the 
poor.  The  lands  occupied  by  the  nmnajrcrs  of  the  House 
of  Refuge,  for  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  the  Square  between 
the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Avenues,  and  from  40lh  to  42nd  streets, 
originally  intended  for  a  public  Gemctcr\',  but  now  proposed 
to  be  occupied  as  the  site  for  the  distributing  ReservoiTi  by 
the  Water  Commissioners. 

The  reasons  for  the  exceptions  above-mentioned,  are  ob- 
vious, inasmuch  as  the  opening  of  the  Avenues  and  Streets, 
will  necessarily  prevent  the  possibility  of  their  being  used 
for  the  purposes  now  designed.  Besides  these  properties 
belonging  entirely  to  the  public,  the  Streets  and  Avenues 
passing  through  them,  can  be  opened  (if  required)  at  any 
time  free  of  expense.

It  will  be  perceived  by  the  foregoing  account,  that  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  New-York,  have  not  been  called  . 
upon  for  much  pecuniary  aid,  an  appropriation  of  fivetlioa* 
sand  dollars  granted  more  than  a  year  since,  to  be  paid  on 
the  erection  and  completion  of  a  stone  building  40  by  160 
feet  for  colored  children,  has  recently  l^een  paid  by  the  Comp- 
troller upon  certificates  ftirnished,  that  the  building  was 
finished. 

Your  Committee  are  fiirther  informed,  and  believe  that 
the  building  alluded  to,  has  cost,  including  the  stone  wall 
enclosing  it,  upwards  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  is 
now  about  to  be  occupied. 

The  number  of  children  now  upon  the  premises,  are  two 
hundred  and  seventy,  being  two  hundred  boys,  and  seventy 
girls.  Your  Committee  have  also  been  furnished  with  an  of- 
ficial statement  from  the  books  of  the  institution  of  the 
amount  of  expenditure  by  the  Society  for  the  reformation  of 
Juvenile  Delinquents  for  buildings,  workshops,  walls,  &c. 
&c.,upon  these  premises,  amounting  to  $81,761  90-100,  the 
details  of  whicb,it  has  been  considered  not  necessary  to  append. 

Your  Committee  attended  by  several  members  of  the 
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ding  this  land  from  the  operation  of  opening  the  steeett 
through  it:  And  although  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  ths 
time  is  not  vory  far  distant  when  it  will  be  expedient  to  re- 
move this  very  vahiable  institution  farther  from  the  com- 
pact part  of  the  city,  yet  they  still  think  the  public  good 
does  not,  at  this  time,  require  the  passage  of  the  Fifth  Ave* 
nue  and  24th  and  25th  streets  through  the  lands  occupied 
by  the  managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  De- 
linquents, and  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  concur  with  the  Board  of  As-

The  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Public  Lands  and 
FlaoeSy  to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  petition  of  a  large 
mmiber  of  the  proprietors  of  lands,  lying  between  13th  and 
Slst-streets,  praying  the  Common  Council,  to  pass  the  ne- 
cessary order  for  filling  up,  and  making  the  Tenth  Ave- 
nuei 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

The  subject  of  the  memorial,  has  been  before  the  Common 
Coandl  several  years  since,  and  an  Ordinance  was  passed 
by  tfiem,  directing  the  execution  of  this  work  in  the  year 
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1831,  bat  uriiich  it  was  then  found  inqxMnble  toezBOoie  ;*fa 
the  reason  that  some  of  the  water  grants,  were  not  then 
taken  oat:  and  there  were  no  persons  on  ^ifhom the  <lidi- 
nonce  coald  legally  be  served.  1^  difficulties  arising  ftom 
this  cause  have  since  been  removed :  by  the  issuing  of  the 
said  grants,  and  there  is  no  legol  impediment  \n  the  wajof 
performing  this  work.  The  memorialists  offer  in  the  opn^ 
ion  of  the  Committee,  very  powerful  reasons,  in  fitvor  of  their 
application ;  and  your  Committee  beg  leave.to  refer  to  tint 
paper,  which  is  hereunto  annexed,  for  the  further  infiinnar 
tion  on  this  subject  The  proprietors  of  the  water  granfi^ 
which  will  be  affected  by  this  operation  are  three  in  mim- 
ber,  viz. :  Messrs.  Campbell  P.  White,  John  Jacob  Astor  and 
Stephen  D.  Beekman,  all  the  other  grantees  of  water  loli^ 
both  above  and  below  this  short  section,  extending  from  ISA 
to  16th-streets,  have  already  filled  out  and  made  their  grsMls 
to  the  required  distance. 

The  propriety  of  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioneis  is 
apparent.  The  direct  communication  between  the  upper 
and  lower  sections  of  the  Tenth  Avenue,  is  interrupted  and 
broken  off,  and  the  connection  with  Weststreet  preventedi 
by  reason  of  the  chasm  created  on  the  shore  of  the  River,  in 
oonsequence  of  these  water  grants  being  filled  up^  and  the 
bulkhead  built  This  is  of  itself  a  serious  evil,  and  will  con- 
tinue  to  be  more  and  more  felt  as  the  population  increases^ 
which  is  very  japidly  taking  pla:^.  When  it  is  considered 
that  four  years  since,  the  then  Common  Council,  passed  an 
ordinance  directing  the  construction  of  the  work,  which  is 
the  subject  of  the  present  petition,  and  which  was  then  only 
prevented  by  reason  of  legal  impediments ;  the  Committee 
feel  themselves  constrained  to  report  in  its  fitvor,  and  ofSar 
the  following  Resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  public  convenience,  requires  the  filling 
up,  and  making  of  the  Tenth  Avenue,  firom  13th  to  16th> 
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streets,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  be 
done. 

Resdvedj  That  the  Street  Commissioner  cause  the  neces- 
sary legal  notices  to  be  served  on  Campbell  P.  White,  John 
J.  Astor,  and  Stephen  D.  Beekman,  being  the  proprietors  of 
the  water  grants  between  1 3th  and  16th  streets,  on  the  Hud- 
son River,  that  they  are  required  at  their  own  cost  and 
chaige  JO  build  the  necessary  bulkheads,  and  fill  up  the  in- 
tervening space,  so  as  to  make  and  complete  the  said  Tenth 
Avenue^  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the 
dateof  tliis  ordinance,  to  be  passed  for  that  purpose,  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  said  grants,  respec- 
tively.

to  have  the  necessary  bulkheads  built,  and  the  said  portions 

of  the  Tenth  Avenue  made  and  completed,  at  the  expense  of 

the  said  proprietors,  respectively,  the  cost  thereof  to  remain 

alien  on  the  said  water  grants,  imtil  discharged  in  due  course 

of  law.

That,  at  the  date  of  their  last  Report,  there  remained 
at  their  credit  in  the  Mechanic's  Bank,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  nine- 
ty-two cents. 

Pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed,  April 
13th,  1835,  the  reserved  sum  of  two  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  eight  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents,  was  on 
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the  29th  day  of  the  same  month,  paid  over  to  the  Trufl- 
tees  of  the  Public  School  Society,  for  the  School  at  the 
Long-Island  Farms,  leaving  the  fractional  balance  in  the 
Bank,  of  twenty-three  dollars  and  six  cents.

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The  CommissioneTS  would  farther  Report,  that  by  a  com- 
mimication  under  date  of  May  13, 1836,  from  Samuel  Aker- 
ly,  Esqr.,  the  President  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind ; 
said  Institution  declined  receiving  any  part  of  the  School 
iiicHie3r8 ;  deeming,  that  by  the  donations  by  the  Legislature 
and  tfaa  Ck>rporation,  the  Scholars  therein  educated,  could 
not  be  considered  as  taught  free  of  expense. 

And  therefore  no  Report  being  received  by  the  Comipis- 
sioners,  as  required  by  the  law,  distribution  was  not  made  by 
that  Institution. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  Schools  of  the  Manumis- 
sion Society,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  have 
been  placed  under  the  charge  of  the  Public  School  Society, 
which  measure  by  the  association  of  the  two  Boards,  and 
increase  of  the  powers  of  the  former  Society,  will  without 
doubt,  extend  their  sphere  of  usefulness,  and  increase  their 
advantage  to  the  colored  population. 

In  conclusion,  the  Ck)mmissioners  would  again  express

The  Street  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed 
petition  of  John  Constantine  and  others,  owners  of  the  Lot 
of  Ground  Na  9  Dey-street,  in  relation  to  a  Vault  some 
time  since  constructed  in  Dey-street,  and  is  partly  in  front  of 
flie  above-mentioned  Lot, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

The  petitioners  set  forth  in  their  menK)rial  that  in  the 
yaar  1837,  a  vault  was  built  in  Dey-street  in  front  of  Lot 
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No.  lly  and  partly  in  front  of  Lot  No.  9,  and  that  the  per* 
mission  to  construct  this  vault  was  obtained  trom  <he  Street 
Commissioner's  office,  by  the  owners  of  Lot  No.  11 ;  {itbo 
were  ut  the  same  time  in  possession  of  Lot  No.  9,  under  a 
lease  which  has  since  expired,)  on  a  representation  made  to 
that  office,  that  the  applicants  were  the  owners  of  both  Lots, 
and  on  examination  u^a  this  matter,  the  Committee  find  the 
above  statement  made  by  the  petitioners  to  be  fully  substan- 
tiated. 

As  it  has  always  been  the  custom  to  issue  permissions  to 

con^tnicf  vmlli  in  Aa  slieeto  to  the  ownen  of  tfie  Lots, 
before  which  they  were  to  be  built,  and  to  no  other  persona^ 

than  those  who  represent  themselves  as  proprietory,  it  is  quite 
manifest,  that  the  authority  to  construct  this  vault,  being 
partly  in  front  of  No.  9  Dey-street,  was  obtained  by  incorrect 
representations  made  on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  Lot  Na 
11,  in  stating  that  they  owned  the  Lot  No.  9,  when  in  fiujt 
they  were  only  lessees,  and  even  that,  but  for  a  very  s&ort 
period. 

The  evil  growing  out  of  this  transaction  is,  that  the 
owners  of  Lot  No.  11,  under  the  permission  thus  surrepti- 
tiously  obtained,  constructed  the  vault  not  only  in  front  ol 
the  whole  of  their  own  Lot,  but  also,  in  front  of  part  of  Lot 
No.  9,  and  making  the  only  entrance  thereto  from  the  front 
of  No.  11,  and  having  since  sold  their  Lot,  they  have  also 
sold  the  vault  with  it 

The  owners  of  Lot  No.  9,  being  now  desirous  of  building 
a  vault  in  front  of  their  own  Lot,  find  a  part  of  the  ground 
already  occupied,  and  in  this  manner,  being  prevented  from 
the  use  of  their  privileges,  they  apply  to  the  Conunon  Coun* 
cil  for  relief.  Of  the  justice  of  this  application,  there  can  be 
no  doubt,  and  the  Committee  are  fully  of  opinion  the  prayer 
of  tlieir  petition  should  be  granted,  and  otki  the  follow- 
ing:

A  LAW 


To  amend  the  Law,  entitled  ''  A  Law  to  regulate  the  sals 
of  Anthracite  or  Hard  Coal  in  the  city  of  New- York;" 
passed  March  8th,  1834,  and  the  Law,  amending  the  samei 
passed  February  11th,  1835. 

Section  FHrst.  llie  8th  and  9th  Sections  of  the  Law, 
entitled  a  Law  to  regulate  the  sale  of  Anthracite  or  Hard 
Coal  in  the  city  of  New- York,  shall  not  apply  when  the 
purchaser  shall  request  in  writing  at  the  time  of  the  pur- 
chase, and  before  the  delivery  thereof,  that  the  said  Coal 
purchased  by  him  shall  not  be  weighed  by  an  authorised 
weigher,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  8th  Section  of 
the  Law  hereby  amended. 

Section  Second.  The  14th  Section  of  the  Law,  to  amend 
the  Law,  to  regulate  the  sale  of  Anthracite  or  Hard  Coal 
in  the,  city  of  New- York,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting

in  the  second,  line,  after  the  words  ^'  Every  load  of  CocUj^ 

the  words  "  Weighed  by  him.^ 

The  Section  as  amended  will  read  thus : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  weigher  to  give  a  certificate

The  Street  Gommittec,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annex- 
ed petition  of  James  Hall  and  others  to  widen  Stone- 
street,  between  William  and  Broad  streets;  and  also  the 
petition  of  Robert  Ho^an  and  others  to  widen  Stone-street, 
between  Broad  and  Whitehall  streets,  together  with  remon- 
strances against  both  propositions, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT : 
That  with  a  view  to  arrive  at  a  full  and  impartial  inves- 
tigation of  this  subject,  your  Committee  have  had  several 
meetings  of  the  parties  concerned  before  them. 
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Your  Committee  wotild  here  remark,  that  the  apidicatioa 
to  widen  Stone-street  from  William  to  Broad  8treet8|  WM 
made  to  the  Common  Council  previous  to,  aqfl  without  anjr 
reference  to  the  petition  for  .widening  the  same  street  ba> 
tween  Broad-street  and  Whitehall-street. 

With  respeet  to  tiie  application  to  widen  that  portkm  of 
Stone-street  between  William  and  Broad  streets,  the  peti- 
tioners set  Ibrth — that  inasmuch  as  the  improvements  in 
Mill-street  will  induce  the  owners,  generally,  of  the  block 
between  said  stre^  and  Stone-street  to  erect  new  builtegB 
extending  from  one  street  to  the  other — the  present  is  a  ftr 
vorable  moment  on  this  account,  to  widen  Stone^treel,  the 
expense  of  which  will  be  much  less  than  at  any  fiitara 
^period. 

The  petitioners,  therefore,  apply  to  have  Stone-etreet 
widened,  by  cutting  off  from  the  fronts  of  the  lots  oa  tfao. 
northerly  side  of  the  same,  commencing  at  the  comer  of 
Stone-street  and  Mill- street,  at  a  breadth  ot  one  foot  idz 
inches,  and  running  thence  in  a  varying  line^to  a  point 
within  about  100  feet  of  Broad-street.  Tlie  j)etitioners  also 
propose  taking  otF  a  portion  of  tlic  front  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Stone-street,  commencing  at  a  breadth  of  10  feet  at 
the  corner  of  Broad  and  Stone  strcet,  and  running  to  a  point, 
distant  about  100  feet  from  said  corner. 

At  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  committee,  several  owners 
of  property  fronting  the  southerly  side  of  Stone  street,  re- 
monstrated against  the  proposed  widening,  and  Stated  as  a 
reason  for  so  doing,  that  the  projectors  of  said  widenii^

,  The  Committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred  the  an- 
nexed petition  for  widening  and  straightening  John-street 
from  Broadway  to  Pearl-street,  and  also  the  remonstrances 
which  have  been  presented  by  various  persons  against  car- 
rying into  effect  the  said  widening  on  the  lines  as  proposed 
bjf  the  Petitioners, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

They  have  given  to  this  matter  a  very  full  and  deUberate 
examination,  having  on  several  occasions  since  the  subject 
has  been  under  discussion  had  the  parties  interested  before 
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them,  and  have  as  they  believe,  become  fully  poaiened  of  all 

the  views  in  relation  thereto,  which  have  been  presented,  by 
those  whose  property  will  be  effected,  by  the  proposed  im- 
provement 

It  is  perfectly  well  known  to  every  member  of  the  Board, 
that  John-street  in  its  present  situation,  is  narrow,  crooked, 
and  not  at  all  in  its  dimensions,  adapted  to  its  locality  in  the 
heart  of  this  populous  and  rapidly  increasing  city  and  parti- 
cularly at  its  southern  extremity,  where  it  ends  in  Peaxl- 
street,  is  exce^vely  inconvenient,  both  from  its  want  of 
width,  and  the  very  steep  and  dangerous  declevityfrom 
Cliff  to  Pearl-streets,  and  the  Committee  are  quite  satisfied 
that  if  any  plan  could  be  devised,  by  which  these  very  seri- 
ous difficulties  can  be  removed,  a  very  material  point  would 
be  gained. 

From  a  comparison  of  all  the  representations  made  before 
the  Committee,  touching  this  matter,  they  are  fully  convinced 
that  a  large  majority  of  the  property  holders  on  the  street 
and  its  vicinity,  are  inTavor  of  the  general  measure,  of  hav- 
ing the  street  widened,  and  the  graduations  of  the  surface 
altered.  An  examination  of  the  remonstrances,  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  Board,  and  which  are  appended  to  this 
report,  will  conclusively  eslablish  this  point,  inasmuch  as  the 
objections  raised  are  mostly  against  some  particular  portions 
of  the  various  lines,  laid  down  on  the  map  of  the  street,  and 
at  the  same  time  recommendations  are  made  in  favor  of 
some  other  line,  more  suitable  to  the  views  of  the  parties. 

The  Committee  having  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  alteration  of  this  street  by  increasing  its  width,  and 
also  by  very  materially  rediicinir  its  surface,  from  Wil- 
liam-street, southerly,  would  in  all  probability  be  followed  by 
the  most  beneficial  consequences  to  the  value  of  the  proper- 
ty thereon,  have  directed  their  attention  to  the  different  lines, 
suggested  by  the  parties  concerned,  and  after  a  close  exami- 
nation of  all  their  bearings,  and  their  probable  results  as  to  the 
whole  line  of  the  street.    They  have  come  to  the  conclusion

of  recommending  to  the  Board  a  uniform  width  of  Forty 
five-feet  J  from  Broadway  to  Pearl-street,  and  approximating 
as  near  to  straight  lines  as  is  practicable,  lliesc  lines  are  dis- 
tinguished on  the  accompanying  map  by  Ixiing  drawn  in  red 
color,  and  they  present  tliem,  for  examination,  as  being  in 
their  estimation,  under  all  the  circumstances  the  most  de- 
sirable ;  and  most  likely  to  produce  permanent  advan- 
tage. 

The  Committee  here  feel  bound  to  state,  that  the  lines  of 
alteration  which  they  now  present  for  consideration  are  not 
in  all  respects  in  accordance  with  any  one  of  the  various 
plans,  which  have  been  suggested  by  the  different  parties 
concerned ;  but  still,  they  exhibit  the  conclusions  to  which 
the  conwnittee  have  come,  (as  a  measure  of  public  utility) 
after  having  heard  «//,  and  deliberately  weighed  all,  which 
has  been  brought  forward  by  those  concerned  in  tliis  very 
important  measure ;  and  they  are  the  more  strongly  impelled 
to  this  result  from  a  full  knowledge  that  the  position  in  which 
they  are  placed,  renders  it  most  imperatively  their  duty  to 
present  such  views  to  the  Board,  in  regard  to  this  great  mea- 
sures as  they  honestly  believe  will  produce  the  most  lasting 
and  permanent  advantage. 

With  respect  to  the  proposed  changes  of  the  graduations  of 
John-street,  and  such  parts  of  the  intersecting  streets  as  will 
be  affected  thereby.  There  appears  to  be  a  very  general  im- 
pression in  favor  of  making  such  convenient  slopes,  as  will 
facilitate  the  transportation  of  merchandise  at  all  times  ;  and 
although  the  alterations  of  surface  proposed  will  produce, 
material  depressions,  not  only  in  John-street  from  WiUiam  to 
near  Pearl-street,  but  also  in  Gold-street,  from  Fulton  to 
John-street,  and  thence  to  Platt-street,  and  in  Cliff-street 
from  Fulton  to  John-street — yet  it  is  fully  believed, 
the  very  desirable  results  anticipated  from  the  widen- 
ing of  Jo?ni-strcet  on  the  value  of  property  in  that 
street,  and  also  on  those  parts  of  Gold  and  Cliff-street, 
which  are  adjacent  thereto,  cannot  be  realised,  unless  tbo 
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gtadaatioitt  of  the  new  8iir&c60,  aie  so  amnged,  ie  to  bi  it 
all  tunes  easily  accessible,  experience  having  fiilly  diowi^ 
that  steep  assents  (on  the  &ce  of  the  street,)  are  not  coBaptA- 
He  with  the  transaction  of  heavy  mercantile  bnsinesBy  to  el- 
feet  which  is  the  chief  object  of  the  proposed  alterations»  and 
in  this  view  the  committee  believe  they  are  fully  sappovted, 
by  the  parties  concerned. 

It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  the  expense  of  carrying  into  ef- 
fect the  changes  growing  out  of  this  proposed  operalioD, 
will  be  very  large,  involving  in  the  fint  instanoe  the  outlay 
of  heavy  amounts  but  still  the  very  great  and  rapid  qipieci»- 
timis  of  property,  in  those  parts  of  the  city  which  hacf% 
heretofore,  undergone  these  operations,  and  the  suoeesifiil 
results  ^diich  have  accompanied  them,  are  very  cogent  and 
powerful  arguments,  in  their  &vor. 

Feeling  strongly  impressed  with  the  propriety  of  widen- 
ing and  altering  John-street,  the  committee  submit  to  the 
Board  the  following  Resolutions. 

Besohed^  That  John-street  be  widened,  straigfatebed,  and 
improved,  between  Broadway  and  Pearl-street,  according 
to  the  Red  lines  drawn  on  the  accompanying  map  so  as  to 
produce  a  uniform  width  of  Forty-Jive  feet  throughout  the 
same. 

Resolved^  That  the  graduations  of  the  surface  of  John- 
street  from  near  Pearl-street  to  William-street,  together  with 
Gold-street,  from  Fulton-street  to  Platt-street,  and  Ciiff-etreet 
from  Fulton-street  to  John-street  be  changed,  according  to 
the  black  lines  drawn  on  the  profiles  of  the  said  streetSi 
which  accompany  this  Report.

The  deficit  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars  and  sixty-one 
oentS|  which  was  paid  by  the  Corporation  to  his  cradiKns^ 
and  in  1891^  by  lefiisiiig  to  rMew  tba  lease,  benptetfi^  aole 
possessorsi  mtich  to  his  injury,-  as  he  was  exhibiting  the  City 
and  Lake  of  Genevai  with  a  fiur  prospect  of  remuneration. 

Mr.  Vanderljrn  asserts  that  he  actually  presented  at  gieal 
iwpppnsp  during  tbe  eleven  years  be  held  possespdopi  t|iB 
IbUowipg  pictures  i|n4  panoraau^s.  First.  The  City  -of 
V^iif^  SeooQd.'  The  Battle  at  the  gates  of  Paris.  TUrl 
The  F^ce  garden  of  Yersailles.  Fourth.  The  Qaflle  of  > 
IfOdL  Fifth.  The  Picture  of  the  Qattljs  of  Waterloo,  Sixth. 
The  Panorama  of  Ancient  Athens.  Seventh.  The  City  of 
Mexico.  Eighth  and  lost.  The  City  and  Lake  of  Geneva, 
which  were  exhibited  till  the  Corporation  ejected  him. 

Your  Committee  have  been  thus  minute  in  enumerating 
the  pictures  exhibited,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Yanderlyn,  to 
refute  a  charge  which  he  says  has  been  made  against  him, 
that  while  holding  a  lease  from  a  public  body,  he  did  not 
c^ter  for  the  public  taste,  and  therefore  lost  the  advantage 
he  should  have  inured. 

The  building  was  valued,  at  the  time  the  Corporation 
took  possession,  at  sixty-five  hundred  dollars,  the  balance  of 
tjhis  amount  over  the  sum  paid  by  the  Corporation  beiQg 
twenty-five  hundred  and  ninety-nine  39-100  dicdlars  is 
claimed  by  Mr,  Vanderlyn,  or,  some  portion  of  said  amount| 
together  with  a  renewal  of  the  lease. 

Your  Committee  are  satisfied  that  with  the  lermipation  of 
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the  hm^  wilb  it*  conditioiis,  oeaaed  all  l^al  claim  against 
t|io  Coqpantioa,  and  tba  &ct  that  Mr.  Yanderlyn  faekktha 
possession  at  a  nominal  rent  for  eleven  years,  being  two 
years  more  tbaii  the  time  f  pacified  in  his  lease,  together  with 
the  fact  that  thfi  building  not  being  adapted  to  the  use  of  the 
Corporation,  while  they  paid  the  creditors  of  Mr.  Yanderlyn 
thirty-nine  hundred  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  for  its  pos- 
session, weigh  strongly  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee 
against  any  claim  in  equity. 

If  this  was  about  to  be  the  incipient  step  on  the  part  of  the 
Corporation  in  this  affair,  there  could  be  no  doubt  as  to  the 
propriety  of  leaving  the  whole  matter  to  individual  enterprize. 
Yet  the  embarrassmant  experienced  by  Mr.  Yanderlyn  con- 
sequent upon  engaging  in  this  business,  the  less  tendency  of 
the  public  taste  then  than  now  for  panoramic  views,  the 
number  of  highly  creditable  pictures  presented  by  Mr.  Yan- 
derlyn without  remuneration,  the  enduring  principle  that 
where  there  is  doubt,  the  strong  should  ever  protect  the 
weak,  and  to  silence  forever  the  charges  of  the  friends  of  a 
native  and  highly  meritorious  artist,  that  the  Corporation  in 
the  plenitude  of  its  power  was  arrayed  against  him,  have  in- 
duced your  Committee  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  Resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Corporation  lease  to  Mr.  John  Yan- 
derlyn, at  a  nominal  rent  for  five  years  from  the  time  of  pos-

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT : 

The  before-mentioned  papers  consist  of  two  petitions,  both 
8^ed  by  a  large  number  of  persons,  the  one  praying  for 
the  opening  of  the  Seventh  Avenue  from  21st-street  to  the 
Bhamingdale  Roady  and  the  other,  that  the  opening  ot  the 


I 
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same  avenue  may  be  continued  to  One-hundred  and  7\mi»-  . 
ty-ninlhstreet,  Tlicse  propositions  have  been  duly  adver- 
tised by  the  Street  Commissioner,  in  conform!^  with  the 
ordinance  of  the  Common  Council ;  suid  remonstrances  have 
been  received  from  two  persons  only,  one  of  whom  statesy 
that  he  has  hired  about  eight  acres  of  ijpround  in  the  vici- 
nity of  54th-street,  and  running  from  the  Bloomingdale 
Road  to  near  the  Fifth  Avenue,  bein^  a  narrow  strip,  ez- 
tendin^r  irom  east  to  west ;  and  he  further  states,  that  the 
opening  of  the  Seventh  Avenue  across  the  land,  will^  in 
the  first  place,  divide  his  ground  into  lots  unhandy  for  cul- 
tivation ;  and  secondly,  by  opening  a  road  near  hisdwelliog, 
it  will  expose  him  to  the  inspection  and  intrusion  of  persons 
travelling  the  Avenue — both  of  which  the  petitioner  seems 
desirous  of  avoiding*,  not  wishing  to  be  subjected  to  the 
animadversion  of  passengers. 

Your  Committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  attempt  a 
serious  refutation  of  these  objections. 

The  other  remonstrance  is  presented  by  a  gentleman  in 
his  capacity  as  executor  to  a  considerable  landed  estate, 
which  owns  the  land  throiiffh  which  the  Seventh  Avenue 
passes,  from  21st-street  to  about  2Sth-street ;  and  it  is  under- 
stood, that  by  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  former  owner  of 
the  property,  now  deceased,  the  executors  are  prohibited 
from  disposing  of  this  portion  of  the  testator's  estate  until  the 
year  1840. 

No  other  objections  having  been  received,  it  is  reasonable 
to  conclude,  that  the  owners  of  all  the  laud  through  which 
tlie  Seventh  Avenue  will  pass,  from  28lh-street  to  129th. 
street,  with  the  exception  of  the  tenant  iirst  above  mention- 
ed, are  in  favor  of  llie  opening. 

With  regard  to  the  2:eueral  policy  to  bo  pursued,  in  re- 
spect to  these  applications  for  o|x»uiug  the  groat  thoroughfares 
leading  out  from  the  city,  the  coniniiltee  deem  it  wholly  use- 
less and  unnecessary  to  offer  any  argument ;  the  repeated, 
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votes  ill  the  Common  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  pub- 
lic opinion,  have  very  fully  set  forth  the  views  of  the  public 
authorities  in  relation  thereto,  and  the  prudence  of  this  line 
of  conduct  is  daily  becoming  more  and  more  apparent. 

The  Committee,  however,  ])eg  leave  to  offer  one  remark 
in  relation  to  the  ground  of  the  objection  made  by  the  exe- 
cutor to  the  estate  before-mentioned,  which,  though  it  is  not 
directly  expressed    in  the  remonstiance,  yet  is  understood 
and  no  doubt  properly  so,  as  being  the  true  ground — and 
that  is,  that  by  the' terms  of  the  testator's  will,  the  executors 
are  prohibited  from  selHng,  or  in  any  manner  interfering 
with  this  portion  of  the  estate  until  the  year  1840.     The 
Committee  are  fully  impressed  with  the  deep  sagacity  and 
foresight  which  induced  such  provisions  as  to  the  disposi- 
tion of  this  land ;  but  their  situation,  as  conservators  of  the 
rights  of  the  public,  imposes  other  duties  on  them,  which 
are  necessarily  paramount  in  their  obligations,   and  which 
will  not  permit  this  land  to  remain  in  its  present  situation. 

Its  position  is  such,  that  unless  the  avenue  is  opened 
across  it,  the  communication  between  the  outer  and  inner 
parts  of  the  city  in  this  direction,  will  be  cut  off  and  inter- 
nipted  ;  and  if  this  remain   so  for  five  years,  which  must 
elapse  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  above-mentioned,  a 
great  many  thousand  persons  will  be  put  to  very  serious  in- 
convenience, in  being  compelled  to  travel  a  much  greater 
distance  than  would  be  necessary  if  this  portion  of  the  ave- 
nue were  opened.     Now,  however  desirable  it  may  be  for 
the  parties  immediately  concerned  in  this  estate  that  it  should 
remain  as  it  now  is  for  some  years  to  come,,  yet  this  conve- 
nience to  them  would  be  furnished  at  an  immense  sacrifice 
to  a  great  number  of  other  persons,  who  are  the  owners  of 
land  on  the  same  avenue,  both  above  and  below  them,  and 
whose  direct  access  to  tlicir  own  land  would  be  cut  off  un- 
less the  avenue  be  o[)ened   tlirongh  this  land,  as  well  as 
through  the  land  of  all  the  other  proprietors.

The  propriety  of  enclosing*  grounds  in  the  different  part 
of  the  City  is  admitted  by  all  as  tendinj^  very  mucli  to  promot 
the  beauty  and  health  of  the  city.  This  portion  of  the  cit 
has  nothing  of  the  kind  nearer  than  Washington  Squar 
and  though  the  spot  when  enclosed  will  be  small,  yet  yot 
Committee  believe  it  to  be  proper  and  desirable  that  it  shoul 
be  thus  enclosed. 

Your  Committee,  have  prepared  a  diagram  showing  th 
proposed  enclosure,"  the  size  of  which  will  be  130  feet,  o 
two  sides,  and  about  180  feet  on  the  third  side.  This  wi 
be  about  one  third  larger  than  Duane-streot  Park,  the  encloj 
ing  of  which  has  been  approved  of,  and  your  Committc 
are  satisfied,  that  this  piece  of  land  when  enclosed,  will  t 
equally  acceptable  to  the  public.

The  Water  Commissioners,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
present, That  in  running  and  designating  the  Water  line  of 
the  Croton  Reservoir,  they  have  ascertained  that  a  portion  of 
the  Croton  turnpike,  and  also  some  parts  of  the  public  high-^ 
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way  will  be  overflowed,  and  thus  rendered  useless  to  the 
Turnpike  Company  and  the  public. 

The  Commissioners  arc  auttiorised  by  the  act  under  whidi 
they  hold  their  appointment,  to  obtain  possession  either  by 
purchase,  or  by  paying  the  assessed  damages  sustained  by 
the  owners  of  so  much  property,  whether  of  land  or  water, 
as  n^ay  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  city 
with  pure  and  Wholesome  water ;  but  there  fs  no  authority 
granted  them  to  alter  the  line  of  any  road,  or  substitute 
other  roads  in  the  stead  of  such  as  may  be  injured  or  destroy- 
ed ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  overflowing  of  the  said  tumpikH 
and  public  highway,  before  other  roads  are  laid  out  and  coa 
'  structcd,in  their  stead,  will  be  attended  with  much  public  in- 
convenience and  injury,  the  Commissioners  are  of  the  opitftc^ 
that]  an  act  of  the  Legislature  should  be  obtained,  cOnfexing 
such  authority  as  will  remedy  the  evil. 

In  order  that  the  opinion  of  the  Turnpike  Company,  might 
be  elicited  on  this  subject,  the  Commissioners  have  had,  on 
the  spot,  a  friendly  interview  with  a  portion  of  the  Directors 
of  said  Company,  and  have  pointed  out  to  them  the  injury 
that^will  be  sustained,  and  tlic  method  by  which  it  may  be 
remedied,  and  have  obtained  from  them  their  views  on  the 
subject,  and  their  v;2rbal  promise  to  join  in  an  ajiplication  to 
the  liegislature  for  the  passapre  of  the  necessary  act.

aqueduct,  and  to  authorise  the  Water  Commissioners  to  agre< 
with  the  owners  of  the  land  required  for  such  alterations,  a 
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to  the  damage  sustained,  and  in  the  event  of  a  disagreement 
to  have  the  damage  assessed,  in  like  manner  as  is  provided 
by  the  13th  and  14th  sections  of  the  act  to  provide  for  supply- 
ing the  city  of  New  York,  with  pure  and  wholesome  water^

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This  is,  in  the  opiniou  of  your  Committee,  a  serious  en- 
croachment on  the  rights  and  interests  of  regular  Cartmen 
who  are  compelled  to  take  out  license  and  also  to  devote 
their  time  and  labor  exclusively  to  this  branch  of  business.

butchers'  meat  in  shops,  not  within  the  limits  of  the  Public 
Alarkcts,  the  practice  is  still  continued,  in  violation  of  the 
lav  which  prohibits  the  same  ;  and  they  fear,  that  although 
))rovision  has  lately  been  made  for  admitting  into  the  Mar- 
kets a  class  of  Butchers  to  be  known  as  permit  Butchers, 
which  it  is  hoped  may  tend  to  diminish  the  number  of 
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shops  opened  illegally  in  the  streets,  some  further  measuieff 
are  necessary  to  enable  the  Attorney  of  the  Corporation  ta 
enforce  the  law  against  those  persons  who  may  still  con- 
tinue to  keep  such  shops  within  the  prohibited  part  of  the 
City. 

The  difficulty  in  bringingf  those  persons  to  punishment, 
arises  chiefly  from  the  want  of  any  evidence  against  them, 
and  often  from  the  insufficiency  of  such  testimony  as  is  of- 
fered at  the  trials  of  suits  actually  brouglit. 

It  is  true,  that  the  Street  Inspectors  are  bound  as  part 
of  their  general  duty  to  furnish  the  Attorney  with  infor- 
mation of  all  violations  of  the  Ordinance  which  prohibits 
the  selli!ig  of  fresh  moat  out  of  the  Markets,  and  n,any  con- 
victions have  already  takefi  place  tliroiiirli  the  means  of  some 
of  those  Officers ;  but.  the  mere  jriviiis:  information  of  the 
existence  of  such  a  shoj),  is  not  providiuic  the  necessary  tes- 
timony to  obtain  judgment  airainst  Hie  oflendcr,  and  it  must 
be  evident  tliat  witli  the  various  other  duties  specially  as- 
signed to  the  Street  Inspectors,  they  cannot  devote  the  time 
necessary  lo  procure  an  efl!cctual  suppression  of  the  evil  in 
question.  At  all  ovonls  the  fact  is  inaiiifj\st,  lliat  throus^h 
their  agency  alone,  this  business  cannot  bo  })n>k(.Mi  up,  and 
the  Coniniittec  feel  perloctly  sati^>liod.  that  a  due  administra- 
tion of  the  law  intended  for  this  purpose,  cannot  be  expected, 
unless  a  proper  officer  shall  be  appointed  whose  sjwcial  duty 
it  shall  bo  to  obtain  adequate  j^roof  of  every  trans<rression, 
and  to  furnish  the  same  to  the  Attorney.  The  (.'onnnittee 
are  aware,  that  objections  exist  airainst  the  creation  of  new 
Offices,  but  tficy  conceive  the  duty  which  rests  upon  the 
Common  (Council,  of  using  every  etibrt  to  stop  this  abuse  of 
their  authority,  to  bo  paramount  to  such  considerations;  and 
that  it  is  duo  to  the  reirnlar  Hiitchers  who  have  obtained 
licences,  and  who  pay  for  stalls  in  the  Market,  to  leave  no 
means  untried  to  etlect  this  ol)j(?ct.  Tluy  also  are  of  opinion, 
that  tlie  whole  time  and  services  of  one  man  will  be  recpiirod 
to  fulfil  this  dntv.  luilil  the  evil  shall  have  been  abated,  and 
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that  (he  amount  of  salary  to  be  paid  to  a  competent  person 
for  this  porpode  could  not  be  better  expended  in  the  public 
service. 

With  these  views,  the  Committee  have  deemed  it  their 
duty  to  recommend  to  the  Common  Council,  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Officer  to  be  known  as  the  Inspector  of  Butchers, 
whose  special  employment  shall  be  to  aid  the  Attorney  of 
the  Corporation  in  prosecuting  to  conviction,  every  person 
who  shall  violate  the  above  mentioned  Ordinance.     The 
appointiqent  of  such  an  Officer,  will  not  render  it  less  the 
duty  of  tlie  Street  Inspectors  to  do  whatever  may  be  within 
tfieir  power  towards  effecting  this  object,  and  the  Commit- 
tee are  not  without  hopes,  that  by  the  additional  exertions 
^ch  can  thus  be  made  to  obtain  the  necessary  evidence  in 
sach  cases,  the  law  may  be  enforced  with  effect. 

•As  an  Ordinance  would  be  necessary  for  the  appointment 
rf  such  Officer,  and  to  define  his  duties,  the  Committee  have 
^^XiseA  one  to  be  prepared  and  herewith  submit  the  same, 
^  they  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  thereof.

The  Committee  on  Assessments,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  Assessment  for  building  a  Sewer  in  Nineteenth-street 
from  the  Second  Avenue  to  the  Bloomingdale  Road,  to- 
gether with  the  objections  which  have  been  received  against 
the  confirmation  thereof, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT : 

That  the  objections  to  the  said  Assessment,  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Administrators  of  the  Estate  of  Cornelius 
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T.  Williams,  deceased,  and  from  Franklin  S.  Kinnej,  Esq^ 
'respectively.  The  ground  of  objection  taken  by  the  former, 
is,  that  the  Assessment  has  not  been  sufficiently  eztended, 
and  that  certain  Lots  which  have  been  assessed  should  haw 
been  exempted.  The  Committee  have  had  the  olqectiiig 
parties  before  them,  and  have  heard  their  statementBi  and 
they  consider  that  the  objections  made  by  the  Administra- 
tors of  Mr.  Williams,  have  been  fully  answered  by  the  ex- 
planation of  the  Street  Commissioner,  that  the  Sewer  in 
question  is  not  intended  to  receive  surface  water,  but  to  keef 
the  cellars  dry  of  the  houses  to  be  built  on  the  adjacent 
lots. 

Mr.  Kinney  opposes  the  confirmation  of  the  Assessment, 
on  the  ground  that  he  is  the  Lessee  of  some  of  the  lots  as- 
sessed, and  that  the  whole  amount  to  bo  paid  for  those  krts 
has  been  assessed  against  him;  whereas,  he  contends  that 
the  benefit  accruing  to  the  property  from  this  Sewer,  is  of  a 
permanent  nature,  and  that  the  AsscssuK^nt  should  there- 
fore have  been  apportioned  between  him  and  the  land- 
lord. 

It  is  true  that  the  Sc\v(?r  iT.ay  bo  considered  in  some  mea- 
sure, as  a  substantial  and  permanent  adviintagc  to  the  pro- 
perty, but  Mr.  Kinney,  as  the  Comnnltcc  understood  from 
him,  holds  a  lease  for  twenty-one  years,  with  a  covenant  for 
two  renewals,  aiid  is  expressly  bound  by  his  lease  to  pay  all 
taxes  and  assessments.  Mr.  Kinney  contends  that  the  same 
nile  should  be  applied  to  this  case,  as  if  it  were  an  assess- 
ment for  opening  or  improving  a  street;  the  practice  how- 
ever, has  always  been  in  assessments  of  this  nature  to  insert 
the  name  of  the  lessee  only  in  the  assessment  list,  and  the 
Committee  are  informed  that  the  trouble  and  expence  of 
making  such  assessments,  would  be  increased  by  adopting 
the  practice  of  apportioning  the  amounts  between  the  land- 
lords and  tenants.  The  words  of  the  law  are,  that  there 
shall  be  "  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  thereof  among  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  all  the  houses  and  lots  intended  to 
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he  benefitted  thereby,  in  proportion  as  nearly  as  may  bo,  to 
the  advantage  which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  acquire,"  and 
this  is  the  first  instance  in  which  an  olijection  like  Mr.  Kin- 
mefn  has  been  presented. 

Od  the  whole,  therefore,  although  the  Committee  are  not 
fiee  from  doubt,  as  to  the  question  presented  by  Mr.  Kinney's 
objection,  they  consider  that  the  safe  course  lor  the  Common 
Council  to  pursue,  will  be  to  ratify  the  present  Assessment, 
and  leave  Mr.  Kinney  to  bring  the  case  up  for  judicial  deter-  ^ 
nunation  if  he  should  think  proper. 

if  he  should  adopt  this  course,  the  point  will  undergo 
tR  examination,  and  be  decided  by  a  competent  tribunal, 
vhicli  would  be  rather  desirable  than  otherwise. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  have  concluded  to  offer  the 
Allowing  Resolution: 

Setolced^  That  the  estimate  and  assessment  for  construc- 
ting a  Sewer  in  Nineteenth-street,  between  the  Second  Ave- 
nue and  the  Btoomingdale  Road,  be  ratified  by  the  Common 
Conucil.

That  they  have  had  tlie  application  of  the  Pctioners  under 
consideration,  and  have  been  fully  convinced  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  having  an  establishment  of  the  kind,  in,  or 
near  Harlem;  as  it  very  often  happens  that  persons  are 
arrested  in  that  neighborhood,  and  the  officer  has  beeli 
put  to  great  expence  and  trouble  to  get  them  convey- 
ed to  the  lower  Prison  for  safe  keeping,  when,  if  theve 
had  been  a  Prison  House  at  Harlem,  it  would  have  been 
obviated. 

Your  Committee  are  also  of  opinion,  that  inasmuch  as 
it  has  become  necessary  to  erect  a  building  of  the  kind, 
it  would  be  better  if  it  was  made  larcjc  enouo:h  to  con- 
tain  a  Justices'  Court  Room,  and  also,  apartments  for  tlie

Your  Memorialists  further  represent  thnt  the  public  afr» 
tention  has  been  seriously  engaged  in  considering  hcni^le* 
lief  can  be  most  effectually  and  judiciously  adminialBrad  M 
the  community  of  this  city  in  its  present  embamaBment,  aa 
well  as  from  what  quarter  such  relief  should  be  obtaiiHML— ^ 
In  regard  to  the  mode  of  affording  such  aid,  it  ia  ob?ioiis 
that  the  commercial  energies  of  this  city  which  have  baaa 
prostrated  by  this  blow,  con  only  be  restored  by  enaMiny 
the  immediate  sufferers  to  realize  their  means  and  CTinttnHn 
their  business  with  as  little  interruption  as  possible  ;  to  ef- 
fect which  it  is  neces^ry  that  the  Insurance  Companiea 
should  be  furnished  with  funds  for  the  prompt  payment  of 
their  losses.  Your  Memorialists  believe  that  there  is  no  dtf* 
ference  of  opinion  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  expedient 
of  this  mode  of  relief,  and  although  there  are  undoubtedly 
many  sufferers  who  may  not  be  directly  benefitted  thereby, 
and  for  whose  particular  relief  other  means  must  J)e  devised, 
it  cannot  be  questioned  that  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
city  will  be  best  promoted  by  a  measure,  the  immediate  ob- 
ject of  which  is  the  resucitation  of  the  vast  amount  of  its 
commerce  which  has  been  paralyzed  by  this  calamity. 

With  respect  to  the  source  from  whence  this  relief  should 
be  obtained,  your  Memorialists  be?^  leave  to  state  that  various 
propositions  have  been  suii^gested  and  considered,  and  that 
it  has  been  determined  that  api)lication  should  be  made 
the  General  Government  for  a  loan.  The  sympathies  of 
the  public  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  especially 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  have  also  been  most  generously 
elicited  in  behalf  of  tlic  snllbrers,  and  measures  have  been 
proposed  in  that  city  with  a  degree  of  liberality  and  public 
spirit  almost  unexampled,  to  procure  from  its  own  resources, 
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the  pecuniary  aid  required  for  their  immediate  relief.  Ani- 
Oiated  however  by  a  desire  that  the  city  of  New- York  should 
Xely  upon  its  own  efforts  and  means,  so  far  as  they  may 
1)6  available,  for  its  restoration  from  the  effects  of  the  blow 
thus  inflicted  on  it,  and  believing  that  its  resources  if  pro- 

■ 

perly  applied  would  aid  materially  in  relieving  them  in  their 
present  difficulties,  the  citizens  of  New- York  have  unec[uivo- 
cally  manifested  their  opinion  and  wishes  that  your  Memo- 
rialbts  as  their  municipal  representatives  should  be  the  imme- 
diate instrument  for  procuring  and  affording  a  portion  of  the 
pecuniary  aid  now  required,  and  that  whatever  powers 
might  be  necessary  for  this  purpose  should  bo  obtained  and 
exercised  without  delay. 

Having  had  this  subject  under  their  deliberation  in  Com- 
mon Council,  and  being  fully  convinced  that  in  the  present 
crisis,  it  has  become  their  special  duty  to  respond  to  the  feel- 
ings thus  entertained  by  their  fellow  citizens,  your  Memo- 
rialists have  passed  certain  resolutions,  which  they  beg 
leave  to  submit  herewith,  and  from  which  the  object  and 
proposed  results  of  their  present  application,  will  distinctly 
appear. 

Your  Memorialists  confidently  believe  that  the  passage  of 
such'  an  act  is  contemplated  by  the  said  resolutions,  will,  in 
addition  to  the  actual  relief  to  be  thereby  afforded,  have  a 
tendency  to  restore  confidence  to  the  community,  and  to 
prevent  unnecessary  and  ruinous  sacrifices  of  property;  and 
they  feel  entirely  justified  in  applying  for  such  an  act,  so 
Sir  as  it  respects  the  ability  of  the  City  of  New  York,  in 
point  of  property,  to  secure  and  repay  any  loan  which  it 
may  be  deemed  expedient  to  incur  under  its  provisions. 
The  present,  is  in  fact  an  application  from  the  Citizens  of 
New  York,  for  authority  to  use  their  own  means  for  the 
alleviation  of  their  own  sufferings;  and  as  such,  your  Me- 


ill 
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morialists  respectfully  request  that  your  honorBbsfl 
niay  confer  such  authority,  by  the  speedy 
act  which  is  herewith  submitted.

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REMARKS. 


The  City  Inspector  respectfully  Reports  to  the  Honora- 
ble the  Common  Council,  a  statement  of  Interments  in  the 
City  and  County  of  New- York,  for  tlie  year  1835,  amount- 
ing to  7,082,  (of  which  721  were  colored  persons)  showing 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  last  year  of 
2,000. 

In  accounting  for  so  favorable  Report  of  Interments  during 
the  yefiu:  it  must  necessarily  be  observed,  (as  a  cause  of  con- 
gratulation and  Providential  kindness)  that  our  citizens  have 
been  exempt  from  malignant  fevers,  and  of  the  more  recent 
scourge,  Cholera.  As  also,  the  unusual  healthy  state  of  the 
City ;  as  may  be  seen  by  the  Report,  that  the  usual  prevail- 
ing diseases  have  been  less  fatal ;  notwitlistanding  the  in- 
creajse  of  population,  the  deaths  by  consumption  are  as  one 
Xofive. 

Though  there  is  cause  of  congratulation  that  the  amoimt 
of  interments  are  less  than  of  the  preceding  year ;  yet  it  is 
to  be  regretted,  that  notwithstanding  the  means  of  prevention 
and  exertions  made  by  the  humane,  we  find  that  small-pox 
and  diseases  produced  by  intemperance,  have  been  on  the 
increase.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  twelve  be  appointed  hy 
the  President,  to  present  (or  consideration  such  resolutions, 
expressive  of  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  as  by  them  may  be 
deemed  proper.  Whereupon,  Richard  L.  Allen,  William 
Ketchum,  H.  Shumway,  B.  Wilcox,  William  Williams,  N. 
Wilgus,  S.  S.  Case,  J.  W.  Brown,  David  M.  Day,  J.  W. 
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Skinner,  Lewis  P.  Allen,  and  J.  Wilkeson,  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

The  committee,  by  their  chairman,  reported  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  the  citizens  of 
New- York  in  the  recent  unprecedented  calamity  they  have 
sustained  by  the  conflagration  of  an  extensive  portion  of  the 
most  important  and  vital  part  of  their  commercial  empori- 
um; and  that  the  signal  fortitude  with  which  they  have 
sustained;  and  the  indomitable  energy  with  which  they  are 
determined  to  retrieve  their  unparalleled  loss,  entitles  them 
to  our  unqualified  admiration. 

Resolved,  That  this  calamitous  event  is  not  confined  in 
its  effects  to  New-York  alone,  but  will  be  felt  throughout 
the  whole  country,  aud  especially  by  tlie  citizens  of  this 
place,  so  intimately  connected  as  we  arc  in  all  our  commer- 
cial, mercantile  and  pecuniary  transactions;  and  as  any 
serious  or  i)ermanent  embarrassment  of  the  business  opera-

The  conflagration  on  tlie  night  of  the  16th  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  17th  of  December,  resulted  in  the  greatest 
loss  of  property  ever  sustained  by  fire  within  the  same 
space  of  time.  It  commenced  about  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  and  continued  until  about  noon  the  next  day. 

The  great  fire  in  London  continued  for  three  days  and 
nights,  and  the  value  of  property  destroyed  was  estimated 
at  a  little  more  than  double  tlie  loss  sustained  here. 

Our  merchants  are  great  sufferers ;  for  although  generally 
covered  by  insurance,  many  of  the  underwriters  will  not  be 
able  to  pay  more  than  50  cents  on  the  dollar.

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT, 

That  the  last  Board  of  Aldermen  passed  two  Resolutums 
instructing  the  Counsel  ot  the  Corporation  to  prepare  die 
draft  of  a  Law,  and  a  Memorial  to  the  Legislature,  to  be 
presented  at  its  next  meeting,  gT'anting  authority  to  the  Cor- 
poration, to  raise  by  Loan  on  Bonds  or  on  Stocks,  such  simiB 
ofmoney  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  purcbaae  of 
real  estate  and  the  erection  of  Buildinsis  for  the  pullUo  •»> 
commodatioQ  and  use. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  power  intended  to  be  aebed 
for  from  the  Legislature,  is  indefinite  as  to  the  amount  of 
money  the  Corporation  may  borrow.  If  your  CtuaaaUba 
are  correctly  informed,  an  unlimited  authority  of  this  descrip- 
tion has  never  before  been  sought  or  desired  by  the  Conunon 
Council    and  tbey  are  unapimDUS  in  the  opinion,  tbalL  its  ' 
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don  by  the  Common  Council  would  not,  in  any  series 
of  years,  result  in  benefit  to  the  city. 

If  it  be  supposed  that  the  House  of  Detention  and  the 
Lunatic  Asylum  now  in  progress — the  Alms  House,  which 
it  is  contemplated,  must,  in  a  few  years  be  built,  together 
with  such  erections  and  purchases  of  land,  as  the  city  may 
need  for  public  convenience  and  use,  may  cost  in  all,  one  mil- 
lion of  dollars,  it  will,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee, 
be  most  prudent  that  the  Common  Council  now  apply  to  the 
Lq^lature  for  authority  to  issue  only  so  much  of  that 
amoant  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  cost  of  erecting  the  House  of  Detention  or  Halls  of  Jus- 
tice, and  the  Lunatic  Asylum  on  Blackwell's  Island,  leaving 
the  option  to  our  successors  to  provide  the  means  for  the 
erection  of  the  Alms  House  by  a  similar  provision,  when  the 
time  shall  arrive  that  loans  will  be  required  to  enable  the 
CSorporation  to  accomplish  that  object. 

In  accordance  with  these  views,  the  amount  to  be  raised 
within  a  few  years  will  be  about  four  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lais. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  offer  the  stock,  so  to  be  creat- 
ed, in  the  market  in  sums  larger  than  shall  be  required,  from 
time  to  time,  for  the  payment  of  the  engagements  contracted 
in  relation  to  the  public  buildings  or  the  purchase  of  land  ; 
and  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  buy  in  the  stock,  whenever 
they  may  happen  to  possess  the  means  applicable  to  that  pur- 
pose, the  interest  it  is  to  bear  should  not  exceed  five  per  cen- 
tum per  annuHL  But  when  money  is  abundant  and  the  mar- 
ket will  absorb  a  stock  at  par,  bearing  a  lower  rate  of 
interest  it  should  be  contracted  to  be  issued  at  4  per  cent 
interest  per  annum ;  because  the  importance  of  obtaining 
a  premium  on  stock,  bears  no  comparison  to  the  advantagfc 
of  being  able  to  buy  it  in  whenever  it  may  suit  the  public 
convenience  to  go  into  the  market  with  tliat  intent.

Tbor  memorialiflte)  therefore,  confine  themselves  .in  their 
3>re8ent  application  to  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  they  believe  will  be  required  to  defiray  tbecostof  • 
the  said  buildings  and  improvements,  and  for  a  large  portion 
4>f  which  cost,  they  are  actually  bound  by  contract ' 

Am  the  demand  for  the  said  money  will  be  gndnali  and 
nqgolated  by  the  advances  to  be  made  in  the  worki  your 
memorifclists  do  not  desire  that  the  stock  for  the  same  dioiild 
be  offered  in  the  market,  in  larger  sums  than  may  be  necessary 
firom  time  to  time,  to  meet  the  engagements  entered  into ; 
and  as  they  may  lumpen  to  have  funds  which  could  not  be 
more  advantageously  applied,  than  in  buying  in  such  slocki 
before  the  period  for  its  final  redemption,  and  thus  gradually 
«xtinguidung  the  debt,  it  would  be  their  wisli  to  issue  the 
aame,  bearing  no  higher  rate  of  interest  than  mi^t  enable 
them  to  effect  the  loan,  by  which  means,  although  such  stock 
might  not  sell  for  a  premium,  they  would  have  more  facility 
in  so  repurchasing  it,  if  they  should  possess  the  means  and 
deem  it  expedient  so  to  do. 

From  the  best  judgment  which  your  memorialists  can 
form,  they  are  of  opinion,  that  in  ten  or  fifteen  years  it  may 
he  in  their  power  to  pay  off  the  debt  thus  to  be  incurred, 
from  the  sale  of  lands  belonorincr  to  the  city,  which  would 
then  no  longer  be  required  for  public  purposes.  They  con- 
sider, therefore,  that  twenty  years  would  be  sufficient,  as  the 
maximum  period  to  be  allowed  for  the  redemption  of  the 
said  stock. 

Your  memorialists,  therefore,  respectfully  request,  that  a 
law  maybe  passed  durincf  the  present  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, authorising  them  to  raise  the  said  sum  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  by  loan,  and  to  create  a  public  fund  or  stock 
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&r  the  same,  in  conformity  with  the  views  jmd  for  the  pur- 
poees  expressed  in  tbbir  present  memorial ;  and  they  beg^ 
leave  to  submit  herewith  a  draught  of  the  said  law.

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commoftalty  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  to  raise  money  by  loan,  and  to  create 
a  pubUc  fund  or  stock,  to  be  called  the  Public  Building  Stock 
of  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented  in  Sen- 
ate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  I.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
monalty of  the  city  of  New  York,  to  raise  by  loan,  from  time 
to  time  and  in  such  amounts  as  they  may  think  fit,  a  sum 
Dot  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  by  the  creation 
of  a  public  fund  or  stock,  to  be  called  "  The  PubUc  Building 
Stock  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  which  shall  bear  an  interest 
not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and.  shall  be  re- 
deemable at  a  period  of  time  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than 
twenty  years  from  and  after  thfe  passage  of  this  act. 

§  II.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Conmionalty,  to  determine  what  shall  be  the  nominal  amount 
or  value  of  each  share  of  the  said  stock,  and  of  what  nomber 
of  shares  the  same  shall  consist ;  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  sell  and  dispose  of  such  shares  at  or  above  the  par 
value  thereof,  either  at  public  auction  or  private  sale,  or  to 
raise  the  said  sum  of  money  by  subscription  for  such  stock  in 
the  mode  in  which  the  stocks  of  Banking  and  Insurance  Ccno^ 
panie?  are  usually  subscribed  for.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Charity  and  Alms  House^ 
on  the  Petition  of  David  B.  HawkeSj  for  compensa- 
tion for  services  J  against  the  sam^j  which  was  adopted.

The  Committee  on  Charity  and  the  Alms  House,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  David  B.  Hawkes,  soliciting  re- 
mnneration  for  services  rendered  at  Bellevue, 

REPORT : 

That  they  have  examined  the  petitioner  in  relation  to  his 
claim,  and  learn  from  him,  that  in  Nov.,  1832,  he  was  confined 


of  November,  1832,  with  a  violent  fever  upon  him,  and 
in  a  deranged  st^te  of  mind,  and  continued  in  a  more 
or  less  deranged  state  during  the  whole  time  he  was  there, 
and  he  considered  him  not  of  sound  mind  when  he  left  the 
'establishment  with  his  friend  to  visit  the  country.  At  the 
'  time  of  his  discharge  to  wit :  on  or  about  the  13ih  of  March 
1S34,  he  was  provided  with  suitable  clothing,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  department,  being  very  sick  and  poor  when  he 
was  broughtthere,anddestitute  of  clothing,and  could  nothave 
left  the  house  in  a  decent  manner,  without  such  provision. 

Mr.  Fifik  further  states,  that  Hawkes  was  not  compelled 
to  remain  in  the  Hospital,  as  he  represents,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, could  leave  the  premises  at  any  time ;  and,  in  fac^ 
bad  a  permit  to  do  so  whenever  he  pleased. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Alms  House,  as  well  as  Mr. 
Fisk,  stated  to  the  committee,  that  it  is  the  rule,  as  well 
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BS  the  practice  of  the  house,  to  discharge  patients  as  soon 
as  they  recover — ^the  good  management,  as  well  as  economy 
imperiously  demand  it. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  as  it  respects  the  liability  of 
the  Corporation  in  this  matter,  that  they  are  in  no  way  respon- 
sible to  Hawkes  for  any  services  he  may  have  rendered ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  if  he  has  any  claim,  (which  your  committee 
deny,  from  the  preceding  statement  of  facts)  the  Superin- 
tendent or  Physician  of  tlie  house  are  the  only  persons 
liable  to  him  for  his  supposed  services,  and  detention, 
particularly  as  both  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  establish- 
ment were  violated  by  them  for  not  discharging  him  when 
he  had  suflSciently  recovered. 

Your  committee  further  show,  that  by  a  law  of  this  State, 
passed  February  4th,  1822,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Alms 
House  has  the  power  to  require  and  compel  paupers,  who 
are  entirely  chargeable  upon,  or  receive  support  from,  the 
said  city,  to  perform  such  reasonable  work  and  service 
as  they  may  be  able  to  perform  without  injury  to  their 
health,  as  the  Superintendent  may  direct,  and  in  case  of 
any  refusal  or  neglect  of  such  pauper  to  neglect  the  work 
so  ordered  to  be  done  by  the  Superintendent,  or  to  conform 
to  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  made  by 
the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  New- York  for  the  go- 
vernment of  such  paupers,  or  that  depart  from  the  Alms 
Rouse  at  any  time  without  being  regularly  dismissed  there- 
from ;  in  every  such  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Super- 
intendent, with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Alms  House  to  inflict  such  reasonable  punishment  upon  such 
pauper  as  he  shall  deem  proper :  That  every  pauper  who 
may  be  aggrieved  by  the  conduct  of  said  Superintendent 
towards  him,  shall  be  permitted  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners — a  majority  of  them  shall  make  such  order 
in  the  case  as  shall  apfpear  to  them  just  and  proper. 

Your  conmiittee  conclude,  from  the  law  and  the  facts  in 
this  case,  that  the  petitioner,  D.  B.  Hawkes,  has  no  claim,

That  your  Committee  have  examined  the  Report  from' the 
other  Board,  and  agree  with  the  Committee  in  their  views, 
•s  fet  forth  in  their  Report,  as  to  the  expediency  of  working 


Tbe  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals,  to  whom  vas  le- 
ferred  the  annexed  petitions  of  W.  B.  Lawrence  and  otheis, 
for  the  working  of  Seventy-ninth-street  from  the  Third 
Avenue  to  the  Ea£t  river, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

That  in  the  year  1828,  this  street  was  opened  by  Law, 
and  has  since  been  paid  for  by  the  owners  of  adjoining  lots, 
that  the  object  in  view  in  opening  the  said  street  was  to  ti- 
ioid  to  the  inhabitaots  of  Iliat  section  of  the  Island  means  of 
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access  to  the  river.  That  at  the  foot  of  this  street  is  a  good 
stone  dock,  which  would  answer  all  the  purposes  of  a  public 
landing  place,  if  the  same  could  be  made  accessible.  That 
there  is  no  public  dock  between  the  Alms  house  and  Harlem 
hridgei  excepting  at  the  foot  of  Eighty-sizth-street,  and  that 
the  dock  at  Eighty-sixth-street  is  leased  out  to  the  proprietors 
of  the  Ferry  at  that  place. 

Your  Committee  also  Report,  that  they  consider  it  highly 
neoessary  for  that  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  who 
leside  in  this  neighborhood,  that  some  means  should  be  af- 
forded them,  by  which  they  may  have  the  benefit  of  a  public 
landing  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  their  residence.  The 
workiDg  of  this  street  to  the  river,  would  afford  such  conve- 
nience and  accommodations,  and  would  at  the  same  time 
.  give  access  to  a  dock  which  now  belongs  to  the  pubhc,  and 
which  would  answer  all  the  purposes  required. 

Tour  Committee  further  state,  that  this  part  of  the  street  is 
composed  entirely  of  earth,  diat  there  would  not  be  any 
rock  necessary  to  be  removed,  and  that  the  same  can  be 
done  at  a  moderate  cost. 

Your  Committee  further  Report,  that  the  land  on  the  north

Your  Committee  think  that  some  portion  of  the  expense 
in  working  this  street,  should  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  the 
adjoining  lots  on  the  south  side,  and  they  have  consulted 
with  the  owners  thereof,  who  have  agreed  to  pay  one  third 
part  of  the  expense  thereof,  amounting  to  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars. 

The  residue  of  the  expense,  your  Committee  think  ought 
to  &11  on  the  City,  and  considering  the  great  want  of  a  public 
landing  in  that  neighborhood,  the  cpavcnience  to  the  public

From  an  examination  of  the  preceding  suggestions  the 
committee  think  it  will  be  apparent,  that  if  they  are  carried 
iuto  tfEdcti  much  good  will*  result  therefh)m,  and  they  be- 
lieve, in  the  most  expedient  and  economical  manner. 
'  The  committee  would  here  remark,  that  they  had  also 
itttended  to  have  recommended  the  widening  of  Coenties- 
aUey,  on  the  westerly  side,    from  Pearl-street   to  Stone- 
atreet,  and  the  extension  of  said  street  from  Stone  to  Mill- 
atreeit;  .bnt  since  the  meeting  of  the  committee  on  the' 
15th  insftaut,  several  owners  of  property  have  so  strongly 
MmenstFated  against  this  proposition,  that  the  committee 
have  been  induced  to  change  their  views  as  to  the  expe.

The  Committee  on  Charity  and  Alms  House,  to  whom 
Wi8  referred  the  Petition  of  the  New- York  Female  Be- 
nevolent Society, 

REPORT : 

That  your  memorialist  established  this  Institution  in  the 
y^ar  1832,  and  that  the  object  for  which  it  was  form^ 
wu  to  provide  a  home,   or  place  of  refiige  for  the  most 
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destitute  and  abandoned  class  of  Females,  shut  out  firom 
all  the  sympathies  of  this  community,  and  to  instruct 
them  in  the  truths  of  morality  ahd  religion,  and  by  this 
means  lead  them  back  to  the  paths  of  virtue,  and  restore 
them  to  their  friends  and  families  rdbrmed,  hoping  that 
they  will  become  useful  menabers  in  society,  at  all  evenls 
to  secure  them  from  a  life  of  degradation  and  infamy. — 
For  this  purpose  your  petition^v  pufdiased  (12)  lots  of 
ground  at  Yorkville,  and  have  erected  suitable  buildings 
to  acconmiodate  about  (100)  inmates,  that  by  reason  of  the 
money  laid  out  in  purchasing  the  lots,  erecting  the  necessary 
buildings,  and  the  fitting  up  of  the  same,  they  are  in  debt  to 
a  considerable  amount,  and  they  solicit  from  the  Common 
Council  some  pecuniary  aid  to  relieve  them  from  their  em- 
barrassment. 

Your  Committee  are  well  acquainted  with  the  charac- 
ter and  standing  of  the  Ladies,  who  have  the  control  and 
management  of  thfe  Institution,  and  of  the  mode  and  econo- 
mical manner  of  conducting  the  affiiirs  of  this  Society,  and 
they  feel  satisfied  that  much  labor  and  pains  are  bestowed  by 
them  in  producing  the  great  object  originally  contemplated, 
and  in  many  cases  their  labors  have  been  crowned  with  suc- 
cess. Is  it  not  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  to  aid  such 
institutions,  who  take  upon  themselves  the  whole  care  and 
keeping  of  such  vagrants,  vicious  and  immoral  persons  who 
would  otherwise  become  a  public  chars^e,  but  for  the  provi- 
sion made  by  such  Institutions,  will  it  not  be  a  saving  to  the 
City  to  make  small  donations,  being  satisfied  of  their  ho 
nest  application  to  the  objects  intended. 

Your  Committee  state  that  this  Institution  was  one  of 
the  number  that  received  last  year  from  the  appropriatiou 
made  for  charitable  purposes,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  they  recouiniend  now  the  same  donation.

The  <<  Eastern  Dispensary  of  the  City  of  New-York"  is 
a  benevolent  institution,  with  a  Board  of  Trustees,  acting 
under  corporate  powers  derived  from  a  law  of  the  State  of 
New- York,  passed  in  April,  1832.

operation,  the  Trustees  deem  it  proper  to  repent  iiporti<»i 
of  theii  first  report,  containing  the  origin  of  the  Institu- 
tion. ' 

"  The  Trustees  of  the  Eastern  Dispensary  of  the  City  of 
New- York  being  ri'iiiired  by  their  by-laws  to  prepare  and 
pubhsh  n  report  ii;  lut  iimiith  of  January  in  each  year,  and 
to  present  a  copy  of  tlie  some  to  the  Corporatiou  of  the  city, 
take  the  opportunity,  in  complying  with  these  uijunctions, 
to  present  a  condensed  view  of  the  origin  of  the  Institution 
under  their  direction,  and  of  tlieir  proceedings  since  it  wu 
Organized  and  went  into  operation." 

"A  number  of-benevolent  individuals  residing  in  the  eas- 
tern section  of  the  city,  observing  that  a  large  and  increadng 
mass  of  inhabitants,  among  whomwere  many  pooT,residi[^  at 
■uch'a  distance  from  the  City  and  Northern  Dispensaries,  that 
vh«D  sick  and  in  want  erf  medicines  and  medical  aOaQ' 
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dance,  they  were  left  in  a  suffering  and  destitute  condi- 
^on,  associated  for  the  purpose  of  obviating  these  difficult 
^es,  and  meliorating  the  condition  of  the  sick  poor  in^  that 
part  of  the  city.  Accordingly,  in  the  \yinter  of  1832,  an 
jipplication  was  made  to  the  legislature  of  the  state  for  an 
act  of  incorporation,  which  was  granted,  by  the  passage  of 
*^An  act  to  incorporate  the  Eastern  Dispensary  of  the  City 
of  New-York,  passed  April  25,  1832." 

^Its  JHTO visions  are  nearly  the  same  in  substance,  and  in 
language,  with  the  acts  establishing  the  Citi/  and  Northern 
DL^nsaries.^ 

''  In  addition  to  the  prevalence  of  the  malignant  cholera 
in  1832,  various  other  difficulties  occlirred  to  prevent  the 
Trubtees  from  organizing  an  efficient  board,  until  the  spring 
of  1834.  Immediately  after  the  election  in  April,  measures 
were  taken  to  carry  into  effect  the  benign  objects  of  the  In- 
stitution. A  subscription  was  commenced,  and  tlie  Trus- 
tees were  thereupon  encouraged  to  proceed  in  hiring  a  house, 
purchasing  medicines,  and  making  fixtures,  appointing  phy- 
sicians, engaging  an  apothecary;  and  in  taking  every  other 
Beeessary  step  to  put  the  Institution  into  o{)eration.  Pre- 
vious to  this,  however,  a  division  line  was  amicably  arranged 
between  the  operations  of  this  and  the  City  Dispensary,  the 
Trustees  of  which  yielded  all  that  part  of  the  city  lying  east 
of  P3c6-street,  Allen-street,  and  the  First  Avenue,  as  far 
north  as  14th-street,  to  the  action  of  the  Eiastern  Dispen- 
sary. This  section  of  the  city  was  divided  into  six  dis- 
tricts, and  a  physician  appointed  to  each.  A  physician 
was  also  appointed  to  attend  the  vaccine  department,  and 
tiR^o  others  to  attend  exclusively  to  diseases  of  the  eyes  and 
cars." 

"  Thus  prepared  to  dispense  %he  benefits  of  the  charity, 
the  Institution  was  opened  at  420  Grand-street,  wi  the  15th 
day  of  June,  1834,  and  has  been  manifestly  useful  to  the 
sick  poor,  who  have  sought  and  found  relief  from  their 
soffiaiiogs.    From  the  16th  June  to  the  31st  December,

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If  to  these  we  add  the  number  attended  by  the  physicians 
of  the  Eastern  Dispensary  in  the  year  1834,  namely,  three 
tfaoosand  one  hundred  and  eighty-five,  we  shall  have  a 
total  aggregate  amount  of  10,954  patients,  who  have  re- 
ceived the  benefit  of  this  charity  in  one  year  and  an  half, 
ending  31st  December,  1835. 

Cases  of  almost  every  disease  to  which  the  human  frame 
18  subject,  have  occurred  and  been  treated  by  the  ph3rsicians  ; 
and,  anoong  the  poor,  as  they  necessarily  were,  many  of 
fhem  have  been  of  the  highest  grade,  and  most  aggravated 
character,  demanding  much  time,  attention,  and  medicines^ , 
to  eflbct  a  cure.    Hence,  the  duties,  in  many  cases,  ha76

To  these  expenditures,  however,  must  be  added  thne 
hundred  dollars  now  due,  or  shortly  to  become  due,  to  the 
physicians,  and  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  due  to 
the  dru^ist'for  medicines,  which  will  increase  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  Dispensary  for  the  past  year  to  1203  dollars, 
and  will  leave  the  institution  in  debt  5S5  dollars. 
These  ezpenditutea  are,  nerertheles,  small,  consideiiog 
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fte  ammint  of  good  bestowed  upon  the  poor  recipients,  in 
fefeViDg  them  from  distress  and  sickness  in  the  midst  of 
their  poverty.    The  expenses  of  the  Dispensary  will  be  in- 
creased the  coming  year,  from  the  fact,  that  the  skill  of  its 
I^bysicians,  and  the  good  name  and  reputation  which  it  has 
acquired,  have  induced  publi6  confidence,  and  caused  an 
increased  number  of  applicants  for  relief,  and  this  increase 
most  be  expected  to  continue,  if  we  look  to  the  vast  number 
of  poor  congregated  in  the  Tenth,  Eleventh  and  Thirteenth 
wardSy  from  whence  the  applications  are  mostly  made.  In  ad^ 
ditioji  to  these,  the  Trustees  have  agreed  to  pay  fifty  dollars 
per  annum  to  each  of  the  physicians  who  shall  continue  to 
serve  for  one  year  without  interruption.    This  measure  be- 
came necessary  to  place  the  physicians  upon  a  footing  with 
those  of  the  City  Dispensary,  and  to  avoid  the  inconvenience 
of  frequent  resignations.    If  we  add  the  expenses  incurred 
for  part  of  the  year  1834,  (»365  87-100,  which  includes  mo- 
ney paid  out  for  furniture,  fixtures,  apparatus,  instruments, 
dec.)  to  those  of  1835,  the  total  amount  will  be  $1565,  ap- 
propriated to  the  care  of  10,959  sick  persons;  and  if  we 
divide  that  sum  between  them,  the  expense  of  each  patient 
will  be  about  14  cents.  In  no  other  possible  way  could  so  great 
a  degree  of  reUef  and  benefit  be  conveyed  to  the  indigent  sick. 
The  Trustees  of  this  Dispensary  cannot  conclude  this 
r^rt  without  thanking  the  Trustees  of  St  Mary's  Church 
in  Grand-street,  for  a  collection  taken  up  in  said  church 
daring  the  past  year  for  the  use  of  this  Institution,  amount- 
ing to  $150. 

Their  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Eastern  Circuit,  for  a  collection  of 
fifty-one  dollars  ninety  cents;  and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  7th 
Pre8b]rterian  Church,  comer  of  Broome  and  Ridge  streets^ 
fi>r  a  collection  of  twenty*five  dollars  and  seveoty-five  cents, 
an  of  which  sums  have  been  received  by  the  Treasurer, 
and  are  included  in  his  account  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  1835. 
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In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  of  this  benevolent  and  higb* 
ly  useful  Inistitution,  feel  bound  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
wealthy  in  the  eastern  section  of  this  city  to  the  operations 
of  the  Dispensary,  and  to  call  upon  them  for  encourage* 
ment  and  support.

€hntlemen  of  the  Common  Council^ 

The  importance  to  this  commercial  commanity,  of  per- 
iseliiig  as  speedily  as  possible  every  medium  of  communica* 
Cion  with  the  interior,  is  too  apparent  to  require  comment 


ed  by  a  continued  and  judicious  exercise  of  the  same  means 
which  have  already  accom[>lLshed  so  much. 

The  projected  construciion  of  a  Kail  Road  from  Lake 
Erie  to  the  Hudson  River,  lias  occupiwl  the  altentionof  this 
City  and  State  tor  some  years  past.  Surveys  have  been 
made  by  experienced  Engineers,  and  the  feasibility  of  the 
project  seems  to  have  beeiKsatisfnclorily  established.  The 
means  necessary  to  complete  so  extensive  a  work,  can  har.ily 
be  within  the  control  of  a  private  company.  Capitalista 
rarely  desire  to  invest  their  money  in  stocks  that  do  not 
promise  a  speedy  return  of  interest  in  addition  to  the  secu- 
rity of  principal. 

The. Company  chartered  for  the  pnrposeof  constmcting 
thia  road,  have  proceeded  to  make  contracts,  and  are  deter- 
mioed  to  pnMecute  the  work  in  good  faith,  to  its  completion.

A  LAW 

To  xegtdate  the  purchase  of  bonds  and  mortgages  which 
belonged  on  the  eighteenth  day  Of  December  in  the  year  1835 
to  any  of  the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  the  city  of  New« 
Y(Mrk|  whose  capital  may  have  been  impaired  by  losses  occa- 
sioned by  the  fire  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  of  that 
month,  and  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  tfie  city  of 
New- York,  in  Common  Council  convened,  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

i  1.  A  public  stock  or  fund  to  be  called  <<  The  Fire  Loan 
Stock  of  the  City  of  New- York,*'  shall  be  created,  for  a  loan 
of  five  millioos  of  dollars,  which  shall  bear  an  interest  of,  not 
exceeding  five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  and 
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anngagm  may  oe  puicnaaea. 

i  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ComptroUer  to  psy  for 
every  silcb  bond  and  mortjiBge,  the  purchase  of  which  shall 
be  authorized  as  hersinbafore  mentioned,  to  mch  penoa  at 
officer  aa  may  be  duly  empowered  to  rea«Te  the  aune,  the 
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tnmnt  due  upon  such  bond  and  mortgage  for  principal  and 
ht  interest  adcrued  since  the  last  time  specified  therein  for 
the  payment  of  the  same,  and  such  payoment  shall  be  made 
out  of  the  moneys  to  he  obtained  by  loan  on  the  bonds  or 
stock  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

1 13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  keep  asep- 
uatB  and  distinct  account  of  all  moneys  to  be  received  for 
die  said  bcmds  or  stock,  and  of  all  moneys  to  be  paid  for  the 
Hid  bonds  and  mortga^.  Also,  of  all  moneys  to  be  receir- 
ed  in  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds 
and  mortgages,  and  of  all  moneys  to  be  paid  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  bonds  or  stock  to  bo  issued  as  aforesaid.  And  the 
•aid  Comptroller  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  such  account,  once 
in  every  three  months  to  the  Common  Council. 

i  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  collect  and 
receive  the  interest  accruing  on  the  said  bonds  and  mortgagee, 
as  the  same  may  become  payable ;  and  the  principal  mo- 
neys due  thereon  shall  be  paid  into  such  bank  as  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  this  city  shall,  by  resolution,  direct,  to  the 
credit  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  on 
acooant  of  the  Fire  Loan  of  the  City  of  New- York ;  and  a 
cortificate  of  such  payment  shall  be  given  by  the  cashier  of 
aach  bank,  but  no  payment?  on  account  of  the  principal 
due  on  any  such  bond  shall  be  received  in  less  sums  thi^n 
five  hundred  dollars.  The  Comptroller  shall  also  deposit 
in  such  bank,  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  the  interest  so  to  be  received  by  him, 
and  also  any  balance  of  the  said  loan  that  may  remain  not 
appropriated  under  this  ordinance  after  the  16th  day  of 
July,  in  the  year  183G. 

1 16.  On  the  payment  of  all  money  due  for  principal  and  inter- 
ert  upon  any  such  bond  and  mortgage  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Comptroller,  on  receiving  a  certificate  from  the 
Oaahier  of  the  said  bank,  showing  such  payment,  to  deliver 
up  the  said  bond  and  mortgage  to  the  party  making  suefa 
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leaving  it  to  be  decided  by  the  Committees  when  they  open 
the  oflfers  therefor. 

The  duties  of  the  Commissioners  are  prescribed  by  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  and  are  confined  to  the  valuation  of 
the  mortgaged  premises.  No  bond  can  be  purchased  with- 
<mt  a  oertifk^te  from  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners,  and 
as  the  Commissioners  serve  without  compensation,  the  duties 
which  even  this  examination  will  put  upon  them,  will  be 
arduous.  It  will  be  necessary,  after  the  certificate  of  the 
Commissioners  is  received,  that  some  examination  be  made 
as  to  the  amount  loaned,  in  comparison  with  the  valuation, 
the  certificate  of  the  Counsel  as  to  the  title,  the  insurance  of 
the  buildings,  when  a  part  of  the  valuation  and  the  propriety 
of  receiving  the  mortgage.  For  this  purpose  your  Commit^ 
toe  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Select  Committee  of 
three  firom  each  Board,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  authorise  the  Comptroller  to  pay  the  money  for  the 
same  and  take  the  assignment. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  these  different  examinations 
will  tend  materially  to  tlic  safety  of  the  city,  and  that  by  this 
course,  the  entire  control  of  the  loan  arid  fimds,  will  at  all 
limes  be  witli  the  Common  Council.  It  is  also  recommend- 
ed that  the  term  for  whicli  the  Commissioners  are  appointed, 
ehall  expire  on  the  16th  July  next,  six  months  after  the  pas- 
sage of  tlie  act;  after  which  time,  no  bonds  can  be  taken,  and 
consequently  there  will  be  no  duties  for  them  to  perform. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend,  that  the  Comptroller  be 
directed  to  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  for  the 
stock,  and  paid  out  for  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  of  all  mo- 
neys received  for  interest  or  principal  on  the  mortgages,  and 
paid  fer  the  redemption  of  the  stock  or  bonds,  and  to  furnish 
such  account,  once  in  every  three  months  to  the  Common 
Council. 

With  the  view  of  keeping  this  loan  and  all  the  moneys  be- 
longing to  it,  separate  and  distinct  from  the  other  funds  of  the 
Coiporation,  your  Committee  propose  to  Teave  the  selection 


:se9  of  additional  clf  rks ;  the  increased  amount  which  mtist 
t>e  paid  to  purchase  the  stock  by  the  Commissioners  or  the 
sinking  fund,  before  it  is  redeemable,  as  well  as  the  loss  of 
interest'which  must  occasionally  take  place  on  the  payment 
of  the  bonds  and  mortgages  at  different  times. 

Your  Committee  in  closing  their  report,  would  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Common  Council,  tlie  necessity  of  ^ving 
utother  «lerk  to  the  Comptrollers  office.  The  duties  of  those 
in  that  office  are  already  more  than  sufficient  constantly  to 
employ  them.  The  odditional  duties  which  this  measure  - 
will  impose  upon  the  Comptroller  and  those  in  his  office, 
render  this  additional  clerk  absolutely  necessary,  and  as  he 
will  be  employed  almost  entirely  in  regard  to  thit  loan,  your 
Committee  thiakliia  salary  should  be  paid  out  of  the  surplus 
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interest  on  the  bonds,  and  mortgages,  by  the  Commissioners  of 
(he  sinking  fund. 

With  these  views  they  respectfully  submit  the  ordinance 
aimexed  to  this  repbrt,  for  the  adoption  of  Conimon  Coun- 
eO.

THE  JOINT  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  OF  TWELVE

MEMBERS,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  Preamble 
and  Resolutions,  offered  by  Alderman  Ferris,  and  unanir 
fnously  adopted  by  both  Boardsy  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  January  6,  J.836.. 

"  Whereas  Alderman  Purdy,  representing  the  Tenfli 
«*Ward  in  the  Common  Council  of  this  city,  and  a  respected 
^  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was,  on  the  night  of 
**'  the  first  instant,  most  violently  assaulted  in  one  of  the 


RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

THAT  YOUR  COMMITTEE  immediately  instilutedaB 
inquiry  iato  the  suliject  inatlers  to  them  submitted  ;  that  tbef 
causednotices  to  beservedon  Aid.  SfunuelPurdy,  theofficen 
aiid  members  of  Eagine  Company  No.  10,  and  on  otbeiiii- 
dividuals,  to  appear  before  your  committee  at  the  Citjr  Hiil 
on  the  6th  day  of  January  last ;  that  af>er  your  comtniUM 
had  been  organised,  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopltd) 
that  the  committee  should  examine  the  individuals  cited 
sefmrately,  and  under  oath,  and  that  the  chairman  should 
caution  (before  proceeding  to  the  examination )  each  witntssi, 
thai  if  any  question  should  be  asked,  which  should  in  any 
degree  iiapUcata  him  in  toy  prosocution  which  had  baeo, 
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or  might  be,  commenced  a^inst  him  for  an  assault,  that  he 
was  at  liberty  not.to  answer  tlie  same. 

And  3rour  committee  at  said  meeting,  and  at  three  ad- 
journed sittings  of  said  committee,  on  days  subsequent  to 
the  5th  day  of  January  last,  proceeded  in  said  examination, 
MB  follows: 

Alderman  Samuel  Pnrd J/ being  called,  testified  in  sub- 
stance, as  follows :— That  on  the  night  of  the  first  of  Jaim- 
ttry  last,  at  about  11  o'clock,  in  the  Bowerj',  near  Pell-street,  he 
met  fire  engine  company  No.  10 ;  that  he  had  his  long  staiT  of 
office  with  him — as  the  conipany,  with  the  engine,  wascoming 
down  the  street,  he  stepped  out  into  the  street  and  informed  the 
company  the  fire  was  out :  that  a  young  man  on  the  lead,  hold- 
ing the  drag  rope,  and  having  on  the  fire-cap  of  engine  com- 
pany No.  10,  when  addressed  by  Alderman  Purdy  as  above, 
cried  out,  "  stand  aside,  damn  your  eyes,  or  wc  will  run  you 
down'"  Alderman  Purdy  immediately  stepped  aside,  and 
the  followed  machine  down  the  Bowery  a  sliort  distance — 
"when  it, halted,  he  again  stepped  up  to  the  young  man 
who  had  insulted  him,  and  asked  him  to  give  him  his  name, 
and  the  reason  why  he  had  thus  abusively  addressed  him 
The  young  man  replied,  '-I  wont  tell  you  my  name,  damn 
yoU|  you  have  insulted  the  Fire  Department ;  you  have 
treated  them  lately  like  damned  dogs;''  and  that  the 
«ame  sentiments  were  echoed  by  many  around.  A  crowd 
immediately  gathered,  and  the  young  rnan,  referred  to  above, 
pushed  him  with  violence  ;  he  was  then  struck  three  times 
on  the  left  and  twice  on  the  right  side  of  tlie  head  until  he 
was  knocked  down  ;  and  after  he  was  down,  he  was  kicked 
twice  with  great  violence.  He  did  not  recognize  any  one 
who  had  struck  him.  He  immediately  recovered  himself, 
and  in  a  loud  voice  proclaimed  himself  to  pe  a  magistrate  of 
the  city,  and  called  for  assistance.  When  ho  thus  deuiand- 
od assistance,  some  one  rushed  towards  him  and  said,  "I  will 
give  you  enough  of,  it."    He  did  not,  during  the  whole  af-^ 


some  one  strike  him  in  the  face  after  he  was  down,  or  as  ba 
was  falling;  Alderman  Purdy  soon  recovered  himself  tuid 
proclaimed  himself  to  be  an  Alderman,  and  demanded  assis- 
tance in  a  very  loud  ToicO]  and  in  the  opinion  of  witnesi^ 
every  fiieman  present  could  have  heard  him  when  he  madi 
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the  said  demand*  when  Alderman  Purdy  called  for  assis- 
tance, proclaimed  himself  to  be  an  Alderman,  no  one  came 
to  his  assistance,  but  some  one  or  more  persons  answered, 
"th^t  is  no  excuse  for  you,  (meanin^^  the  CommonCouncil,) 
"  you  have  trealed  the  firemen  like  damnation  lately  and  no 
Alderman  should  stop  them;"  the  above  in  substance  are  the 
woidfl  and  the  meaning  as  understood  by  witness ;  Alder- 
man Purdy  had  his  staff  of  office  during  the  whole  time. 

James  Chdick,  Chief  Engineer,  being  called,  testified  he 
had  not,  agreeably  to  the  resolution-  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, made  any  inquiry  to  ascertain  which  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  No.  10,  were  present  when  the  assault  was  made 
on  Alderman  Purdy ;  did  not  think  it  necessary,  inasmuch 
as  the  Common  Council  had  appointed  a  Committee,  and 
they  were  investigating  the  matter. 

The  officers  and  members  of  engine  No.  10  and  himself 
were  not  on  good  terms  ;  they  had  not  treated  him  well  for 
the  lasi  year  or  ^tro,  he  would  not  give  them  an  engine  in 
consequence  of  their  conduct,  till  very  lately  he  gave  them 
No.  24 ;  heard  from  one  of  the  fire  department  one  hour  af- 
terwards, that  the  engine  was  carried  to  the  watch-house 
and  there  lefl ;  did  not  go  there  (hat  night  to  look  after  her^ 
bat  sent  next  morning  and  found  the  machine  in  the  street, 
and  had  her  carried  to  the  Public  Yard,  where  she  now  re- 
mains ;  believes  it  is  the  wish  of  the  whole  Fire  Depart- 
menij  that  the  officers  and  members  of  No,  10,  should  be 
severely  panished  if  ^lilty. 

Mr.  Gulick  was  asked  how  he  could  account  for  this  con- 
duct on  the  part  of  the  company,  and  whether  there  was  any 
hostile  feelings  entertained  by  the  Fire  Department  against 
the  Common  Council.  He  replied,  there  was — that  many  of 
the  department  thought  they  had  not  been  well  treated  by 
them.  The  Foreman  told  him  he  was  with  the  machine, 
and  the  Foreman  named  to  him  some  other  members  of  com- 
pany No.  10,  who  were  present  He  was  asked,  whether  he 


members  ol  compaoy  JNo.  10,  knew  Aidcrmau  Purdy  wu 
on  the  lead  of  the  drag  rope^  and  saw  Alderman  Purdy  vihm 
he  informed  the  company  the  fire  was  out;  thinks  he  mads 
use  of  the  abusive  language  stated  by  AldermaD  Purdy; 
"stand  aside,  damn  your  eyes,  or  we  will  runyou  downf 
be  saw  the  following  persons,  all  members  of  engine  compa- 
ny No-  10. — Addison  Thome,  George  Schlmiund  John  L. 
^is ;  be  thinks  there  were  at  least  eight  or  nine  membenof 
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present  at  the  time  of  the  assault ;  when  the  fracas  was  over 
assisted  in  carrying  the  machine  to  the  watch-house,  and 
agreed  with  otiiers  of  the  company  to  abandon  her ;  the  Fcne- 
man  was  present. 

Aaron  B.  PoZmer  being  called  and  sworn,  testified  that  he 
was  present  at  the  time  of  the  assault  upon  Alderman  Por- 
dy ;  heard  Alderman  Purdy  call  for  assistance  ;  that  in  his 
opinion  every  body  around  could  have  heard  him ;  ofiered 
to  render  assistance,  but  found  the  blows  dealt  out  pretty 
liberally  on  those  that  interfered  to  rescue  Alderman  Puidyi 
and  therefore  retired. 

Peter  Hurley  called  and'sworn ;  saw  engine  No.  10  brought 
to  the  watch-house  on  the  first  of  January  last ;  the  personi 
who  brought  it  said,  '^  here  is  the  engine  and  you  will  ham 
the  rest  of  t/iem  before  morning' ;  the  Captain  of  Watch 
ordered  them  to  disperse,  and  a  reply  was  made,  ^^Jiremem 
stand  your  ground/^  the  engine  was  abandoned  and  leftia 
the  street ;  some  time  after,  engine  No.  32  was  brought  then 
and  left  for  a  time,  but  dnrinfi^  the  nijrlit  was  taken  awav. 

Cornelius  Francisco  beinor  called  and  sworn,  testified  that 
he  was  present  at  the  time  of  thefracus,  on  the  nightof  the  first 
of  January  last ;  was  quite  near  by  at  the  lime ;  did  not  see 
Alderman  Purdy ;  did  not  hear  a  call  for  assistance ;  went  to 
the  watch-house  and  afterwards  left  the  ensriue  at  the  watch- 
house.  As  he  Was  going  up  the  Bowery,  he  fell  in  with 
ThornCj  Hoffman.  Lig-htbody,  Bntts  and  Ellis,  and  they  all 
walked  up  the  Bowery  toifcther ;  this  was  after  the  machine 
was  abandoned,  and  thev  knew  the  mad  line  was  at  the 
watch-house ;  the  Foreman  Mr.  Thorne  did  not  say  any 
thing  to  them  about  going  l^ack  after  the  machine ;  believes 
it  was  perfectly  understood  the  machine  was  carried  to  the 
watch-house  to  be  abandoned. 

Ira  Munsoji  and  Isacc  Vati  Bcnschoten^  were  called  and 
sworn,  and  testified  tlial  they  were  the  Captains  of  the  2nd 
District  Watch ;  that  engine  No.  10  was  brought  to  the 
watch-house  on  the  night  of  the  first  of  January  last,  and 
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iff  the  firemen  who  brought  it  there ;  that  it  re- 
Uttdlied  in  the  street  before  the  door  of  watch  house  during 
the  whole  night 

JohnL.  EUia  called  and  sworn,  was  with  the  engine 
when  the  assault  took  place  on  the  first  of  January  last,  did 
not  see  a  blow  struck,  or  hear  a  call  for  assistance ;  walked 
wAii  the  engine  to  the  watch-house,  where  she  was  left ; 
isaw  ibe  foUowing  members  present:  Thorne,  Hoffman, 
iFYandsco,  James  and  J.  G.  Liglitbody. 

The  jfollowing  Members  of  Engine  Company  No.  10,  were 
orikd''  tfcd  sworn,  and  testified  they  were  not  out  with  the 
eogihe-oii  the  first  instant. :  Thomas  Good,  John  Stansfield, 
Ckodt  Wslfcdry  Moses  C.  Palmer,  Charles  Neale,  John  D. 
IffCfttfy,  aind  John  Thompson. 

fthe  following  Members  of  Engine  Company  No.  10, 
Ifid  liOt  appear  before  the  committee :  John  L.  Hofiman, 
Btihitfd  Williamson,  Ephraim  Bolander,  David  Holmes, 
*fh<Sttad  Straight,  James  Bird,  A.  L.  Pardee,  James  Ryan, 
William  Graham,  Allen  P.  Thomas,  William  H.  Adams, 
ftnd  "Sidney  S.Bctts. 


,  Voiir  Committee  J  at  the  first  and  second  sittings,  esamin- 
ed  all  the  officers  and  members  of  Fire  Engine  Company  No. 
JQj  who  were  in  attendance  before  your  committtee — and 
after  said  second  sitting,  said  committee  notified  the  mem- 
bers of  said  company,  that  the  committee  would  meet  again, 
titti  Vtitild,  at  such  adjourned  meeting,  examine  any  other 
petSbn  or  persons  in  the  premises,  if  said  members  would 
fOCtmsh  the  name  or  names  of  witnesses,  so  that  notices 
odnld  be  duly  served.  But  your  committee  regret  to  state 
ttmtthe  officers  and  members  of  said  company  did  not  give 
thenatn^  of  any  one  whom  they  desired  should  be  examin- 
ed before  your  committee. 

JUter  four  several  sittings,  your  committee  closed  the  in- 
quiry, and  have  above  given  the  testimony  as  taken  down 
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<7(ftmcO|  that  in  this  view,  and  in  these  sentiments,  they 
are  sustained  by  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer ;  as 
Mr.  GuUck  .distinctly  assured  your  committee,  that  it  was 
the  universal  wish  of  the  Fire  Department  that  the  mem- 
h€rs  implicated  in  the  disgraceful  proceedings  of  the  first 
^  Januairy  last  should  be  severely  punished. 

Bat  your  committee  would  represent,  that  although  said  • 
assault  on  Alderman  Purdy  was  most  violent,  and  altoge-

But  your  committee  are  compelled  to  state,  that  it  was  ' 
evi^^t  to  your  committee,  that  at  least  nine  or  ten  members 
of  said  company  were  present  at  the  time  of  the  assault — 
and  must  have  been  within  hearing  when  Alderman  Purdy 
proclaimed  himself  to  be  a  magistrate,  and  demanded  assis- 
loj^Ge^and  yet  no  one  came  tq,  his  aid.  That  said  assault 
was  made  as  an  expression  of  hostile  feeling  towards  the

The  subscriber  respectfully  informs  the  Common  Council, 
that  by  an  error  which  occurred  in  preparing  the  Report  of 
the  Commissioners  in  the  matter  of  wideniug  Beaver-street 
and  closing  part  of  the  same,  between  Broad-street  and  Wil- 
liam-street in  the  First  Ward  of  this  City,  an  assessment  for 
benefit,  amounting  to  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  dol* 
larS|  upon  certain  property  fronting  on  Beaver-street,  was 
omitted,  and  that  such  omission  was  not  discovered  until 
after  the  confirmation  of  the  Report.  The  effect  of  this 
omission  is  to  leave  a  balance  or  excess  of  the  amount  of 
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damages  and  expenses  over  and  above  the  sums  assessed  for 
benefit  in  the  said  matter,  to  be  paid  by  the  Corporation. 

The  subscriber  would  further  state,  that  by  the  185th  Sec- 
tion of  the  "  Act  to  reduce  several  laws  relating  particularly 
to  the  City  of  New- York  into  one  Act,"  passed  April  9th, 
1813;  it  is  provided  that  in  case  there  should  be  any  such 
excess  or  balance  to  be  paid  by  the  Corporation,  over  and

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Resolution,  has  been  suggested  by  the  recent  extensiye  fire, 
and  that  it  has  been  adopted  in  the  Board  of  Assistants,  as  a 
means  of  affording  some  relief  to  many,  whose  resources 
have  been  impaired  by  that  calamity,  the  Committee  have 
considered  it  with  much  care  and  attention,  and  with  a  sinr 
cere  desire  to  arrive  at  such  a  conclusion,  as  might  best 
comport  with  the  interests  of  the  City. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  a  large  number  of  the  tax  pay- 
ing inhabitants,  have  suffered  either  directly  or  indirectly  • 
by  the  late  fire,  and  that  a  little  indulgence  as  to  the  time  of 
collecting  their  taxes,  would  probably  afford  some  conT&- 
nience  to  persons  thus  situated.  The  proportion,  however, 
of  those  citizens  to  whom  such  extension  of  time  could  be 
of  material  advantage,  must  be  small  in  comparison  to  the 
whole  taxable  population  of  the  City ;  and  it  appears  to  Aie 
Committee,  that  the  utmost  benefit  which  can  be  expected  (d 
result  from  this  measure,  would  be  greatly  outweighed'  by 
the  disadvantages  attending  it. 

It  is  well  known,  that  with  the  utmost  diligence  in  collec- 
ting the  taxes  of  this  City,  the  money  is  not  rcceiV'ed  into 
the  treasury  as  rapidly  or  abundantly  as  is  required  for  the 
current  expenses ;  the  consequence  of  which  is,  that  the 
Common  Council  are  frequently  obliged  to  anticipate  these 
funds  by  temporary  loans,  or  to  draw  upon  other  resources, 
to  meet  the  exigencies  for  which  the  income  of  taxes  ought 
to  furnish  an  adequate  supply.    It  was  to  remedy  this  very 
evil,  that  tlie  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  during  the  last 
Session,  authorising  a  percentage  on  unpaid  taxes  was  ap- 
plied for ;  and  so  far  as  the  convenience  of  the  Common 
Council  is  concerned,  the  necessity  for  a  rigid  eoforcemeot 
of  the  said  law,  is  perhaps  greater  at  the  present  period, 
than  it  ever  has  yet  been,  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
City,  being  from  the  same  cause  which  probably  suggested 
the    annexed   Resolution,    increased  beyond   their  usual

The.Thole  expense  of  each  lamp  for  six  months  is  $6  53 
eepts,  01 913  06  1^  cents  per  year,  which  is  two  dollars  per 
year  more  for  a  gas-lamp  than  oil,  independent  of  the  dilfer- 
-  eiice  in  the  original  cost  and  expense  of  keeping  in  repair  oil 
and^as^anips,  posts  and  fixtures ;  the  original  cost  of  an  oil 
lamp-pc^,  with  lamp  complete  and  fitting  up,  is  about  $8. 
25  cents ;  the  cost  of  a  gns  lamp-post,  with  lamp  complete, 
aad  fitting  up,  is  about  $27 — and  tho  expense  lor  repairs  is 
about  in  proportion  to  the  original  cost  pf  each.  Yet,  when 
thf  impprtaace  of  having  the  city  well  lighted,  and  the  snpe- 
nority  of  good  gas  over  oil  for  that  purpose  is  considered 
the  extra  expense  for  gas  would  seem  unimportant,  providct 
tlie  otyect  could  by  tliut  means  be  obtained.  But  it  is  to  be 
that  although  several  streets  atid  parts  of  strectSfD^ 
■  lighted  witli  gas,  causes  exist  that  renders  streets 
ed,  little,  if  any  advantage  over  streets  lighted  with 
the  frequent,  short  supply  of  gas  furnished  for  the 
lamps  until  late  in  the  evening  after  the  stores  tire  cLosed, 
and  the  consumption  of  gas  conscriueiilly  diminished.  Se- 
-condly,  the  inability  of  the  undersigned  to  have  such  repairs 
a9  are  almost  daily  required  to  some  of  tliccondnctors  (unless 
mich  repairs  be  made  at  the  expense  uf  tlie  Corporation)  at- 
tended to  with  that  fidelity  and  promptness  ihnt  the  impor- 
tance of  the  case  requires;  and  thirdly  the  frequent  infe- 
riority or  impurity  of  the  article  furnished  by  the  manufac- 
tory. The  importance  of  having  the  public  streets  well 
lighted  is  acknowledged  by  all,  and  in  order  to  accomplish 
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(as  far  as  conld  then  be  done)  this  demrabie  objeeti  Ae  Gor* 
poration  of  the  City  of  New-York,  on  the  12th  day  of  May, 
1823,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  New- York  Gaa  Cam- 
pany  to  furnish  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  best  quality  of  gas 
for  all  the  Public  Lamps  they  mi^ht,  from  time  to  time,  be 
required  to  light  with  gas,  south  of  a  line  running  pemlld 
with  Grand-street ;  and  in  return  for  the  advantages  contem- 
plated to  be  derived  from  having  that  part  of  the  City  well 
lighted,  the  Corporation  granted  to  the  New- York  Gas  Com- 
pany the  exclusive  privilege  of  laying  their  pi  pes,  and  vending 
eras  in  all  the  streets  south  of  said  line ;  the  whole  number  of 
public  lamps  furnished  with  gas  up  to  the  1st  September,  183S, 
(although  a  much  larger  number  had  for  several  years  been 
ordered  by  the  Common  Council  to  be  efected  and  lighted,) 
^  was  444,  during  a  period  of  nearly  eleven  years  from  the 
commencement  of  said  Compatiy,  to  manufa«-ture  gas,  since 
the  hrst  of  August,  1S35,  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  gas 
posts  have  been  erected,  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  of 
wliicli  are  lighted.  By  the  beforenamcd  contract  with  the 
iNew-York  Gas  Company,  the  Corporation  ag^ree  to  be  at  the 
expense  of  lamps,  lamp-irons,  lamp-posts,  and  fittings  up,  but 
at  no  other  expense  for  fixtures,  conductors,  repairs,  or  on 
any  other  account  whatsoever.  From  the  particular  and  spe- 
cific enumeration  of  the  several  items  for  which  the  Corpora- 
tion are  properly  chargeable,  it  is  believed  that  all  expenses 
other  than  those  enumerated,  were  intended  and  so  agreed 
to  be  borne  by  the  New- York  Gas  Company,  and  that 
considerable  sums  of  money  have,  from  time  to  lime,  been 
paid  by  the  Corporation  for  services  which  the  New-York 
Gas  Company  were  bound  by  their  contract  to  have  paid 
themselves. 

Under  a  general  charge  for  erecting  gas-posts,  I  find  the 
Corporation  have  paid  for  tapping  the  main-pii)es  of  the 
Company,  and  for  laying  the  service-pipe  from  the  mains  to 
the  lamp-posts.  This,  it  will  be  seen,  even  though  there  was 
no  contract  to  the  contrary,  is  a  unusual  and  entirely  extra 
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eharise,  it  hein;  notononsljr  the  custom  of  the  Company,  at 
their  own  expense,  to  bring  the  service-pipe  to  the  wall  of 
the  house  or  place  proposed  to  be  lighted,  having  been 
directed  by  the  Common  Council  to  erect  posts  in  several 
streets  designed  to  be  lighted  with  ^as,  I  proceeded  agreeably 
with  the  contract  to  erect  the  posts  and  lamp-irons,  and  place 
the  lamps  therein  ;  1  then  gave  notice  to  the  company  that 
said  posts  was  ready  to  receive  the  gas,  and  rei|uested  them 
to  Tumish  it,  and  was  informed  the  ('ompany  were  ready  to 
furcish  gas,  ond  would  as  soon  I  should  lay  the  service-pipe 
This,  (believing  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Company  to  do,)  I 
positively  declined  doing,  having  waited  some  two  or  three 
wt*eks,  in  order  that  the  Company  might  have  time  to  con- 
sider, and  commence  laying  the  service-pipe;  and  the  Com- 
pany still  n^lectipg  to  do  it,  1  gave  notice  to  the  Compony, 
through  their  Agent,  Mr.Morrison,  that  unless  the  Company 
shoald,  by  a  given  time,  commence  laying  of  the 
service-pipe,  a  profiecution  would  be  comm^^nced  against 
them  for  a  violation  of  their  contract,  and  was  soon  ailer  in- 
foraied  by  said  Morrison,  that  the  Company  had  agreed  and 
given  him  orders  to  commence  the  laying  of  said  pipe,whioh 
was  done,  and  the  lamps  lighted.  Here  another  difficulty 
arose,  the  Company  insisting  that  it  was  their  right  to  light 
at  an  expense  of  two  cents  per  lamp,  all  the  gas- lumps  that 
might  be  erecttd  ;  and,  asserting  a  determination  to  make 
the  usual  charcre  for  lighting  even  though  the  lamps  should 
be  lighted  by  the  Lighters  of  the  Cor|  oration.  .  Sensible  of 
the  responsibility,  and  actuated  solely  by  a  desire  honestly 
to  perform  my  duty,  I  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  justice  of 
the  claim  set  up  by  the  Gas  Company,  and  having  become 
convinced  that  their  claim  was  groundless,  I  decided  to  retain 
in  possession  of  the  Corporation  Lighters  the  gas-lamps  that 
1  had  erected,  and  thereby  save  to  the  Corporation  the  extra 
price  charged  to  the  Gas  Company  for  performing  that  ser« 
vice,  as  the  Company  now  receive  for  lighting  444  lamps, 
seven  hundred  dollars  per  year  more  than  would  be  paid 
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although  it  would  add  to  the  present  expenses,  would  go  far 
to  .remove  the  present  cause  of  complaint  of  the  lights  in 
the  public  streets ;  audi  would  tijcrefore  suggest,  that  a  law 
be  passed,  defining  the  distance  at  which  lamps,  according 
to  the  width  of  the  streets,  should  be  placed.  Such  a  regu- 
lation would  ^ive  to  each  street  its  proper  proportion  of  light 
— regulate  the  unequal  distances  at  which  the  lamps  now 
fitand,  and  g;ive  a  uniformity  of  light  to  the  whole.  The 
plan  heretofore  pursued  in  most  of  tlie  wide  streets  and  ave 
nues  of  doubUtJsr  or  placing  lamps  directly  oppositi;  each  other 
fails,  in  my  opinion,  to  produce  the  end  designed.  The  lamps 
being  thus  placed  from  eighty  to  a  hundred  feet  apart,  and  in 
fiome  instances  still  farther,  emit  an  oblique  ray  of  light  of 
about  twenty-seven  feet,  leaving  the  intervening  angles  per^ 
fectly  anlighted,  whereas  the  same  number  of  lamps  placed 
on  an  angle,  would  give  an  equal  and  nearly  continuous 
body  of  light.

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  BURNT  DISTRICT. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  those  interested  in  the  con- 
templated improvements  within  the  burnt  District,  held 
pursuant  to  public  notice,  at  the  City  Hall,  January  2d, 
1836. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  report  upon  the  style  and  man- 
ner of  building,  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  of  15, 
and  that  they  be  requested  to  report  to  a  future  meet- 
ing. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  15,  upon  streets  having 
been  read,  it  was. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  taken  up  by  Sections,  referring 
to  the  map  made  by  Bridges,  for  the  owners  of  lots. 

§  1.  Recommending  the  widening  of  Water-street  upon 
the  southerly  side  to  fifty  feet ;  was  referred  to  those  inte- 
rested in  tlie  street. 

§  2.  Opening  a  new  street  by  continuing  Coenties  Alley 
jfrom  Coenties  Slip  to  William-street,  forty  feet  in  width,  the 
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videning  U>  be  oa  the  easterly,  was  amended  by  recommend- 
ing the  opening  of  Bead  street  of  forty  foet  in  width,  leaving 
it  to  the  Common  Council  to  fix  the  lines  on  either  side  of 
said  Alley. 

i  3.  The  widening  of  Pearl-street  upon  the  nordierly  side, 
between  Coenties  Slip  and  Old  Slip,  so  as  not  to  be  less 
than  forty  feet  throughout ;  adopted  unanimously. 

14.  The  widening  of  Pearl-street,  between  HanoVer 
Square  and  Wall-street  upon  the  northerly  side,  alb  as  not 
to  be  less  than  forty-five  feet  at  any  point  therein ;  adop-, 
ted  by  a  great  majority. 

16.  The  widening  of  William-street  upon  the  easterly 
side,  between  Exchange  Place  and  Hanover  Sqii^are,  so  as 
not  to  be  less  than  forty  feet  throughout,  and  the  straighten- 
ing of  the  line  of  William-street  at  its  intersection  with 
Beaver-street ;  adopted  unanimously. 

1 6.  The  straightening  tlie  westerly  line  of  Hanover-street, 
between  Merchant-street  and  Exchange  Place  and  the  wi- 
daniAg  of  Exchange  Place  firom  Hanover-street  to  Broad- 
ftxeety  so  as  to  be  forty  feet  throughout,  according  to  the  red 
lioei  upon  said  map,  was  amended  by  recommending  the 
widening  without  reference  to  the  lines  drawn  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  adopted  as  amended.  ^ 

}  7.  That  a  new  street  be  opened  by  continuing  Beaver- 
street  firom  William-street,  forty  feet  in  width  to  Pearl-street 
near  Wall-street,  taking  off  a  few  feet  at  the  comer  of  Pearl 
and  Wall  streets ;  and  the  closing  of  so  much  of  Merchant- 
street,  as  would  not  be  embraced  in  the  projected  new  street. 

On  motion,  that  the  7th  Section  of  the  reconmiendation 
of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in,  it  was  upon  a  count 
dieclaired  to  be  lost — twenty-seven  voting  in  tEe  affirmative 
and  twenty-nine  in  the  negative.

Tlie  whole  report  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

By  Alderman  Cebra : 

Resolved  by  this  meetings  That  it  is  inexpedient  to

The  Comnayittee  on  Public  Lands  and  Places,  the  Com- 
Uae  on  Streets,  and  the  Street  Commissioner,  to  whom 
IS  referred  thd  petition  of  a  number  of  citizens,  freeholders, 
lying  the  Common  Council  to  take  the  proper  measures 
designating  and  setting  apart  a  suitable  location  for  a 
bUci8quare>  and  recommending  for  that  purpose  the  pre- 
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of  the  last  ten  years,  has,  in  a  more  particular  manner, 
shown  in  various  points  of  view,  the  great  advantages  re- 
salting  from  their  adoption.  They  beautify  and  embellish 
those  partici\lar  sections  where  they  have  been  formed,  and 
by  the  rapid  appreciation  in  value  of  the  surrounding  pro- 
perty, most  abundantly  remunerate  the  cost  of  forming  them. 
Pablic  opinion  is  so  universally  in  affirmation  of  this  point, 
the  Committee  believe  it  wholly  unnecessary  to  dweU 
'  upon  it 

In  respect  to  the  special  place  mentioned  in  the  petition 
as  a  suitable  site  to  be  set  apart  for  public  uses,  viz:  The 
groonds  at  present  occupied  by  the  House  of  Refuge  for 
juvenile  delinquents,  and  the  adjacent  lands,  the  Committee, 
with  a  viewof  having  the  subject  more  fully  brought  before 
tlMDi|  caased  a  map  to  be  made  (and  which  is  herewith  pre- 
smted.)  This  map  exhibits  the  land  lying  between  23d 
end  88th  streets,  and  from  the'  Eastern  Post  road,  to  the 
BlooniingdiBile  road,  as  being  that  land  which  it  is  proposed 
to  estaUish  as  the  great  public  square.  This  plot  contains 
aboat  seventeen  acres,  of  which  about  five  acres  are  owned 
in'fee  by  the  city,  and  are  at  present  occupied  by  the  House 
ef  Bafnge  for  juvenile  delinquents,  on  special  agreements 
between  the  Corporation  of  the  city  and  the  Managers  of 
that  Institution.  Tne  remaining  twelve  acres  are  owned  by 
various  individuals,  and  in  the  event  of  forming  the  square, 
mnst  be  obtained,  either  by  purchase  from  them,  or  by  the 
nsaal  operations  of  law,  as  other  squares  have  been  taken. 
•  It  is  stated,  and  the  Conmiittee  think  an  examination  of 
the  map  will  confirm  this  statement,  that  the  geographical 
position  of  this  plot  of  ground  renders  it  peculiarly  appro- 
priate for  a  public  square.  It  is  nearly  central  between  the 
two  rivers,  a  little  over  two  miles  from  the  present  City  Hall, 
and  is  just  above  the  junction  of  Broadway  and  the  Bowery, 
those  two  great  thoroughfares  leading  from  the  densely 
populated  parts  of  the  city,  thus  bringing  together  two  great 
lines  of  travel ;   and  it  is  also  situated  at  the  confluence  of 
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Street;  wad  in  this  way  insure  to  the  owners  of  the  sor* 
rounding  land]  the  full  and  uninterrupted  use  and  enjoy- 
ment of  the  considerations  for  ^hich  the  assessments  on 
Ibem  might  be  made.  Although  the  Committee  entertain  a 
&Torable  opinion  of  this  view  of  tlie  subject^  as  relating  to 
Ms  last  mentioned  proposition,  they  do  not  feel  called  upon 
at  this  lime  to  discuss  this  particular  point,  having  full  con- 
fidenoe  that  if  these  proceedings  go  on  to  consummation, 
fliU  and  impartial  justice  will  be  done  to  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned. 

With  respect  to  tliat  part  of  the  subject  committed  to  them 
concerning  the  House  of  Refuge,  and  whether  in  the  event  of 
the  square  being  formed,  it  is  desirable  or  expedient  to  con* 
tinoe  their  occupation  of  that  part  of  it  now  held  by  them, 
the  Committee  beg  to  say,  they  very  fully  appreciate  the 
excellence  of  the  institution,  viewing  it  as  eminently  salutary 
in  its  operation,  and  they  hold  in  high  estimation  the  lauda- 
Uo  and  praiseworthy  motives  of  the  very  respectable  gen- 
tlemen who  are  its  conductor^,  and  whose  indefatigable  zeal 
has  80  largely  contributed  to  the  beneficial  results  flowing 
therefrom.  But  still  they  are  compelled  to  say,  they  think 
the  time  has  arrived,  which  renders  it  necessary  for  the 
public  authorities  to  consider  on  this  expediency^  of  pro- 
Tiding  a  more  suitable  location  for  this  institution,  with  all 
convenient  speed,  for  it  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  the  presence 
^its  prison  like  buildings  and  its  massive  and  gloomy  walls, 
operates  with  material  force  in  depreciating  the  value  of  the 
iiurrounding  property,  and  the  Committee  cannot  but  ex- 
press the  opinion  that  it  is  quite  expedient  to  cause  its  remo- 
val to  some  situation  more  distant  from  the  populous  part  of 
the  city,  where  ail  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  its  dis- 
cipline, may  still  be  experienced  without  the  evils  which,  (it 
must  be  admitted)  are  now  felt  by  the  owners*  of  real  estate 
iA  its  vicinity. 

It  IS  here  proper  to  remark,  also,  that  in  a  pecuniary  point 
of  view,  and  as  far  as  the  pubUc  treasury  may  be  afSdctedby 


Already  has  it  been  thought  advisable  to  consider  on  Ibe 
oeceseiiy  of  preparing  for  the  removal  of  this  great  estahlisb- 
meat  to  some  more  suitable  place,  and  to  dispose  of  all  Itiie 
lands  now  occupied  by  it,  by  reason  of  the  increasing  popn- 
lation  approaching  closely  to  it,  and  also,  in  consequence  of 
tlie  immense  appreciation  in  value  of  the  laud  composing  it ; 
and  it  is  even  now  ascertained,  that  the  improvements  by 
wharfingaiid  fillirig  up,  now  going  on  and  nearly  com}^eted 
there,  will  produce  more  than  double  their  cost  to  the  Cor- 
poration. 

The  Committee  cannot  but  believe,  that  the  establishment 
of  this  proposed  great  square  and  site  for  public  buildings, 
will  very  materially  and  beneficiiilly  operate  on  the  value  of 
tlie  Bellevue  lands,  when  tlie  proper  lime  airives  for  iheii 
disposal. 
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They  further  b^  leave  to  state,  that  from  an  examination 
of  the  accomfMinyihg  map,  it  will  be  seen,  the  formation  of 
the  proposed  public  place,  will  close  up  some  parts  of  24th, 
26th,  26th,  and  27th-streets,  and  of  the  Fifth  Avenpe,  and 
the  intermediate  street,  between  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Ave- 
naiBs,  80  as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  wheel  carriages  through 
the  square,  leaving  at  all  times  free  access  for  passengers 
through  the  openings  of  the  gates  which  will  be  placed  op- 
posite thes»  streets  and'Ajirenue  respectively. 

In  other  public  squares  now  laid  out  in  the  city,  the  same , 
regulations  are  observed,  without  producing  any  complaints 
of  inconvenience,  and  the  Committee  do  not  see  any  reason 
to  believe  it  would  arise  here,  unless  it  were  in  the  case  of 
closing  up  that  part  of  the  Fifth  Avenue,  which  might  per- 
haps be  objected  to,  as  shutting  up  one  of  the  leading*  Ave- 
nues  into  the  city.  If  this  should  be  so,  it  is  not  believed 
that  this  would  altogetlier  materially  interfere  with  the  plan 
of  the  square,  should  the  Fiflh  Avenue  be  continued  down 
to  S3d-street ;  still  they  think  the  plan  in  its  present  shape, 
{HreferaUe. 

From  the  foregoing  detailed  statement  of  facts  and  reason- 
ing thereon,  it  will  be  seen,  the  Committee  are  in  favor  of 
the  leading  points  of  the  plan,  leaving  all  the  incidental  de- 
tails to  be  hereafter  settled,  if  the  Common  Council  decide 
affiirmatively  as  to  the  main  question,  and  offer  the  fol- 
lowing. 

Resolved^  That  the  public  interest  requires  the  laying  out 
and  forming  a  public  square  or  place  to  extend  from  23d  to 
28th-street,  and  from  the  Bloomingdale  Road  to  the  eastern 
poast-road,  according  to  the  map  accompanying  this  report, 
and  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  is  hereby  instructed  to 
prepare  a  proper  memorial  and  bill,  for  an  application  to  be 
made  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  at  its  present  session,

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 
Thai  the  property  in  question  lies  between  the  lines  of 
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mich  new  market.  The  fact  that  the  Corporation  already 
owns  one-third  of  this  property,  affords  an  argument  in 
favor  of  appropriating  it  for  that  purpose,  if  no  preponde- 
rating objection  should  exist  against  such  a  selection ;  but 
independent  of  that  circumstance,  the  Committees  are  en- 
tixely  satisfied  that  the  property  in  question  is  better  adapt- 
ed than  any  other  in  the  neighborhood  for  such  purpose ; 
and  that  public  convenience  requires  that  it  should  be  so 
appropriated.  If  they  are  correct  in  this  opinion,  it  cannot 
be  doubted  that  the  Common  Council  should  take  early 
meaanres  to  carry  the  said  improvement  into  effect — and 
the  first  step  is  to  obtain  a  law  authorising  the  Supreme 
CSonrt  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  estimate  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  to  the  owners  of  the  remaining  undivided 
two-thirds.  If  these  proceedings  be  delayed,  measures  may 
be-  first  taken  by  Messrs.  Jones  and  King,  to  effect  a  parti- 
tioni  and  buildings  may  be  erected  upon  that  part  of  the 
property  which  by  such  partition  would  become  the  sepa- 
rate share  of  those  gentlemen.  The  consequence  of  this 
would  be  that  the  Corporation  would  be  obliged  to  pay  for 
such  improvements,  in  addition  to  the  land,  or  select  some 
other  site  less  eligible  for  the  contemplated  market.

In  accordance  with  your  wish,  as  I  understood  you,  that 
the  Water  Commissioners  would  cause  an  examination  to  be 
made  as  to  the  practical>ility,  and  probable  expense  of  lorciug 
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by  steam  engines,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water,  from  the 
North  or  East  River,  to  a  reservoir,  to  be  erected  on  Murray 
Hill|  in  aid  of  the  present  means  for  extinguishing  fires,  we 
have  the  honor  of  la3ring  before  you  a  Report  from  ouj  En- 
gineer on  the  subject. 

The  distance  from  the  site  of  a  reservoir  on  Murray  Hill 
to  the  North  River,  is  stated  to  be  about  6,100  feet,  while  to 
Ifae  East  River  it  is  only  3,900  feet,  an4,  therefore,  it  is  pro* 
posed  to  draw  the  water  from  the  East  River,  as  the  least 
expensive  of  the  two  projects. 

The  Engineer  proposes  erecting  an  Engine  at  the  foot  of 
40tb-street,  on  the  East  River,  and  from  thence  to  force  the 
water  to  a  receiving  tank,  to  be  built  on  a  high  ridge  of 
lind  immediately  in  the  vicinity  of  the  river,  and  from  said 
tank,  to  lead  it  by  iron  pipes  followiag  the  sinuosity  of  the 
ground,  to  a  reservoir  to  be  erected  on  Murray  Hill. . 

It  is  further  proposed,  that  the  eqgine  shall  be  of  26  or  30 
liorse  power,  i^rhich  will  be  able  to  raii^  from  the  river  about 
three  millions  of  gallons  of  water  every  24  hours,  and  place 
it  in  the  reservoir  through  a  conduit  pipe  of  20  inches  in 
diameter. 

The  total  expense  for  the  necessary  buildings,  machineryi 
lion  conduit  pipes,  damages  to  land,  and  contingencies,  is 
estimated  at  $76,060.  This,  however,  does  not  include  the 
reservoir  at  Murray  Hill,  as  that,  when  built,  will  be  merged , 
in  the  expense  of  supplying  the  city  with  water ;  nor  does  it 
include  the  necessary  conduit-pipes  from  said  reservoir,  to 
those  now  laid  to  the  south  of  13th-street. 

The  Engineer  has  also  entered  into  an  estimate  of  the 
expense  of  working  a  30  horse  engine  per  day,  which  for 
fiiel,  attendance,  wear  and  tear,  &c.,  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
$29  for  every  24  hours  work,  or  allowing  300  working 
days  to  the  year,  to  $8,700  per  annum.  The  annual  ex- 
pense to  the  city,  therefore,  adopting  this  data,  and  including 
interest  on  the  capital  to  be  expended,  both  for  bringing  the 
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Of  <me  and  a  half  millions  in  12  hours,  and  less  than  this^ 
iX  if  thought,  would  not  insure  the  object  of  affording,  un- 
der all  ciscumstances,  an  ample  and  certain  supply.  ^  For 
the  easjr  and  prompt  delivery  of  this  quantity  into  the  reser- 
Toir,  the  conduit  pipe  should  not  be  less  than  twenty 
inches  in  diameter,  and  with  these  data  we  are  now  pre- 
pared to  estimate  the  expenses  of  the  works,  as  follows,

In  submitting  the  foregoing  remarks  and  calculations,  I 
have  perhaps  said  all  that  is  strictly  required  of  me  by  the 
terms  of  the  resolution,  and  the  Board  are  now  in  possession 
of  the  data  for  estimating  the  practicablity  and  the  expense 
of  the  contemplated  work.  There  still  remains,  however, 
a  question  of  no  little  importance  in  reference  to  the  prac- 
tical utility  of  this  project,  about  which  I  must  beg  leave 


into  the  tank  in  Thirteenth-street,  irrespecfively  of  the  Mll^ 
ray's  Hill  reservoir  altogether. 

It  seems  to  be  understood  from  the  Joquiries  which  bam 
l^een  made,  that  if,  by  any  means,  this  tank  could  be  kept, 
under  all  circumstances,  and  in  every  state  of  demand,  a&- 
mlutely  full,  it  would  probably  afford  as  great  a  degree  of 
facility  in  putting  out  fires  as  can  be  realized,  until  the  wa- 
ters of  the  Croton  are  received  and  distributed  through  the 
city. 

It  is  also  stated.thal  springs  of  fresh  water  may  be  obtain- 
ed by  moderate  diggings  on  the  cast  side  of  the  city,  from 
which  a  supply,  altogether  sufficient  for  this  purpose,  may 
be  procured,  in  which  case  the  injury  to  which  the  pipes, 
plugs,  and  stop-cocks,  as  well  as  goods,  furniture  and  build- 
ings, would  be  in  some  degree  exposed  by  the  use  of  salt 
water,  may  be  avoided. 
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The  iacilities  of  this  supply  may  be  extended  to  all  parts 
of  the  city,  by  laying  down  the  residue  of  the  pipes,  with ' 
much  less  delay  than  would  be  necessary  for  laying  down 
an  entire  new  system;  and  toithout  lass  of  labor j  if  that 
residue  be  laid  in  conformity  with  the  system  recommended 
by  the  Water  Conamissioners. 

.  The  expense  of  this  additional  supply  would  be  much 
less  than  that  of  the  works  above  estimated.  The  capacity 
of  the  engine,  in  addition  to  those  now  in  use,  need  not  boi 
more  than  15  horse  power,  and  the  diameter  ^of  the  main 
certainly  not  more  than  fifteen  inches,  from  which  iiata 
the  estimate  would  stand  as  follows,  viz :

Jmrts  of  Merchant-street  ds  are  not  required  for  the  said 
extension  of  Beaver-street,  together  with  several  remon- 
ibances  against  the  proposition, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT : 

That  with  a  view  to  gain  all  the  information  in  relatiou 
to  Ihis  highly  important  question,  your  Committee  have, 
until  this  time,  refrained  from  reporting  tlicreon. 
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Your  committee  would  here  remark,  that  one  of  the  peti- 
tkmers  stated  to  tliem,  than  in  order  to  lessen  the  aasess^ 
ment,  he  would  consent  to  relinquish  all  claim  upon  the 
gtonnd  in  Merchant-Street,  between  Hanover  and  Pearl 
streets,  of  which  he  is  the  owner  in  fe)e,  thereby  reducing, 
in  a  very  great  degree,  the  expense  ot  carrying  this  improve- 
ment into  effect. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  may  be  observed,  that 
at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  committee,  prior  to  their  late

With  respect  to  that  part  of  thesnbjoct  committed  to  them 
concerning  the  House  of  Refngc,  and  whether,  in  the  eTent 
of  the  square  beiiif;  formed,  it  is  desirable  or  expedient  to 
continue  tlieir  occupation  of  that  part  of  it  now  held  by  then), 
the  committee  bcgitosay,  they  very  fully  appreciate  theexcel- 
lence  of  the  inslitmion,  yiewino;  it  as  eminently  salutary  in 
its  operation,  and  they  hold  in  high  estimation  tlie  laudaNe 
and  praiseworthy  motives  of  the  very  respectable  gent iemeQ 
■who  are  its  conducters,  and  whose  indefalrsrable  zeal  has  so 
largely  contributed  to  the  beneficial  results  flowing  therefrom. 
But  still  they  are  compelled  to  say,  they  think  the  time  has 
arrived  which  renders  It  necessary  for  the  public  authori- 
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ties  id  tansider  on  this  expedu^ncy  of  jmrnding  a  more 
(niitable  locatioa  for  this  institution  with  iJl  conveniem 
speed;  for  it  is  not  to  be  denied  that  the  presence  of  itt 
prison^like  buildings,  and  its  n^assive  and  gloomy  waUi^^ 
operate  with  material  force  in  depreciating  the  Yaloe  of 
the  surrounding  property,  and  the  committee  cannqtbut  ex- 
press the  opinion,  that  it  is  quite  expedient  to  cause  its  re- 
moval to  some  situation  more  distant  from  the  populous  part 
of  the  city,  within  a  reasonable  period,  where  all  the  ad- 
vantages to  be  derived  from  its  discipline  may  stiH  be  ex- 
perienced without  the  evils  which  (it  must  be  admitted)  are 
now  felt  by  the  owners  ^f  real  estate  in  its  vicinity. 

Your  committee  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  a  ma- 
terial benefit  will  result  to  the  city  treasury  by  the  eistablish- 
ment  of  this  square  as  proposed,  and  they  base' their  calcu* 
tions  on  the  following  facts : — The  city  authorities  own  about 
thirty-four  acres  of  land  but  a  short  distance  above  where  it 
is  proposed  to  locate  this  square,  and  if.  the  same  results  fol- 
low this  operation  as  have  heretofore  been  found  in  similar 
oases,  a  large  appreciation  of  value  in  the  circumjs^cent 
public  lands  may  be  reasonably  anticipated. 

It  may  be  further  observed,  that  the  very  large  amount 
of  intel:est  held  by  the  pnblic  in  the  lands  and  buildings  at 
Bellevue,  may,  and  probably  will,  be  materially  affected  by 
tile  result  of  this  question. 

Already  has  it  been  thought  advisable  to  consider  on  the 
necessity  of  preparing  for  the  removal  of  this  great  esta- 
Uishment  to  some  more  suitable  place,  and  to  dispose  of  all 
the  lands  now  occupied  by  it,  by  reason  df  the  increasing 
population  approaching  closely  to  it;  and  also,, in  conse;* 
quence  of  the  immense  appreciation  in  value  of  tlie  landcomr 
posing  it ;  and  it  is  even  now  ascertained,  that  the  improve- 
ments by  wharfing  and  filling  up  now  going  on,  and  nearly 
completed  there,  will  produce  more  than  double  their  cost  to 
the  Corporation.

The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  to  whom  was  re* 
ferred  the  subject  for  the  better  improvement  of  the  Fire 
Department, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT : 

Whereas,  the  number  of  fires  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
have  increased  to  an  alarming  extent,  and  a  proportionate 


suspicion  of  participating  in  riots  created  by  these  boys,  and 
which,  instead  oi  being  assigned  to  the  trae  causa,  are  attri- 
buted to  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  thus  unjustly 
depreciating  the  character  of  our  regular  Firemen,  in  the 
estimation  of  their  fellow  citizens. 

To  accomplish  these  two  purposes,  namely :  The  lessen- 
ing the  extreme  labor  of  the  Firemen,  and  removing  the  im- 
pediment above  mentioned,  as  well  as  providing  a  double  se* 
of  hose,  ladders  and  other  implements  ;  the  want  of  whichi 
has  long  been  a  glaring  defect  in  the  department,  the  follow- 
ing Resolutions  are  oHered : 

Resolved,  That  four  persons  be  appointed  to  each  Fire 
Engine  and  Hose  Company,  and  two  persons  to  each  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company  within  the  Watch  and  Lamp  District 
of  this  City,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  lo  keep  all  the  apparatus 
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of  said  Campanies  in  complete  order  and  ready  for  immedi- 
ate use ;  and  who  shall  at  every  alarm  of  fire,  repair  forth- 
xdth  to  the  House  of  the  Engine,  Hose,  or  Hook  and  Lad- 
der Company  to  which  they  shall  be  attached,  and  assist  the 
members  of  said  Company  in  conveying  the  Engine,  or  Car- 
riage, or  Truck,  to  wherever  such  fire  may  happen,  and  there 
assist  the  Company  in  getting  the  Engine  to  work,  or  the 
Hose  ready  for  immediate  action,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Company  to  which  they  may  belong,  and 
shall  during  the  time  such  Engine  or  Hose  Carriage  is  em- 
ployed  at  a  fire,  take  charge  of  the  Hose  and  prevent  any  per^ 
son  from  treading  on,  or  otherwise  injuring  the  sa^e. 

Resolvedy  That  when  the  Engine  or  Hose  Carriage  shall 
be  discharged  firomduty  {on  the  putting  out  of  any  fire)  by 
•an  Engineer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  persons  under  the 
direction  of  the  Officers  of  their  Company,  to  assist  the  mem- 
bers of  said  Company,  in  taking  up  the  Hose  and  other  ap^ 
paratus,  and  shall  assist  in  conveying  them,  together  with 
the  Elngine  or  Hose  Carriage  and  other  apparatus  to  the 
house  appropriated  for  it,  and  there  shall  wash  and  dry  the 
Hose,  and  clean,  and  put  in  complete  order  all  the  apparatus, 
so  as  to  be  ready  for  immediate  use,  taking  care  however,  in 
no  case  to  meddle  with  the  works  of  an  Engine. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  those  persons  so 
appointed,  who  shall  be  attached  to  a  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company,  to  preserve  the  truck  and  apparatus  belonging 
to  their  Company  from  injury  during  the  fire ;  shall  assist 
the  members  in  raising  or  moving  Ladders  and  HookSj  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Officers  of  said  Company,  shall  af- 
ter the  Truck  is  discharged  firom  duty,  assist  the  members  in 
collecting  the  Hooks,  Ladders,  dnd  other  apparatus,  and  aid 
in  convejring  them  together  with  the  Truck,  to  the  house 
where  they  belong,  and  shall  then  clean  and  prepare  them 
for  immediate  use  :  and  each  person  so  appointed  to  perform 
the  duties  in  the  several  Companies  as  above  mentioned| 


theforctnaa  sliall  recommend  exempt'firemen  in  preference 
to  all  others ;  and  said  persons  shall,  on  such  recommenda- 
tion being  made  through  the  Engineer  of  his  district,  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor — but  no  acting  Fireman  shall  be  ap- 
appointed  to  discharge  said  duties. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  of  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
persons  employed  to  keep  the  engine,  hose,  iix.  &c.  in  or- 
der that  the  Eogineer  shall  forthwith  remove  them,  and  re- 
port to  the  Mayor  their  removal,  who  shall,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Engineer  as  aforesaid,  substitute  a  person  orpersons 
in  their  place.  Also,  in  case  any  engine,  hose  carriage,  or 
truck,  be  in  need  of  repairs,  the  Engineer  in  whose  district 
it  is,  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Chibf  Engineer  forth- 
with. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  of  tbe 
Fire  Department,  as  welf  as  of  those  who  are  hired  for  the 
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purposes  mentioned  in  the  first  resolution,  to  prevent  all 
persons  not  belonging  to  the  Department,  and  especially  boys, 
from  entering  any  house,  or  handling  any  apparatus  belong- 
ing to  the  Pepartment.  ^

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  Six  Milium  Loan^  relative  to 
the  applicatio7i  of  Banks  for  a  portion  of  the  sam^,  pre- 
sented  the  following  Report,  and  a  LA  W  to  provide 
for  loaning  the  surplus  of  the  Fire  Loan  Slock  of  the 
City  of  New  York  to  the  Safety  Fund  Banks  of  the  said 
city,  which  was  read  and  adopfed.

The  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  applications 
from  the  Banks  for  a  portion  of  the  Fire  Loan'Stock, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT: 

That  your  Committee  had  entertained  the  hope  that  no 


fire  in  December  Ust,  produced  -  at-  the  time  much  alum, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  rendered  it  necesexoy  that  stnne  toes- 
stires  should  be  resorted  to  to  preserve  public  confidence 
.  and  b)  relieve  the  severe  pressure  on  the  money  muket 
which  would  necessarily  follow  such  a  calamity. 

That  relief  was  to  be  looked  for  from  three  souicee :  the 
Geaeral  Government — our  own  State — or  the  Commim 
Council.  From  the  General  Government,  little,  if  any,  re- 
lief was  expected  beyond  the  extension  of  the  time  for  the 
payment  of  the  duties,  and  the  restoration  of  the  duties  on 
goods  destroyed ;  from  our  own  State  aid  was  expected,  and 
no  doubt  -would  have  been  granted,  had  not  the  Oommon 
Council  determined  to  provide  this  relief  b^  the  issuing  oC 
Stock  to  the  amoim^of  Six  Millions  of  pollars. 

Whether  tliis  was  the  most  advisable  course  .to  be  pursu- 
ed, is  not  necessary  now  to  inquire.  The  resolution  wa« 
adopted,  and  the  public  looked  to  this  sou];ce  as  the  pdAci- 
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pal  means  of  relief;  aad  as  soon  as  it  was  done,  all  prospect 
of  relief  from  other  sources  was  at  an  end. 

In  carrying  out  the  intentions  of  the  Common  Council,  it 
"^as  found,  that  owing  to  seVeral  causes,the  amount  of  bonds 
and  mortgages  to  be  purchased  by  the  city  vrould  not  proba- 
bly exceed  four  millions  of  dollars,  leaving  two  millions  of 

« 

dollars  in  the  stock  not  called  for. 

The  law  of  the  legislature  for  the  relief  of  the  city  pf 
New- York,  authorises  this  surplus  to  be  loaned  cither  in 
stock  or  cash  to  any  of  the  Banks  in  the  city  of  New- York 
that  are  under  the  Safety  Fund  law,  to  the  amount  of  half 
of  its  capital,  and  authorises  such  bank  thereupon  to  exten4 

its  discounts.  .      ', 

» 

The  present  situation  of  two  of  the  banks  applying  for 
this  loan,  is  such  as  to  enable  them,  without  any  inconve-  • 
nience,  to  extend  their  discounts  to  the  amount  authorised 
by  the  said  kiw  as  soon  as  the  stock  should  be  borrowed,  and 
a  great  relief  would  at  once  be  afforded  to  the  rfioney  market.  \ 
Holding  a  large  amount  of  tlie  government  funds  in  depo- 
site,  they  must  remain  locked  up  in  tliose  banks,  entirely 
useless  to  the  community,  imless  by  loaning  this  stock,  or 
borrowing  the  money  from  some  other  source,  they  are  en- 
abled to  extend  their  discounts. 

The  late  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  Bank  of 
the  United  States  will  probably  add  to  the  present  difficulties 
for  at  least  a  short  time  to  come,  and  instead  of  relieving, 
will  increase  the  pressure  for  money. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Committee  have  deterfnin- 
ed  to  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  to  grant  the  appli- 
cations ot  these  institutions.  •     ■ 

The  two  principal  objections  to  this  measure  your  com- 
mittee have  endeavored  to  guard  against — loss  to  the  city, 
apd  depreciation  of  the  city  stocks. 

The  one,  by  requiring,  in  addition  to  the  security  of  tlje 
3ank,  the  personal  obligation  of  the  directors ;  tl^e  other, 


by  any  possibility,  tbe  amount  of  four  millions  should  not  be 
sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  Companies. 

This  stock  your  Committee  propose  to  require  tbe  said 
Banks  to  subscribe  for  at  par,  redeemable  after  one  year,  if 
the  Joint  Conunittee  on  this  subject  should  think  fit  to  re- 
quire the  same  from  the  Banks. 

If  it  shall  be  found  to  be  unnecessary  for  the  CompanieB, 
the  money  can  no  doubt  be  returned  to  the  Banks  without 
difficulty,  and  tlie  stock  redeemed,  and  loaned  to  those  or 
other  Safety  Fund  Banks,  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  on 
that  subject. 

It  is  proposed  to  leave  to  the  Select  Committee  the  amount 
to  be  loaned  to  each  Bank,  and  the  extend  of  personal 
security  to  be  required  from  the  Directors.  If  all  the  Di- 
rectors are  required  to  sign  the  bond,  and  any  one  should  re- 
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fiise,  it  would  prevetit  a  loan  being  made,  while  the  secu- 
rity of  the  other  Directors  would  be  perfecjtly  ample. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  allow  any  of  the  Bank^  who  may 
borrow  any  portion  of  this  stock,  to  return  and  cancel  the 
same  at  any  time  before  the  same  shall  be  redeemable,  and 
on  so  doing,  to  receive  their  bonds.  As  no  pbssible  evil  can 
result  from  this;  but  as  it  would,  if  accepted,  relieve  the 
city  sooner  from  the  loan,  there  ccmnot,  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  be  any  objection  thereto. 

The  annexed  ordinance  contains  the  nece^ry  provisions 
for  this  purpose,  and  will^  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commit- 
tee, sufficiently  guard  against  any  loss  f hereon,  and  they  re- 
commend the  same  for  the  adoption  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil.

Such  stock  shall  be  issued  bearing  an  interest  of  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  shall  be  redeemable,  one-third  in 
two  years,  one-third  in  t[iree  years,  and  one-third  ia  four 
yenrs,  from  the  passage  of  this  law.

With  thme  sentiments  of  the  Company,  and  under,  and 
in  pursuance  of  said  resolutions  of  the  said  subscribers, 
and  of  their  constitution,  your  memorialists  are  appointed  a 
committee  by  said  company,  and  charged  with  the  duty  of 
tendering  their  services  to  the  Corporation  of  the  city  of 
New- York  as  a  Fire  Company,  to  be  accepted  by  them 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  they  in  their  wisdom 
may  prescribe,  and  subject  to  such  authority  and  control  of 
the  officers  of  the  city  and  of  the  Fire  Department  within  the 
Third  Ward,  or  when  at  fires  elsewhere,  as  the  Common 
Council  shall,  by  law  or  resolution  declare. 

Th^  Company  is  organised  for  local,  special  and  volun- 
teer service,  and  therefore  do  not  leel  themselves  entitled 
to  any  of  the  special  previleges  or  exemptions  of  the  Fire 
Department ;  or  even  to  admission  into,  or  be  otherwise  con- 
sidered than  as  an  appendage  to  that  Department — and 
without  privil^es  as  such.  To  be  useful,  they  need  autho- 
rity to  use  the  Hydrants  and  other  waters  of  the  city,  on 
the  footing  of  like  companies  of  the  Department;  and  they 
feel  the  ne  jessity  of  their  subordination  to  the  authority  of  the 
Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  and  other  superior  officers  of 
the  city,  when  at  fires,  on  the  same  footing  with  Companies 
of  the  Department. 

P&  Your  Memorialists,  therefore,  in  the  name  of  the  ''  Third 
Ward  Hose  Company,"  most  respectfully  tender  the  ser- 
yices  of  the  said  Company  to  the  City  Authoriteis,  as  a  Hose 
Fire  Company,  and  pray  the  Honorable  the  Conunon  Coun- 
cil to  recognise  them  as  a  Fire  Company;  to  accept  their 
services  as  above  stated,  and  put  them  on  the  same  footing 
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the  affairs  of  the-Company ;  have  charge  of  the  hose,  car-

§  2.  The  Assistants  shall  aid  their  superiors  in  rank  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  in  their  absence  each  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  superior  according  to  his  rank.

Article  4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  roll  of  the  Compa- 
ny ;  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  record  the  same  ;  ascer- 
tain and  record  all  absences  of  members  from  Company  meet- 
ings ;  give  notices  to  the  members  of  all  regular  meetings,  or 
others  called  by  authority :  collect  all  dues  and  fines ;  keep

That  your  Conmiittee  have  had  a  further  interview  with 
the  applicant  Mr.  J.  A.  Stevens,  and  have  ascertained  that 
he  will  take  a  Lease  from  the  Corporation  of  three  Ferries, 
to  wit :  from  Barclay  street,  from  Hoboken  street,  and  from 
Christopher  street,  all  to  run  to  Hoboken  for  a  term  of  seven 
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1^  of  conducting  a  Ferry  from  that  place  subject  to  what- 
ever may  be  the  rights  of  the  "heirs  of  William  Rhinelander 
deceased,  to  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Barclay  street  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  the  wharfage  or  profits  to  accrue  there- 
from."

The  Joint  Committee  on  Ferries,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  several  Documents  which  are  hereunto  annexed,  in  rela- 
tion to  renewing  the  Leases  for  the  Ferries  from  New- York 
to  Hoboken, 

BEG  LEAVE  TO  REPORT, 
That  this  subject  came  before  the  Comraoa  Council  on  a 
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which  are  hereunto  annexed,  and  the  whole  subject  with  aU 
the  documents  connected  with  it,  were  referred  by  both 
Boards,  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Ferries. 

On  examining  the  report  already  made  on  the  petition  of 
Mr.  Stevens,  it  will  appear  that  the  Committea  by  whom 
the  same  was  made,  took  into  consideration  the  subject  of 
establishing  a  third  ferry  to  Hobokei^  as  well  as  of  renew- 
ing the  leases  for  those  already  in  operation.  Such  addi- 
tional ferry  they  propose  to  establish,  from  the  foot  of  Chris- 
topher-street. 

The  annual  rent  of  the  Barclay-street  ferry  under  the  for- 
mer lease,  has  been  eight  hundred  dollars.  This  ferry  is  a 
profitable  one,  and  its  value  is  probably  increasing.  If,  how- 
ever, the  right  of  continuing  it  in  the  same  place  is  to  be 
granted,  subject  to  the  claims  of  the  Messrs.  Rhinelander, 
for  the  use  of  the  bulkhead,  it  does  not  appear  to  the  Joint 
Committee  that  it  would  be  right  to  increase  the  rent  hither- 
to paid,  at  present ;  on  the  contrary,  they  deem  it  but  just, 
that  if  Mr.  Stevens  should  be  compelled  to  pay  the  MessnI. 
JRhinelander  (or  the  use  of  such  bulkhead,  a  reduction  of 
such  payment  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred  dollars,  should 
be  made  from  the  annual  rent  of  the  ferry. 

It  is  said  that  the  ferry  at  the  foot  of  Canal-street,  or  more 
properly  Hoboken-street,  has  never  been  a  source  of  profit  * 
to  the  lessees,  and  the  Joint  Committee  are  satisfied  that  such 
is  the  fact.  The  rent  hitherto  paid  has  been  two  hundred 
dollars,  and  under  the  circumstances  it  would  seem  to  be 
unfitir  to  increase  such  rent,  until  the  business  done  at  the 
ferry  shall  warrant  it 

If  a  third  ferry  to  Hoboken  shall  be  established,  to  ply  from 
Christopher-street,  it  will  certainly  be  a  great  accomnu)da- 
tion  to  that  part  of  the  city,  but  cannot,  for  some  time  be  ad- 
vantageous to  the  proprietors.  The  rent  of  this  ferry  ahould 
therefore  for  sometime  be  nominal. 

In  respect  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  it  would  be  ex- 
pedient to  grant  leases  for  such  ferries,  the  Joint  Coauauttde 
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their  claim  to  such  a  pnreference,  coupled  with  the  fieict  of 
their  having  the  control  of  the  shore  on  the  New-Jersey 
side  will  sufficiently  secure  it  to  them ;  but  this  matter  should 
be  left  to  the  justice  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  having  fully  considered  the 
several  propositions  embraced  by  the  subject  referred  to 
them,  intended  to  have  submitted  the  following  resolutions, 
viz: 

^^ Resolved^  That  Leases  be  granted  to  John  Stevens,  for 
the  Ferries  now  established  from  the  foot  of  Barclay  and 
Hoboken  streets  respectively  to  Hoboken  and  for  a  new 
Ferry  to  be  established  from  the  foot  of  Christopher-street 
to  the  same  place :  the  said  leases  to  be  respectively  for  a 
term  of  seven  years  from  the  first  day  of  May,  1835."

^^ Resolved^  That  in  the  Lease  for  the  Ferry  at  the  foot  of 
Barclay-street,  nothing  more  shall  be  granted  than  the  pri- 
vilege of  conducting  a  ferry  from  that  place,  subject  to 
whatever  may  be  the  rights  of  the  heirs  of  William  Rhine- 
lander,  deceased,  to  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Barclay- 
street,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  the  wharfiige  or  profits  to 
accrue  therefrom." 

^'Resolved,  That  a  provision  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
Lease  for  the  Ferry  at  the  foot  of  Christophw-street,  requi- 
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renft  as  hitherto  paid  by  them,  the  rent  of  the  Barclay-street 
Ferry  to  be  however,  subject  to  a  deduction  or  allowance 
for  such  sum  as  they  may  have  to  pay  to  the  Messrs. 
Rhinelanders,  provided  the  same  should  not  exceed  $600  per 
annum. 

Your  Committee  think  it  is  due  to  the  Messrs.  Stevens, 
to  comply  with  this  request,  which  they  consider  a  reason- 
ble  one  under  existing  ciscumstances.  They  beg  leaVe, 
therefore,  to  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Leases  lor  the  Hoboken  Ferries  at

tablish a  ferry  from  that  place,  subject  to  any  right  which 
the  heirs  of  William  Rhinelander,  deceased,  may  lawfully 
claim  to  the  bulkhead  there,  and  that  whatever  sum  the  said 
Lessee  may  be  obliged  to  pay  to  the  representatives  of  Mr.

The  Street  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  accom- 
panyiDg  papers  in  relation  to  changing  the  graduation  of 
Chapel-street,  which  consist  of — First,  a  resolution  offered  by 
the  Alderman  of  the  5th  Ward,  on  the  18th  of  January  last ; 
directing  an  inquiry  into  and  report  upon  tlie  expediency  of 
filling  up  and  new  grading  the  said  street.  Secondly,  of  the 
remonstrances  of  various  owners  of  property  on  the  said 
street,  against  any  change  in  the  present  surface  thereof. 
And  thirdly,  of  the  petitions  of  a  large  number  of  persons, 
proprietors  of  lots  fronting  on  the  said  Chapel-street,  and  al- 
so the  intersecting  streets,  which  will  be  affected  by  the 
change  of  Chapel-street,  and  very  decidedly  in  favor  of  the 
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be  involved  in  its  consummation,  and  the  influence  which  it 
is  believed  would  be  exercised  on  the  vdue  of  the  surround^ 
ing  property  thereby,)  they  have  endeavored,  sincerely,  to 
arrive  at  such  results  as  in  their  judgment  would  most  pro- 
mote the  public  interest,  and  produce  the  most  lasting  ad- 
vantage to  that  section  of  the  city. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  for  a  great  many  years  past, 
the  property  in  the  neighborhood,  and  especially  that  part 
fronting  on  Chapel-street,  has  been  in  a  very  low  and  depres- 
sed situation,  owing  both  to  its  contracted  space  and  sunken 
filthy  condition,  but  more  especially  to  the  latter  cause,  and 
that  while  the  price  of  ground  in  other  parts  of  the  city  has 
doubled,  trebled  or  even  quadnipled,  in  value,  this  land  has 
not  at  all  advanced  in  price,  owing  to  the  causes  before  men- 
tioned. 

Hence  arose  the  proceedings  for  widening  the  street,  which 
have  been  completed  under  the  direction  and  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  projxjr  judicial  authorities,  the  benign  effects 
of  which  are  just  beginning  to  develope  themselves  in  the 
already  enhanced  value  of  the  land,  the  recent  sales  of  which, 
even  now,  in  the  short  period  which  has  elapsed  since  the 
widening  was  confirmed,  shew  an  advance  of  more  than 
one  hundred  per  cent,  on  the  previously  estimated  value : 
thus  very  fully  exhibiting  the  comprehensive  and  enlighten- 
ed views  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  most  active  in  for- 
warding and  carrying  into  effect  the  above  mentioned  mea- 
sures. 

But  although  the  result,  so  far,  is  exceedingly  gratifying, 
still  the  Committee  are  compelled  to  state  that,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  greatest  good  of  which  the  measure  is  susceptible, 
will  not  be  realized  unless  the  elevation  of  the  surface  of  the 
street,  in  addition  to  the  widening,  (and  according  to  the 
plan  herewith  submitted,)  be  carried  into  effect.  If  this  be 
done,  then  the  buildings  on  the  whole  line  of  the  street  will 
be  enabled  to  have  dry  and  commodious  basements  and  eel- 


tfae  commencement  of  this  discussion  a  great  number  of  the 
property  owners  on  the  street  were  opposed  to  it,  still,  as  the 
examinations  proceeded  and  the  plans  became  imderstood, 
they  have,  in  numerous  instances,  become  satisfied  of  its 
propriety,  and  have  declared  themselves  in  its  favor ;  and  ths 
Committee  have  little  doubt  or  hesitation  in  expressing-  their 
belief  that  when  it  shall  be  completed,  all  or  almost  all  of 
those  who  now  oppose  it,  will  rejoice  that  their  opposition 
was  not  successful,  when  they  see  the  benefits  which  must 
flow  from  it,  in  full  and  successful  operation. 
,  There  is,  however,  another  branch  of  tliis  subject  which 
the  Committee  deem  it  their  indispensable  duty  to  lay  before 
the  Board,  which  relates  to  the  public  sewer  now  in  Chapel- 
street,  and  is  extended  from  Thomas-street  to  Canal-street 
This  sewer  was  built  many  years  since,  at  a  time  when  the 
principles  of  their  construction  and  mode  of  actfon  were  not  - 
as  fully  known  or  understood  as  they  at  present  are.  It  is 
Con3eq,uent.\y  iraich  \oo  smaU.  iasize  for  the  free  delivery  of 
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th^  nvitteir  wHith  it  n^cesisariiy  has  to  receive  *,  kna  alsio,  id  of 
suieh  ibrfh  as  6y  retard,  itistead  of  facilitating  passage  through 
id,  in  addition  to  which,  having  been  constructed  on  the 
then  newly  filled  up  ground,  and  on  a  very  infirm  bottom,  it 
has^unk  unequally  at  intervals,  and  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
become  liable  to  continual  choking  up,  in  which  state  it  has 
rejpeatedly  been,  on  various  occasions,  for  several  years  past, 
tothe  very  ^eat  and  serious  inconvenience  of  the  adjacent 
residents  and  property  owners.    The  Conmiittee  therefore 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board  the  expediency  on  this  oc- 
casion, (when  great  and  permanent  improvements  are  about 
to  be  made,)  of  the  present  sewer  being  taken  up  and  re-con- 
structed, of  a  proper  size  and  form,  and  in  a  manner  ade- 
quate to  the  importance  of  the  interests  concerned ;  and 
although  this  branch  ol  the  subject  was  not  specially  refer-  ' 
red  to  them,  still  they  believe  the  present  to  be  the  proper  * 
time  of  attention  to  the  matter,  both  as  it  regards  utility  and  * 
economy,  and  therefore  bring  it  now  to  the  attention  of  the  ' 
Board. 

With  the  vie^  hereinbefore  mentioned,  the  Committee 
report  that  in  their  judgment  it  is  highly  expedient  and  pro- 
per to  alter  the  present  grade  of  Chapel-street,  and  portions 
of  the  intersecting  streets,  in  conformity  with  tfie  resolution 
offered  in  this  Board  by  the  Alderman  of  the  5th  Ward,  on 
the  18th  of  January  last,  and  the  subsequent  petitions,  pre- 
sented by  various  landholders  in  favor  thereof,  and  now  pre- 
sent tor  tiie  consideration  of  the  Board,,  the  following  reso- 
lutions :

They  have  attended  to  this  duty  committed  to  them, 
and  haV^  examined  the  present  proxies  of  the  streets  com- 
prised witUn  the  limits  of  the  above  petition. 

The  Committee  b^leite  any  attempt  to  alteif  or  change  the 
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present  elevation  of  the  surface  of  Wall  street,  at  or  near 
William  street  would  be  attended  with  very  serious  loss  and 
inconvenience  to  the  owners  of  buildings  now  standing  on 
Wall  street,  and  therefore  ought  not  to  be  entertained.  But 
they  are  at  the  same  time  convinced  it  would  be  beneficial 
to  make  some  change  of  the  present  grade,  of  parts  of  Mer- 
chants and  Exchange  streets,  as  these  proposed  alterations 
are  delineated  on  the  accompanying  lines  of  the  profiles 
herewith  submitted. 

The  alteration  proposed  is  by  drawing  a  stra^ht  line  or 
plane  of  descent,  beginning  at  Wall  street,  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Exchange  street,  late  Hanover  street,  and  descend- 
ing with  uniform  slope  to  Pearl  street,  along  Exchange 
street ;  this  line  will  raise  the  present  curb  stone  at  the  in- 
tersection of  Merchants  and  Exchange  street  about  1  foot 
and  10  inches,  and  will  also  induce  some  minor  changes 
along  Merchants  street  and  the  other  branch  of  Exchange

{dacing  of  4w^:to  three  huodred  additional  lamps  during  the 
last  year,  and  tbe  increase  of  private  lighting  causes  the 
supply  to  be  deficient.  . 

It  appeared  that  the  Ck)mpany  exerted  itself  to  remedy 
the  defect — have  in  progress  such  additional  Reservoirs, 
Apparatus  and  Mains,  as  will  in  the  opinion  of  your  Com- 
mittee meet  any  accidental  contingency  that  may  hereafter 
occur.  That  the  Company  possesses  ample  nneans  of  fur- 
nishing an  abundant  supply  of  gas  to  every  applicant — 
one  half  of  their  capital  only  having  been  employed. 

That  the  msichiue  used  by  the  Company  called  tlie  Meter, 
i^  the  only  known  nneaas  to  ascertain  correctly  the  quantity 
of  gas  used  by  consumers.  That  it  is  not  aSected  by  the 
qu^ity  of  the  gas,  and  can  only  vary  by  the  evaporation  of 
the  water  in  its  interior,  and  in  s^ch  cases  the  error  is  al- 
ways in  favor  of  the  consumer. 

That  the  Company  had,  in  one  case,  stopped  the  supply  of 
gas  to  a  consumer;  it  appeared  that  due  notice  had  been 
served  upon  him  that  such  would  he  the  case,  unless  he  paid" 
the  amount  of  the  bill  due ;  it  also  appeared,  that  that  cus- 
tomer had  for  years  pjist,  claimed  deduction,  and  the  Com- 
pany rather  than  to  litigate,  had  made  deduction  from  his 
bills,  but  upon  this  occasion  they  chose  to  dissolve  the 
connection  by  ceasing  to  furniish  him  with  gas.  Your 
Committee  cannot  say  they  overreached  their  chartered 
powers  in  so  doing.  But  at  the  same  time  are  of  opinion 
they  used  a  summary  mode  of  dissolving  their  connection 
with  said  consumer,  that  your  Committee  cannot  altogether 
approve  pf  It  was  stated  by  one  witness,  that  the  Company 
charged  to  consumers  exorbitant  profits  upon  furniture  made 
by  the  witness.  But,  Mr.  Dewey,  a  former  manager  of  the 
Company,  and  a  witness  produced  by  the  complainants, 
stated  that  he  had  fixed  the  rate  of  charges,  and  for  the  space 
of  five  years,  the  profits  and  rents  of  the  furniture  only  pro- 
duced to  the  Company  6  3-4  per  cent  ner  annunL

A  LiAW 

To  amend  the  Law  entitled  a  Law  for  the  preventing  and 

extinguishing  fires. 

The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of 
New- York,  in  Common  Council  convened,  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

1.  That  two  persons  shall  be  appointed  to  each  Fire 
Engine  and  Hose  Company,  and  two  persons  to  each  Hook 


with  the  works  of  nn  I'.niiine. 

4.  That  each  of  the  persons  so  to  be  nppoinfcd  shall  not 
be  considered  as  flrettieii,  but  shall  for  the  faithful  perform- 
atiCT  of  said  services,  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  S150 
per  annum. 

5.  That  a  person  shill  lie  appointed  to  be  called  "Super- 
iiilcndani  of  l';it;:ines,"  whose  duty  it  shall  be  lo  see  that  Ihe 
l-liuitn-s,  Hose  Carriages  and  Hns9^  Hooks  and  Ladders, 
'['melts,  and  all  other  implements  and  apparulus  belonging 
lo  ibe  Fire  Pupartmeiit,  are  all  ii)  perfect  order  pad  ready 
for  use. 

6.  That  whenever  any  of  the  said  Fire  Engines  and 
other  fire  apparatus,  or  tlie  bouses  for  the  samo  shall  require 
to  be  repaired,  the  superintendant  under  the  directioH  of  the 
joint  commillee  on  fire  and  water,  shall  cause  the  sntne  to  he 
well  and  sufficiently  done  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  tlw  (hity  of 
the  said  Superiuteudaitt  to  rqiort  quarterly  t»  Hfit,  oa  the 
first  Monday  o?  JuvaaiY^  Aijril,  July  and  October,  it]  each 
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and  every  year  to  the  Common  Council,  the  condition  and 
number  of  the  Fire  Engines,  Fire  Buckets,  Feet  of  Hose, 
Hose  Carriages,  Hooks  and  Ladders,  Trucks,  and  other  fire 
apparatus  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 

7.  That  the  said  Superintendant  shall  receive  for  his  ser- 
vices a  salary  at  the  rate  of  dollars 
per  annum. 

8.  That  such  foreman  of  a  Fire  Engine,  Hose  or  Hook  and 
liadder  Company,  shall  recommend  to  the  Superintendant  of 
Engines  suitable  persons  to  be  appointed  as  above  mentioned, 
to  be  attached  to  the  Company  to  which  such  foreman  may 
belong,  which  persons  must  have  served  as  firemen  at  least 
£ve  years,  and  such  foremen  shall  recommend  exempt  fire- 
men in  preference  to  all  others,  and  the  Superintendant  shall 
report  the  names  of  such  persons  so  recommended  to  the 
Mayor,  who  shall  appoint  them  if  he  approve,  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  any  neglect  of,  or  inability 
to  the  performance  of  their  several  duties  hereby  imposed, 
the  said  Superintendant  shall  forthwith  remove  them,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  in  the  report  of  the 
Superintendant  in  the  manner  above  mentioned  appoint 
others. 

9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  of  the  Fire 
Department,  as  well  as  those  who  are  authorised  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  this  ordinance,  to  prevent  all  persons  not  belong- 
ing to  the  department,  and  especially  boys  or  minors  from 
entering  any  house  or  handling  any  apparatus  belonging  to 
the  department. 

10.  Such  parts  of  the  Law  hereby  amended  as  imposes 
on  the  Chief  Engineer,  duties  which  are  hereby  imposed  in 
the  Superintendant  of  Engines  are  hereby  repealed.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Assessments  against  the  pe- 
tition of  the  East  River  Fire  Insurance  Company^  to 
have  their  tax  remitted.

The  Committee  on  Assessments  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  the  East  River  Fire  Insurance  Company,  praying 
for  a  remission  of  their  tax, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT : 

That  this  application  is  presented  on  the  following 
grounds,  viz:  That  the  capital  of  the  Company  together 


To  this  it  may  be  answered,  thai  the  tax  was  assessed  upon 
the  Company  and  because  an  actual  debt  due  by  them  in 
October  last,  some  lime  before  their  loss  was  occasioned  by 
the  fire.  The  admitted  fact  that  tliere  was  a  surplus  profit 
amounting  to  $  13,000,  does  away  the  objection  that  the  stock- 
holders had  received  none.  They  had  a  right  to  make 
dividends  or  not  as  they  might  think  fit. 

There  are  other  considerations  slated  in  tlie  petition  which 
your  Committee  have  also  considered,  but  they  do  not  deem 
them  of  any  validity  as  grounds  for  granting  the  application. 

Oil  the  whole  the  Committee  view  this  cose  ia  tlie  saaa» 
light  with  many  others  caused  by  the  recent  calamitous  fire. 
It  is  perhaps  a  haidahip  to  pay  a  tax  uader  such  circum- 
stances, but  there  is  no  legal  ground  for  avoiding  such  pny- 
metkt,.  aod  tha  v^y  cix&iaaatan<xs  wbich  m^e  this  bunien 
man  Leavily  felt  by  thiE  aod  olber  cocapaaiia,  hftv«  raadwiid 
it  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Common  Council  to  abstain 
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from  remitting  such  taxes  as  are  legally  due  and  can  be  col- 
lected. 

The  Committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the 
said  petitioner.

Report  of  the  Counsel  on  the  application  of  Mrs.  llehecca 
Jonesj  claiming'  the  right  of  Wharfage,  in  consequence 
of  the  filing  up  of  Old  Slip.

In  obedience  to  the  resolution  offered  by  the  FinMce 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Assistants  ahd  adopted  by  that 
Board,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  the 
Acts  on  which  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Jones  is  founded, 
and  my  opinion  of  the  Law  applicable  to  the  case. 

Ob  the  8th  of  November,  1773,  the  Corporation  of  Ibis 
ciHy,  granted,  bargained,  and  sold  to  Henry  Cniger,  his 
heirs,  and  assigns  forever,  a  certain  Water  lot  in  the  Bast 
River,  and  a  right  of  Wharfage,  which  is  described  in  the 
grant  in»the  fbliowing  \n>rds.    <'  Also^ the  frea-nse,  pdviiegiBt 


by  this  public  improvement,  and  sureiy  tin;  inquiry  in  siich 
a  case  ought  not  to  be  whether  tlie  pnblic  had  received  an 
equivalent.  But  in  truth,  the  consideration  ol"  tlie  original 
grant  was  the  only  legal  equivalent  which  the  public  conld 
have  any  right  to  look  for,  and  that  they  received. 

It  is  a  singular  f  ict,  that  the  right  of  wharfage  in  question, 
appears  to  have  had  its  origin  in  circumstances  very  similar 
to  those  of  the  present  casi;.  The  original  grant  to  Mr. 
Cniger  declares  that  this  wharfiigc  was  given  to  him  in  con- 
sideration or  as  an  indemnity  for  his  relinqnishing  lo  the 
Corporation  his  right  to  properly  of  a  similar  nature  at 
.another  pier;  and  it  is  a  fair  presumption  thatsuch  relin- 
quishment was  required  for  a  public  improvement  which 
was  then  deemed  necessary. 

The  justice  of  affording  indemnity  for  losses  of  this 
nature  has  been  frequently  acknowledged  by  the  Common 
Council  by  the  deductions  which  they  hav*  made  from  the 
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rent  due  by  the  annual  lessees  of  the  public  docks  and  slips, 
when  those  lessees  have  been  prevented  from  collecting 
wharfage,  by  any  alteration  or  improvement  of  this  nature, 
and  I  can  perceive  no  difference  in  principle  between  such 
cases  and  the  present  one. 

I  conclude  therefore  by  stating,  that  upon  legal  as  well 
as  equitable  grounds,  the  estate  of  Mr.  Jones  is  in  my 
opinion  entitled  to  compensation  for  the  right  of  wharfage 
destroyed  by  the  filling  up  of  Old  Slip,  and  that  I  consider 
the  mode  of  settling  the  amount  of  such  compensation  re- 
commended by  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  viz,  by  appraisers,  to  be  free  from  ob- 
jection.
